However, the voter must 
succeed on the first three 
tries. A fourth punch card 
cannot be secured.

There are 1280 new voters 
in Newton this year accord¬ 
ing to statistics compiled 
during the last registration 
period, the Election Commis¬ 
sion reported. 

According to figures re¬ 
leased by Alan VV. Licarie, 
executive secretary of the 
Election Commission, the 
new registered voters in¬ 
clude 162 Republicans. 179 
Democrats and 939 Inde¬ 
pendents. 

During the registration 

period, from June 1 to Oct. 
18, 15 registered voters 

switched their party affilia¬ 
tion from Democrat to Re¬ 
publican, and three Republi¬ 
cans switched to Democrat. 
Some 84 Democrats switched 
to unenrolled (Independent), 
while 25 Republicans did the 
same. 

As usual, the busiest 
registration period was on 
the last day, with 382 
voters signing up at the 
Election Commission.

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Editorial . . . 

Four Little Words 

The memory of man is short. And, it seems, of 
all mankind, the memory of the great American public 
is shortest of all. The Vietnam dissenters, whether they 
are wide-eyed kids, opinion-moulding new columnists 
or retired generals, are among the worst offenders. 
They have forgotten four prophetic words: 

“We will bury you.” 

Those chilling words were uttered by the leader 
of World Communism, Nikita Khrushchev, when he 
was at the height of his power. He meant exactly 
what he said. He meant that Communism would tri¬ 
umph over Democracy and the capitalistic system. 

Just recently Secretary of State Dean Rusk was 
derided for defending the United States policy in Viet¬ 
nam. He was accused of reviving the old Yellow' Peril. 

We do not believe that Secy. Rusk should be vil- 
lified for describing a peril, no matter what its hue. 
Another man in the not too distant past described the 
same peril and he was not excoriated for it. 

He said he believed in the so-called “domino the¬ 
ory,” adding: 

“China is big, looms so high just beyond the fron¬ 
tiers, that if South Vietnam went, it would not only 
give them an improved position for guerrilla assault 
on Malaya, but would also give the impression that the 
wave of the future in Southeast Asia was China and 
the Communists. So I believe it.” 

The man continued: “What I am concerned about 
is that Americans will get impatient and say because 
they don’t like events in Southeast Asia or they don’t 
like the government in Saigon, that we should with¬ 
draw'. That only makes it easy for the Communists . . . 
we should stay.” 

That man was the late President John F. Kennedy. 

He voiced his concern two months before his 
assassination and while he was escalating our aid and 
support to the South Vietnamese. As present day events 
have proved, President Kennedy’s concern W'as justi¬ 
fied. 

This week one of the nation’s leading critics of 
the U.S. policy in Vietnam is in that country on a 
two-week trip to see the war first-hand. He is retired 
Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin, no stranger to war. 

He believes the United States has been misdirecting 
its resources and energies to Southeast Asia for the 
past five years. He is more concerned with what hap¬ 
pened to our own country as a consequence of our in¬ 
volvement in Vietnam. 

We have no quarrel with his anxiety for our coun¬ 
try. We, too, are concerned. But we feel our presence 
is required in Vietnam until an honorary peace can 
be negotiated. If w r e were not there, the first spadeful 
of earth would be turned in fulfillment of Krushchev’s 
malevolent prophecy. 

We hope that Gen. Gavin comes to that realization 
during his tour of the Vietnam battle area.

An Unwarranted Call 

The recent call of the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association for the resignation or retirement of State 
Education Commissioner Ow'en B. Kiernan is patently 
absurd. We find absolutely no justification for it in this 
instance. 

We do not always agree with Commr. Kiernan, 
but in his recent stand against teacher strikes, we do. 
He said at a conference of educators in West Harwich 
three weeks ago that teacher strikes represent “an 
attitude of let the public, the courts and the children 
be damned, and it is a first step toward anarchy.” 

Mrs. Helen F. Mara, president o f the 37,000 mem¬ 
ber MTA, accused Kiernan of per.Tjnal bias toward 
collective bargaining, “a condescending attitude toward 
teachers,” all of which, she said, raises a serious ques¬ 
tion as to his value as chief executive officer for ele¬ 
mentary and secondary education in Massachusetts. 

Stung by the charge, Kiernan replied: “The issue 
is clear. Teacher strikes are unlawful in Massachu¬ 
setts. Any teacher or teacher union official who teaches 
children to defy the law is no supporter of our demo¬ 
cratic society.” 

We support collective bargaining and the right of 
workers to strike for what they believe is right and 
just. We support the right of teachers to bargain col¬ 
lectively in seeking higher wages and benefits. But 
we do not belevie the predicament of teachers in Mas¬ 
sachusetts has ever or will ever reach the stage where 
a strike is justified. 

Schools, after all, are run primarily for the chil¬ 
dren, the students, and they are the big losers when 
there is teacher strife. We feel that the primary ob¬ 
ligation of a teacher is to the pupil and his teaching— 
not to labor considerations. We think our teachers are 
among the most valuable assets we possess here in our 
Commonwealth. We want to see them well paid and 
we think they are. But we deplore the use of strike 
tactics by members of such an honorable profession. 
We feel there is a better way. 

We do not feel that Commr. Kiernan should be 
attacked for supporting what he believes is right edu¬ 
cationally.

now leading her in the city’s hectic mayoralty race. 

However, surveys show that between 25 and 30 per 
cent of the persons interviewed declined to say how 
they will vote. 

These are not undecided, on-the-fence voters. 
They are people who have made their choice be¬ 
tween White and Mrs. Hicks but are keeping their 
intentions to themselves. 

This means that the votes of somewhere between 
50,000 and 60,000 of the anticipated 200,000 men and 
women who will turn out for next Tuesday’s election 
are not reflected in the polls because of their refusal 
to reveal their choice for Mayor. 

While there are some people in every election cam¬ 
paign who decline to tell the poll-takers how they will 
vote, they very rarely number as high as 25 or 30 per 
cent. 

Usually, too, they split in about the same manner 
as do the persons who cast straw votes in a poll. That 
may not be the case this time. 

If the great bulk of the “silent” vote is des¬ 
tined for one candidate, it could affect the outcome 
of the election. 

Political analysts, of course, can form their judg¬ 
ments only on the basis of the poll returns tabulated 
from the replies of people who are willing to tell where 
they stand and how they will vote. 

These poll figures show Kevin White now running 
ahead of Mrs. Hicks. 

The results of the survey made by this writer 
pointed to a much closer contest between Secretary 
White and Committeewoman Hicks than was indicated 
in the poll taken by Channel 7. 

In fact, the race shapes up as tight enough at 
this stage so that a strong finishing spurt by Mrs. 
Hicks or a slump by White in the closing days of the 
campaign could change its outcome. 

Both While and Mrs. Hicks were found to have 
big pockets of strength in sections of Boston. 

White will make his best showings in West Rox- 
bury, Brighton, Allston, the Back Bay, Beacon Hill, the 
South End and parts of Roxbury, according to the 
straw vote. 

Mrs. Hicks will run well in Jamaica Plain, South 
Boston, East Boston, the North End, Charlestown and 
the Mission Hill section of Roxbury. 

Indications are that White and Mrs. Hicks will 
split Dorchester, with White running ahead in some 
sections and Mrs. Hicks in others. 

The poll returns reflected a far closer fight 
in Dorchester, Koslindale and Hyde Park than did 
the Channel 7 survey. 

If a large majority of the people who have made 
up their minds but will not divulge their choice for 
Mayor are actually' voting for Mrs. Hicks, she can 
carry three of the five Dorchester wards and make a 
strong run for it in Roslindale and Hyde Park. 

This writer found no evidence whatever that White 
is as far ahead of Mrs. Hicks in Hyde Park as the 
Channel 7 poll showed. 

However, the trend does appear to favor White. 
Whether Mrs. Hicks can change that trend in the time 
remaining is uncertain. As this is written, White must 
be rated the favorite. But Mrs. Hicks is by no means 
out of the fight. 

The poll indicates that White has gained and that 
Mrs. Hicks lost ground during the prolonged debate 
over her action in promising a $10,000-a-year salary 
for Boston police officers after three years of service 
and then telling the firefighters she would do the same 
for them. 

This has been especially true in areas where there 
are large numbers of home-owners who are fearful of 
a jump in Boston’s tax rate and an increase in their 
own real estate tax bills. 

As Secretary White himself declared, it’s un¬ 
fortunate that so much of the campaign centered 
on one issue and that other matters which should 
have been debated and discussed were pushed into 
the background. 

Under a new law enacted last year, police officers in 
all cities and town throughout Massachusetts, like 
other municipal employees, have the right of collective 
bargaining. 

Patrolmen on the Boston force have not yet ac¬ 
cepted the raise offered them by the bargaining agents 
representing Mayor Collins. 

While the exact offers made to them have not been 
made public, members of the Hub police department 
above the rank of patrolman have been hiked to the 
same salaries received by the MDC police. 

It is assumed that the patrolmen were offered the 
same pay as MDC patrolmen and rejected it. Such an 
offer would have boosted their yearly compensation to 
slightly more than $8000. They turned down that offer. 

With the existing trend across the country, 
the likelihood is that Boston patrolmen will be 
getting close to $$10,000 annually within three 
years regardless of who the next Mayor is. 

Both White and Mrs. Hicks are right on some 
points in their dispute as to whether federal funds 
would be available to cover police raises. 

Under the provisions of a bill already approved by 
the national House $75 million would be available to 
the cities of the nation for improvements and innova¬ 
tions in their police departments. 

Part of that money could be used for building new 
police stations and purchasing new equipment. None 
could be used for paying the salaries of police officers 
except those in training. 

However, Senator John McClellan of Arkaansas, 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary Committee, is the 
sponsor of a bill now before the Senate which would 
allow federal funds to be used for police raises. 

If funds are provided at this session of Con¬ 
gress under the crime-in-the-streets hill, they will 
be used essentially for planning improvements in 
police departments. 

U. S. Attorney General Ramsey Clark is hopeful 
that $300 million will be provided for this purpose for 
the fiscal year which starts next July 1. This would 
give meaningful aid to the cities. 

The political stakes will be extremely high for 
both White and Mrs. Hicks next Tuesday. 

If White wins election as Mayor of Boston, he 
will be projected into the forefront as a likely Demo¬ 
cratic nominee for Governor in 1970. 

If he loses, he will still be Secretary of State, 
but his chances of achieving the Governorship three 
years from now will be lessened. 

If Mrs. Hicks prevails, she not only will be Boston’s 
first woman Mayor but will automatically attain na¬ 
tional prominence. 

White and Mrs. Hicks are both attorneys. White 
is serving his fourth term and seventh year as Secretary 
of State; Mrs. Hicks her third term and sixth year as 
a member of the Boston School Committee where she 
has been an outspoken opponent of busing of children 
out of their home neighborhoods. 

One thing this mayoralty campaign definitely has 
established is that a vast number of women do not 


necessarily consider the office of Mayor a man’s job and 
that they will vote for a woman. 

In every area that had been polled Mrs. Hicks 
received a higher portion of votes from the women 
than from men. In some sections the percentage of 
feminine votes she polled was extremely high. 

This has caused some political writers to be 
conservative in their forecasts since the women 
voters substantially outnumber the men in Boston, 
and they might produce an upset in this election, 
the polls and surveys will become meaningless 
when the vote returns are tabulated next Tuesday 
night showing whether Kevin H. White or Louise Day 
Hicks will be the next Mayor of Boston. 

For those who will be watching the returns on 
television or listening to them on radio, the likelihood 
is that Mrs. Hicks will take an early lead in the contest. 

* he appears to be strong in the sections which 
normally are the first to report their returns. The 
critical question likely to develop on Tuesday night 
is whether she can hold her initial advantage. That 
will depend on the results in the big outlying wards 
where the voting is heavy and the polling places usually 
are late in tabulating their counts. 

Cleric Warns U.S. Of 
^Dove-Like Naivete” 


In these days of “anti” 
demonstrations, lawlessness, 
violence and war, the refresh¬ 
ing voice of Dr. Lee, of Tre- 
mont Temple Baptist Church, 
Boston, spoke out from his 
city pulpit in an exhortation 
to Christian Americans to “be 
as wise as a serpent.” 

In a sermon delivered last 
Sunday (Oct. 29), he said, 
“It is a Christian's obligation 
to be a peacemaker and re¬ 
conciler, but not with a dove- 
like naivete which overlooks 
the war-like intentions of an 
aggressor.” 

"Indeed,” he pointed out, 
"Jesus warned about the in¬ 
evitability of war and the 
rumors of war throughout his¬ 
tory because of the depravity 
and deceitfulness of human 
nature. Christ predicted a 
catastrophic crisis before His 
return to the world to usher in 
the Kingdom of God and the 
reign of righteousness.” 

The foolishly optimistic 
Christian who thinks that one 
world government, presum¬ 
ably communist, would main¬ 
tain an eternal peace, under 
stands neither history nor hu¬ 
man nature, he warned. 

"What practical service can 
the Christian offer a bunch 
of belligerents?” he asked. 

"He can tell both sides that 
in the sight of God they are 
wrong and once they have 
had enough punishment from 
each other he’ll try to save 
what is left of their faces by 
mediating between them!” 

In the case of the war in 
Vietnam, he asked that the 
churches quit asking only the 
President of the United States 
to negotiate and would attach 
equal blame to the belliger¬ 
ents—the Communists in their 
craze for world power. 

"The Church is meant to in¬ 
fluence society and not to in¬ 
timidate. Therefore, in a de¬ 
mocratic nation Christians 
should seek every legitimate 
means to present the Chris¬ 
tian point of view but without 
violence and coercion. If, for 
instance, the Christian con¬ 
science becomes uneasy about 
the conduct of the Vietnam 
war, representation can be 
made to the President or else 
later Christians can exercise 
their voting right to replace 
him, but no Christian will 
bum his draft card in an act 
of subversive defiance of his 
own government. The Church 
is not designed to be a sabo¬ 
teur of a nation,” he said. 

Considering the conduct of 
the "Hippies” and the free- 
thinking students, he asked 
about their future if they 
opened the flood gates to com¬ 
munism. He also speculated 
on the possibilities if some 
of his fellow churchmen, who 
join in the protests against 
the Pentagon, should hold an 
open-air meeting in Red 
Square. 

“It is unrealistic to ignore 
or undertone Communist re¬ 
volutionary program for 


world conquest. The question 
basically is not whether Am¬ 
erican forces should quit 
South Vietnam but whether 
young Americans want to quit 
the preservation of their own 
freedom by over throwing 
their own government.” 

“Paul says that the Chris¬ 
tian is given not the spirit of 
fear but of sound mind,” he 
continued. “This means that 
he tries to see things as they 
really are—fair and square, 
historically and factually, and 
and in true perspective with¬ 
out prejudice. Where blame is 
to be attached he must have 
the courage to speak out, yet 
always with respect for all 
parties concerned. We live in 
an age of half-read books and 
half-baked thinkers and a lot 
of those who head up anti- 
government, anti-society and 
anti-everything crusades have 
failed to consider all the cotv 
sequences.”

Freedom! Flexibility! Crea¬ 
tivity! Ingenuity! — The 
English Curriculum at New¬ 
ton High houses them all. 

Unlike most NKS courses, 
each English class reflects 
the teacher’s personality and 
imaginative perceptions. In no 
other subject will one find 
two classes of the same level 
so completely different.

She strives to 
help the student get beyond 
the accepted answer, get 
involved “Getting involved is 
basic to the greatest joys of 
life,” she commented. Litera¬ 
ture is one of the areas where 
people can share sensiti¬ 
vities.” 

Mr. Lawrence Rothman 
feels it is his job to “help the 
student improve his reading, j 
writing, speaking and listen¬ 
ing; to teach him to be able 
to express himself; his 
thoughts, experiences and 
feelings.” He also desires to 
lessen the ‘artificial gap” be¬ 
tween school and life. Ac¬ 
cording to him, the two should 
be inseparable. 

. . . Five teachers. Five 
goals. Five treatments of 
English. 

Curriculum Requirements 

There are certain require¬ 
ments in the English curri¬ 
culum, but as Mrs. Goldstein 
says, “The imaginative teach¬ 
er uses these but as a spring 
board, a point of departure.” 

The teacher is expected 
to include in his course, 
some coverage of novels, 
plays, poetry, essays, and a 
Shakespearean play. He is 
supposed to assign various 
“uniform outside reading” 
and “individual outside 
reading.” 

Beyond that, the only re¬ 
quirement is that the teacher 
follow a certain sequence. For 
example, the course of study 
Tor the English Department 
| states that, “The junior course 
] of Curriculum I develops 
I understanding of theme in 


various types of writing and 
the ability to organize the 
longer paper.” The senior 
course on the other hand, 
“deals with attitude, tone, 
and other refinements of good 
reading and writing.” 

According to Miss Mary 
Lanigan, head of the Eng¬ 
lish Department, the cur¬ 
riculum course of study is 
mostly just a guideline to 
teachers. It helps to ac¬ 
quaint them with the se¬ 
quence of the three year 
program and thus to avoid 
needless repetition and 
confusion. 

“English is a progressive 
subject,” she said. “The 
teacher’* main function is 
to help the student build on 
what he has already learned. 
The program itself is essen¬ 
tially flexible and is constant¬ 
ly being revised.” 

Weeknesses In The 
Curriculum 

The only limitations teach¬ 
ers find is the overcrowded 
rooms and the insufficient 
book lists. Both Mr. Bower 
and Miss Krebs emphasize 
the hinderance large classes 
impose on communication 
and individual attention. 
“Every English class should 
have, at the most, fifteen 
students,” commented Mr. 
Bower. 

Most teachers agree that 
the English book room hous¬ 
es a good selection of litera¬ 
ture. But obviously, the sup¬ 
ply Is not limitless and 
teachers cannot always 
teach the book of their choos¬ 
ing. 

In addition, the teacher 
.must decide in the spring 
when he needs which book 
and thus cannot incorpor¬ 
ate into his class plan the 
needs of the individual stu¬ 
dents he will teach. Third¬ 
ly, all teachers cannot ob¬ 
tain the books when they 
want them, for the limited 
number of sets may al¬ 
ready be in use. 

Miss Lanigan states that 
she sees two improvements 
in the English Curriculum. 
She hopes that students will 
eventually be able to choose 
two years of elective Eng¬ 
lish, choose either a general 
writing course, a poetry 
course, a drama course, or 
a course about the modern 
novel, the classical novel etc. 
She also hopes that in the fu¬ 
ture students will have more 
opportunity to work on their 
own, to assume some of the 
responsibility of their own 
education. 

A Satisfied Faculty 

In general, Newton High 
English teachers feel that 
the English program is lib¬ 
eral enough so that if one 
wants to make changes, one 
can. “Nothing is irrelevent 
to English,” said Mr. Roth¬ 
man. “It is the most flexible 
course in the school system.” 
Miss Krebs added that teach¬ 
ers at Newton, “do not feel 
the school breathing down 
their necks.” 

Says Mrs. Goldstein, “I 
can only say that in my 
many years at Newton High 
I have never taught the 
same English course twice. 
Each time, the course of 
study, whether revised or un¬ 
revised, has given me and 
my classes sufficient lati¬ 
tude to follow our own bent 
and still fulfill the require¬ 
ments. There are just more 
than twenty-one ways of look¬ 
ing at a blackbird, and, with 
a list of readings as diversi¬ 
fied and open-ended as ours, 
if a teacher and a class are 
in bind, they can’t just blame 
the course of study.”

The Newton Community 
Council’s 31st Annual Fall 
Delegate Meeting was held 
Thursday evening, October 26, 
at the Second Church, West 
Newton. 

The Rev. Myron B. Bloy, Jr., 
Episcopal Chaplain at Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, and executive director 
of The Church Society for 
College Work spoke on "The 
Revolution in Student Values 
— its Meaning, Power, and 
Problems.” 

Delegates from 105 organi¬ 
zations and agencies in New¬ 
ton, which comprise the New¬ 
ton Community Council, at¬ 
tended this lecture-seminar. 

After Rev. Bloy spoke, the 
delegates attended seminars 
conducted by community 
leaders for discussion, after 
which the group discussion 
leaders gave their reports 
which were then assembled, 
discussed and answered by 
Rev. Bloy. 

Community leaders, and 
Council representatives were 
as follows; Judge Julian Yes- 
ley, Mrs. Walter E. Dobler, 
Richard C. Howland, Mother 
Stanton, Mrs. Matthew Jeffer¬ 
son, Francis C. Chase, the 
Rev. Prentis Moore, Mrs. 
Maurice Crevoshay, Joseph C. 
Skinner, Dr. Sylvia Krakow, 
Mrs. John Morse, Jr., William 
A. Lincoln, the Rev. Walter E. 
Dobler, Mrs. Irene K. Thresh¬ 
er, George M. Shannon, Dr. 
Charles E. Brown, Mrs. Rob¬ 
ert G. Fisher, Albert R. Beis- 
el, Jr., William L. Bruce, Max 
Wexler, Paul H. Pierce, Miss 
Helen Finnerty, Mrs. Walter 
D. Hill and Donald C. Root. 

Rev. Bloy described the 
“guilt culture” of the 1950 s 
as characterized by a lack of 
rebelliousness and social 
powerlessness. In fact editori¬ 
als and the establishment of 
that time were abjuring the 
youth to turn their attention 
from insurance plans and 
security and challenged them 
to take some risks. 

Rev. Bloy described the 
new student of today as a 
protest type of personality 
and academically serious. The 
parents tended to have above 
average education and in¬ 
come. Even though parents 
and children have a close re¬ 
lationship the parents show 
status anxiety and tend to be 
more flexible. 

He stated that the dissent¬ 
ing student is still very much 
in the minority. He stated 
50% of the population Is now 
under 26 years of age and 
more than 40% of those of 
college age do in fact attend 
college, and the percentage is 
rising. 

"There are 6,000,000 stu¬ 
dents in 2,000 institutions of 
higher education and perhaps 
only 5% or 300,000 are right 
and left oriented dissenters. 
Two kinds of dissenting stu¬ 
dent: the activist and the 
culturally alienated. The popu¬ 
lar notion fails to make this 
distinction. He is seen as both 
Bohemian and political ac¬ 
tivist, he is seen as disaffect¬ 
ed from his society, influenc¬ 
ed by radical ideas, an ex¬ 
perimenter in drugs and sex, 
unconvential in behavior, 
frustrated and unhappy, a 
failure. They arouse in adults 
such ambivolent feelings as 
envy, resentment, admiration, 
repulsion, nostalgia, and 
guilt,” he said. 

Rev. Bloy also said the stu¬ 
dent protest is as American 
as apple pie and may come in 
the nick of time. "Ours is a 
time when ideology nas 
finally given way to pragma¬ 
tism (two strong American 
themes), where we don’t have 
(in our heated-up culture) a 
passionate vision of authentic 
life which can use the new 
freedom and awareness which 
technology has created. 

"Student protesters strug¬ 
gle for a viable vision; they 
are not just content with 
(marxism or capitalism); 
they are, in fact, prophets, 
calling for the recovery of a 


sacral vision of authentic life 
which they themselves have 
not seen, but which they pas¬ 
sionately believe exists. 

"We, especially in Churches 
and Synagogues, should give 
them support, learn from 
their prophetic passion, and 
help them to recover the 
vision they seek, which we 
hold hidden, and to celebrate 
it as the authentic vision of 
man’s maturity. 

"Such support is certainly 
given to a dangerous move¬ 
ment, one which could ulti¬ 
mately be destructive rather 
than healing and renewing, 
but it is a risk worth taking; 
the world is almost as desper¬ 
ate as they picture it. We 
must realize, as Whitehead 1 
says, ‘The major advances in j 
civilization are processes 
that all but wreck the socie¬ 
ties in which they occur.”

Stahl, 20, made his decision, he said, while watching the 
antiwar demonstration in Washington last week. He took no 
part in the rally but was grabbed at random along with 35 
other persons and thrown into a truck by military police, 
he said. 

The son of a Methodist minister in Aubumdale, Stahl 
said, "It is terribly sad to realize that you no longer respect 
your country, its leaders and institutions.” 

NEW PROF. LOGUE DOESN’T RULE OUT POLITICS 

THE FORMER BOSTON renewal chief, Edward J. 
Logue, is following his ex-boss, Mayor John F. Collins, into 
the academic world, but he has not ruled out a political 
future for himself. Logue, named yesterday to be visiting 
Maxwell Professor of Government at Boston University, ef¬ 
fective immediately, told newsmen, ‘This appointment doesn’t 
end or begin my political life.” He noted the appointmend 
did not carry tenure. 

Mayor Collins will become professsor at the Harvard; 
MIT Joint Center for Urban Studies when his term as mayor 
expires in January.

The chairman of Raytheon Co. urged tourists Wednes¬ 
day to stay out of New England and leave it for thosH* 
“who have chosen to live and work here.” Charles F. Adams 
said tourists were keeping potential engineering student* 
away from New England universities. 

“Does it add to the contentment of these gifted people 
we would like to attract here”, he said, “to have to stand 
in line at a ski lift behind a group from Indiana, to wade 
through the clutter of a Cape Cod beach that was deposited 
by citizens of Kentucky, and to breathe the exhaust gas 
generated by cars from 44 other states while they park in 
a traffic jam?”

POPE TO UNDERGO SURGERY SATURDAY 

THE THREE DOCTORS attending Pope Paul VI an¬ 
nounced late last night they will operate “in the next few 
days” to correct an enlarged prostate gland that has made 
the 70-year-old pontiff uncomforable and occasionally fever¬ 
ish for almost two months. Informed Vatican sources said 
the surgery has tentatively been scheduled for Saturday. 

Presumably, the physicians will perform a prostatec¬ 
tomy-removal of the prostate gland. This Is fairly common 
surgical procedure for men of the Pope's age. It is not 
particularly serious. A medical bulletin said the Pope was 
in “good condition,” ready for surgery and that everything 
has been prepared to perform the operation in a special 
three-room suite on the fourth floor of the papal palace. 

SWEEPING AMERICAN VICTORIES IN VIET ANNOUNCED 

AMERICAN OFFICIALS reported yesterday sweeping 
victories in South Vietnam that killed 1,722 Communists and 
the eighth consecutive day of massive air strikes against 
the Hanoi-Haiphong area. 

The American high command claimed a major military 
victory in the three-day batle of Loc Ninh, 70 miles north 
of Saigon near the Cambodian border. It said 369 Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese wore killed. Headquarters also an¬ 
nounced the termination of three military operations in the 
northern quarter which killed 1,353 other Communists. The 
operations were code named “Kingfisher,” “Ardmore” and 
“Fremont.” 

JACKIE GOES TO RUINS OF C0MB00IA TODAY 

JACQUELINE KENNEDY arrived in Bangkok, Thai¬ 
land, yesterday for an overnight stop on her way to fulfill 
a girlhood dream by visiting the ruins of the ancient temple 
of Angkor deep in the jungles of Cambodia. The widow of 
President John F. Kennedy flew in from Rome accompanied 
by Lord Harlech of Britain, whose name has been linked 
romantically with her despite their denials. 

The former First Lady, Harlech, Michael ForrestaJ, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Bartlett were to fly to Phnom Penh, 
Cambodia, today abord a U.S. Air Force C54 transport. 

ISRAEL READY TO NEGOTIATE PEACE DIRECTLY 

PREMIER LEVI ESHKOL of Israel said yesterday ef- 
forts in the United Nations to resolve the Middle East cri¬ 
sis apparently are getting nowhere and he offered to nego¬ 
tiate peace directly with the Arab states “jointly or sep¬ 
arately.” He said he was prepared to meet at any time with 
King Hussein of Jordan, in Jerusalem or in the Jordanian 
capital of Amman, to talk peace. 

There was no immediate reaction from Hussein, but in 
Cairo, an official spokesman warned that Egypt would use 
a policy of resistance and, if necessary, retaliation against 
Israel if international efforts to settle the Middle East dis¬ 
pute by negotiation failed.

15 P.C. JUMP IN SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS OK'd 

THE SENATE FINANCE Committee yesterday approved 
a 15 per cent increase in Social Security benefits for 23 
| million Americans. It would be financed by at least an $84 
! increase in maximum annual individual payroll deductions. 

The increased benefits would total $4.7 billion. To pay 
j for them, maximum paycheck deductions on Jan. 1 would 
; be raised from $290.40 to $374.40 a year. The new figure 
i takes into account a higher percentage of withholding and 
a broadened tax base to the first $7,800 earned in a year, 
j The tax base might be broadened considerably more in the 
j final version of the bill. 

LBJ SAYS PROTESTERS SPUR HANOI PROPAGANDA_ 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON, vowing to continue his course 
| in Vietnam, said yesterday that antiwar demonstrators would 
understand they are not contributing to peace if they looked 
at the propaganda Hanoi w’as making out of their protests. 

Johnson, at an unscheduled new r s conference, said al¬ 
most scornfully that if the demonstrators knew what tha 
Communists were spreading around the world about anti¬ 
war protests, “they would see that they are not contributing 
to the peace that everyone honestly seeks. We are not going 
I to continue struggling for limited objectives, to keep from 
widening the war to deter aggression and to permit self 
determination. , »

Library Displays Works Of 
Noted Cape Glass Craftsman 


Syndenstrickcr Glass, orig¬ 
inated by glass craftsman 
William Sydenstricker of Cape 
Cod, is on display this week 
at the Newton Free Library, 
414 Centre street. 

Cape Cod, noted for its 
Sandwich Glass since 1825, is 
Bill’s home territory, and it 
may be that his newly devel¬ 
oped sandwich-process window 
pane will take its place in the 
history of glass. 

It is hard to believe that 
the intricately designed, col¬ 
ored patterns start with just 
plain window glass. In 1965 
Bill did some experimenting 
with glass and kilns. He de¬ 
veloped a sandwiching process 
during which the glass is first 
fired at 1500 degrees for five 
hours, then cooled for forty 
hours. When the glass comes 
down to room temperature, 
it is finished and ready to be 
removed from the mold. 

The exhibit at the Newton 
Library includes a step-by 
step display of the various 
stages of the sandwiching 
process from the cutting of 
the window panes and creat¬ 
ing of the color design to plac¬ 
ing the finished pieces on the 
table. Also on view are a 
number of representat.ve fin¬ 
ished pieces. 

Several outstanding muse¬ 
ums are already collecting 
Sydenstricker Glass, among 
them the Museum of Modem 
Art in New York; the Toron¬ 
to Museum of Art; the Tif¬ 
fany Museum in Winter Park, 
Florida; the Chrysler Museum 
in Provincetown; and the 
Bennington Museum in Ver¬ 
mont. 

Two American Embassies 
(One in Russia, one in Cen¬ 
tral Africa) use dessert serv¬ 
ices of Sydenstricker Glass 
and the famous Chillings- 
worth restaurant in Brewster, 
Bill’s home town, of course 
has a service of his glass. 

Bill is a graduate of Or¬ 
leans High School and of Bos¬ 
ton University. Today he cre¬ 
ates his glass in his Orleans 
Barncellar, where he keeps his 
shop open until Christmas, 
closing in January for a few 
months of concentrated work 
piece of glass is a hand made 
to build up his inventory. Each 
product, and Bill says he long 
ago had to stop taking orders 
on special items for pre-Christ¬ 
mas delivery. 

The library staff has 
brought together a particular¬ 
ly fine group of books on 
glass of various periods and 
types, including American cut 
and engraved glass. Tiffany 
glass, stained glass, art glass 
nouveau, old time bottles, 


modern glass, pressed glass, 
and of course the famous 
Sandwich glass. 

The exhibit, including a few 
choice examples of rare Port¬ 
land and Sandwich glass 
owned by Mrs. John Snyder 
of the Staff, will remain on 
view through November 10.

learn language by the usual 
methods. 

He can overcome this inab- 
, ility with understanding teaeh- 
| ing and the use of reinforcing 
techniques. Usually only one 
or two years of intensive spe¬ 
cialized help is needed for him 
| to master his handicap. With¬ 
out this help, and without the 
j diagnosis, he is generally mis¬ 
labelled lazy or stupid, and 
| often develops emotional prob¬ 
lems as a result of his frustra¬ 
tion. He thus becomes a prob¬ 
lem to his home, his class¬ 
room, and his community. 
..“The anticipated prevention 
of failure through reinforce- 
I ment at the kindergarten level 
I and with the use of transition 
! classes, if necessary, such as 
! outlined by Dr. Massimo is by 
far a more ideal solution to 
J the problem,” advised Mrs. 
Berkowitz. 

“The entire kindergarten 
population of Newton will be 
screened,” reported Dr. 
Massimo. “An attempt is 
being made to validate spe¬ 
cific diagnostic criteria for 
predicting learning failures 
and to find the least costly 
and cumbersome successful 
1 battery of tests.” 

A search for those children 
I in the upper grades who may 
I qualify under the perceptually 
handicapped law will be un¬ 
derway very shortly. Marilyn 
Gordon explained that many 
of these older children accept¬ 
ed under this program could 
be aided by a tutoring pro- 
I gram under her direction. She 
1 informed those present that 
she has been screening addi¬ 
tional qualified personnel to 
supplement her existing staff 
j and will be conducting an 
; “Institute on Learning Dis- 
! abilities.” 

This institute will consist of 
14 meetings, two each week 
for seven weeks, and will be 
held at the new Burr Elemen- 
| tary School beginning on 
Nov. 1. 

Certain aspects of many 
linguistic approaches now 
meeting with success at the 
language clinic were outlined 
by Miss Kaye Torrent. 

She said that some of these 
have been successful in treat¬ 
ing specific language disabil¬ 
ities but cautioned that no one 
method could be used since 
each child may exhibit def¬ 
iciencies in different areas of 
perceptual ability and thus 
an individualized program 
will have to be formulated. 

Mrs. Norma Mint*, School 
Committee member; Mrs. 
Anne Carr, principal of Wil¬ 
liams School; concerned 
parents, teachers, and edu¬ 
cational specialists partici¬ 
pated in a general discus¬ 
sion of many problems 
which must be resolved in 
order to help the percep¬ 
tually handicapped child. 

In answer to a parent with 
a child in private school who 
desires to have her return to 
public school under a special 
program. Dr. Massimo said, 
“We will work out some way 
to help your daughter. Contact 
me at my office. I am avail¬ 
able for consultation with ev¬ 
ery parent who has a child 
with a special problem.” 

It was also brought out by 
Dr. Massimo that he is hav-

ing meetings with all the prin¬ 
cipals. When asked about 
reaching every classroom 
teacher to sensitize them to 
the special needs of these 
children he stated, “We will 
do all we can, however, the 
yearly teacher turnover will 
be a continuing problem in 
this area.” The parents were 
told to seek the aid of the 
school principal for resolving 
any particular s i t u a t i o ns 
which may arise. 

When questioned about 
ACLD Mrs. Berkowitz sum¬ 
marized some of its many 
activities on the local, state 
and national levels. 

The Newton ACLD was in¬ 
strumental in forming com¬ 
mittee to discuss the broad as¬ 
pects of perceptually handi¬ 
capped children.

Morris, Newton ACLD; Dr. 
Thomas Peebles, pediatrician; 
James Remely, Department 
of Music Instruction; Dr. Wil¬ 
liam E. Stone, director, New¬ 
ton Mental Health Center; Mr. 
and Mrs. David Rubin, New¬ 
ton ACLD; Mrs. Sidney Spill, 
Newton ACLD; Kaye Torrent, 
reading specialists; Mrs. Da¬ 
vid Winn, Ne/ton ACLD. 

Since its Inception last 
March, Massachusetts AC¬ 
LD has sponsored confer¬ 
ences on learning disabil¬ 
ities at Boston College, the 
University of Massachusetts 
and Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology where speak¬ 
ers from the U. S. Dept, of 
Health Education, and Wel¬ 
fare; Harvard University, 
and Massachusetts General 
Hospital were featured. The 
group has also sponsored 
legislation, and testified be¬ 
fore the Board of Education 
hearings on the Guidelines 
of Bill 46k. 

In its role as host to the In¬ 
ternational ACLD conference 
next February 1, 2, 3 in Bos¬ 
ton it is now working on ar¬ 
rangements and speakers for 
“Successful Programs for 
Children With Learning Disab¬ 
ilities and the People Who 
Staff Them.” It is expected 
that several Massachusetts 
school systems will partici¬ 
pate in this conference, which 


last year attracted an attend¬ 
ance of over 5,000 in New 
York City. 

On the National level AC- 
LD’s president has testified 
before the Ad Hoc commit¬ 
tee on the Handicapped, House 
of Representatives. Many 
members of the ACLD Nation¬ 
al Advisory Board appeared 
before the Senate Subcom¬ 
mittee on Education. Direct 
results of these actions were 
the recognition of Learning 
Disabilities as a handicap to 
be serviced by the Bureau of 
Handicapped Children admin¬ 
istered by the Department of 
Health, Education and Wel¬ 
fare. Federal funds will be 
available next summer for six 
teacher training courses 
throughout Massachusetts. 

This young organization Is 
growing rapidly because of 
the mounting interest in 
Learning Disabilities, and 
the impact of recent med¬ 
ical knowledge on the ed¬ 
ucational world.

Jews; we are also Americans, 
loyal Americans.” 

“We are heirs to Moses and 
the Prophets and Psalmists 
and the martyrs,” he pointed 
out, “We are the heirs also to 
Washington, Jefferson, Lin¬ 
coln.” 

“The United States o f 
America is the first country 
in history to give us equality 
of rights and liberties guaran¬ 
teed by the basic law of the 
land. The United States of 
America was the first coun¬ 
try in the world to convert us 
Jews from the “wandering 
Jew” the accursed of God,

branded as the “Christ killer,” 
doomed, like Cain, to wander 
the face of the earth as a 
fugitive, into a free citizen, 
with all the rights and liber¬ 
ties and dignities of a free 
citizen,” he said. 

“How can we transmit to 
our super-intellectual sons and 
daughters, raised in an opu¬ 
lent, permissive society, the 
enormous reality in the 
simple words, ‘Our Country 
and our nation?’ The Bible 
speaks a powerful warning to 
us American Jews. ‘When 
Jesurun grew fat he grew 
thick and forgot. . ” 

Concerned over the state 
of the Nation, its problems 
and troubles, its involvement 
in a cruel war, the Rabbi also 
warned that unilateral paci¬ 
fism is national suicide and 
more, may bring on war. 

He recalled the words of 
the Prophets and of the 
Fathers of our country and 
called his people to “think 
anew” and to work for this, 
“our” country.

The political aspirants are 
seeking election to eight 
school committee posts, 
eight ward alderman seats 
and 16 alderman at-large 
jobs. Newton voters for the 
first time will use electronic 
plauded and sometimes hissed 
according to its mood. 

The jousting between May¬ 
or Monte G. Basbas who is 
seeking a second term and his 
opponent George H. Mitchell, 
supervisor of assessors for 
the city of Boston, centered 
around such issues as spend¬ 
ing and where the money 
should come from, law en¬ 
forcement, zoning ' and 
schools. 

Mayor Basbas pointed to 
his background and to the 
progress achieved during 
the last two years. He said 
construction of a new New¬ 
ton High School remains on 
schedule according to the 
Capital Improvement Pro¬ 
gram which calls for the 
building in 1970-717. 

He said he is not upset by 
the present indecision of the 
Board of Aldermen regard¬ 
ing the site of a new main li¬ 
brary. “They should not ac¬ 
cept without question and 
should give the matter a good 
look,” the mayor commented. 

Basbas also pointed to im¬ 
provements in law enforce¬ 
ment. He noted that 12 patrol¬ 
men were added last year and 
15 this year to the police 
force. Other new features are 
a new police radio system, 
two cruisers, walkie-talkies 
and a police training acad¬ 
emy. the mayor said. 

Mitchell felt the numer¬ 
ous burglaries called for 
more street lighting and 
possibly foot patrolmen in 
Oak Hill. 

Mitchell also charged that 
the search for additional state 
and federal aid to finance im¬ 
provements in the city and in 
the schools would, in the long 
run, cost the people even 
more. 

“If we need improvements 
we should have them and be 
willing to pay for them,” he 
said. “We shouldn’t wait for

five years as a consultant to 
the social studies curriculum 
revision project. He called for 
a reduction in the pupil-teach¬ 
er ratio in the classroom, said 
that autonomy in the indi¬ 
vidual schools has had the ef¬ 
fect of pulling lively people 
into the school system, and 
when questioned about the 
matter of assistance with 
Boston’s educational prob¬ 
lems indicated that the 
“privileged urban suburbs” 
have an obligation to the city 
and cannot close their eyes to 
the problems. 

Mrs. Houghton felt that 
public education demands 
public involvement. She said 
there are enough professional 
educators in the School De¬ 
partment and that School 
Committee members should 
be responsive to the public as 
well as to the school admini¬ 
stration which they are re¬ 
sponsible for hiring. She said 
members should be concerned 
with making expenditures 
“wise” ones. 

In Ward 5 Mrs. Elinore B. 
Trowbridge is the only can¬ 
didate attempting to unseat 
a School Committee incum¬ 
bent, Edwin Hawkridge. 

Hawkridge stood on his 10 
year record as a School Com¬ 
mittee member and felt that 
a primary problem in the 
future will be the conflict be¬ 
tween the rapidly growing 
cost of education and the 
rapidly rising real estate tax. 

Mrs. Trowbridge called for 
outside, unbiased profession¬ 
al evaluation of experimental 
programs and said she would 
encourage career minded 
teachers rather than “young 
brides working while their 
husbands finish school.” She 
jabbed at articles in lay pub¬ 
lications praising programs 
in the Newton schools, point¬ 
ing particularly to a recent 
one about Meadowbrook 
Junior High School which ap¬ 
peared in a New York paper. 

In Ward 8 Henry K. Shor 
and Alvin Mandell are vicing 
for the seat being vacated by 
Dr. Way Dong Woo. 

Mandell said one of the 
greatest problems of the 
School Committee is com¬ 
munication with the public. 
He favored occasional open 
forums or short question and 
answer periods following 
School Committee meetings. 
He said he would be “respon¬ 
sive to the electorate” if elect¬ 
ed. 

Shor felt that the school 
system should develop to be 
able to adapt to the growing 
body of knowledge about how 
children learn. He also felt 
that Newton must provide the 
best environment for teach¬ 
ers so that they can hand on 
the best education possible. 

Six of the eight ward aider- 
man posts will go unchal¬ 
lenged to the incumbents. In 
Wards 3 and 4 Aldermen Paul 
J. Burke and William P. Mat¬ 
thews are being opposed by 
Charles E. Aucoin and Nicolo 
V. Nardonc. 

Candidates for aldermen-at- 
large were, limited to a 
minute and a half for a pre¬ 
sentation of their points of 
view though there was a ques¬ 
tion period later in the eve¬ 
ning. As a result, discussion 
of the issues was necessarily 
not very thorough. 

Most candidates seemed to 
favor charter reform and 
broadening of the tax base 
through careful development 
of commercially zoned areas 
along with preservation of 
the quality of residential sec¬ 
tions. __

Considerable concern about 
! discrimination against minor- 
I ity groups in Newton and wide- 
! ly diversified viewpoints re¬ 
garding means of combating it 
have been revealed by the 
, candidates for mayor of New- 
! ton and a majority of the 
aldermanic candidates In a pre¬ 
election survey of their opin- 
! ions In this field conducted 
during October by the Newton 
j Committee for Fair Housing 
I and Equal Rights. 

The two mayoral candidates 
— Mayor Monte Basba3 and 
George Mitchell — and 21 of 
the 40 aspirants for seats on 
the city’s Board of Aldermen 
demonstrated their belief in 
the political importance of this 
j topic by responding to a ques¬ 
tionnaire developed by the 
Fair Housing group and 
mailed in the middle of Octo¬ 
ber to all candidates for city 
office except School Committee. 
The Fair Housing Committee 
adopted this method of solicit- 
! ing the public stands of can- 
I didates in the Newton elec¬ 
tions this year on aspects of 
city policy bearing on inter¬ 
group relations, instead of 
conducting its traditional 
“candidates’ night.”

The survey questionnaire 
was keyed to three critical 
issues In the field of discrimi¬ 
nation, regarding each of 
which a specific question was 
framed by the Fair Housing 
Committee that required can¬ 
didates to explain in some 
depth, on the basis of personal 
knowledge about the subject, 
their positions about discrimi¬ 
natory patterns In Newton. 
These three questions were: 

1. The experience of the New¬ 
ton Committee for Fair Hous- 

! ing and Equal Rights during 
I the last ten years shows that 
j there still exists in Newton 
considerable discrimination 
, against minority groups who 
I wish to obtain homes or apart¬ 
ments. How would you as 
(mayor) (alderman) exercise 
moral leadership in the com¬ 
munity to eliminate thi3 
problem ? 

2. What steps would you 
take as (mayor) (alderman) of 
Newton to increase the supply 
of low and middle-income hous¬ 
ing in the city? 

3. Kindly evaluate the per¬ 
formance of the Mayor’s Com¬ 
munity Relations Commission. 
Would you take any steps to 
change or strengthen its role? 

In addition to the two can¬ 
didates for mayor, those who 
j responded to the questionnaire 
included four of the ten can¬ 
didates for ward alderman 
(three incumbents and one 
challenger) and 17 of the 30 
candidates for alderman-at- 
large (five incumbents and 
twelve challengers). 

On the first question, Mayor 
Basbas stated that he would 
exercise “moral leadership” by 


continuing to uphold the 
State's non - discriminatory 
housing code and by collabo¬ 
rating, in the future as in the 
past, with the work of the 
Community Relations Commit¬ 
tee and its Advisory Board. 
Mr. Mitchell declared his in¬ 
tention of providing “leader¬ 
ship by example,” through 
continued backing of experi¬ 
ments such as M E T C O, 
through truthful and fair deal¬ 
ing with all groups in the city, 
and through support of the 
idea of Negro representation 
on the Board of Aldermen. 

With respect to Question 2, 
Mayor Basbas indicated his 
concern that low and middle- 
income housing is “almost 
totally lacking” in Newton to¬ 
day, and said he would use 
whatever land is available in 
the city after other needs are 
met to provide such housing 
for Newton residents. 

Mr. Mitchell answered this 
question by declaring h i s 
emphatic support for the peti¬ 
tion currently before the 
Board of Aldermen that would 
permit housing to be con¬ 
structed for residents of New¬ 
ton other than the elderly., 
and by suggesting payment 
for aldermen as one way of ob¬ 
taining Board members with a 
keen interest in problems of 
discrimination. 

“More citizen participation” 
was Mayor Basbas’ formula 
for strengthening the Com¬ 
munity Relations Commission. 
This would occur, he said, if 
other community groups stim¬ 
ulated interest in the Commis¬ 
sion’s work through education¬ 
al and publicity campaigns. 
His opponent’s position on 
Question 3 stressed the need 
for more local press coverage 
of the Commission’s activities, 
and the desirability of adding 
to the Commission’s member¬ 
ship persons with more “prac¬ 
tical experience” in the race 
relations field. 


Responses from the aider- 
manic candidates to Question 
1 ranged from a belief, on the 
one hand, that little discrimi¬ 
nation exists in Newton to a 
position that included on the 
other, strengthening of the 
enforcement process of the 
Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination, denial 
of licenses to real estate 
operators proved to be acting 
discriminatorily, and requiring 
"meaningful assurances” of 
non-discrimination as a condi- 
ton of approval by the Board 
of Aldermen of petitions for 
construction of new houses for 
sale or rent (Mr. Kumin). 

For the most part, respon¬ 
dents endorsed fair housing 
policies for Newton and the 
State, and supported educa¬ 
tional and public relations 
programs by various Newton 
agencies and groups aimed at 
eliminating discrimination in 
housing, while stating their 
firm personal opposition to dis¬ 
crimination in any form. 

With respect to Question 2, 
many solutions were suggested 
for overcoming the shortage 
in the city of low and middle- 
income housing, although it 
was specified in most cases 
that such housing should be 
made available primarily for 
certain categories of persons 
presently living in Newton, 
especially those displaced by 
land-takings of all kinds under 
eminent domain. 

Among the ideas suggested 
for remedying the shortage 
were the following; re-zoning, 
receipt of larger amounts of 
Federal funds for construction 
of housing in Newton, support 
for new housing by non-profit 
groups, rehabilitation of run¬ 
down housing by the city, sup¬ 
port of Federal rent subsidy 
programs, use of turnpike “air 
rights” and available vacant 
land in the city for construc¬ 
tion of housing units, a com¬

vey, increase in private invest¬ 
ment In middle-income housing 
to be encouraged through 
“cluster zoning” and “site plan 
approval provisions” and bet¬ 
ter code enforcement. 

Several candidates indicated 
a belief that there was no 
“over-powering” need for low- 
income housing in Newton, ex¬ 
cept perhaps for certain city 
employees, and these and 
several others wanted to be 
sure that any public housing 
built in Newton would be scat¬ 
tered about the city in small 
units, rather than organized 
in projects, so as to avoid crea¬ 
tion of low-income ghettos. 
In general, the respondents 
supported the present petition 
before the Board of Aldermen 
calling for a change in the 
Newton Housing Authority’s 
rules so as to permit it to 
construct public housing of all 
kinds, rather than for the 
elderly only. 

Although most of them 
thought it was working rea¬ 
sonably well, several candid¬ 
ates said, in response to Ques¬ 
tion 3, that the city’s Com¬ 
munity Relations Commission 
had not “sufficiently fulfilled 
its hope.” A3 a group, the 
aldermanic candidates ex¬ 
pressed the following ideas for 
strengthening the Commission: 
initiation by the Commission 
of studies of changing popula¬ 
tion patterns and problems of 
discrimination, expansion of 
its budget, greater attention 
by the Commission to housing 
needs and problems of youth, 
more extensive follow-up to 
the Commission’s meetings in 
the form of specific action, and 
hiring of professional consul¬ 
tants to advise the Commis¬ 
sion. 

Also undertaking by the 
Commission of programs to 
achieve a better level of know¬ 
ledge among Newton citizens 
in the field of discrimination, 
greater attention on the Com¬ 
mission's part to “hidden 
techniques” of discrimination, 
increase in size and powers of 
the organization, inauguration 
of an improved “public con¬ 
tact” and public relations 
program, development of a 
more “vital” administrative 
role for the Commission 
through employment of full¬ 
time professional staff respon¬ 
sible to the mayor, and con¬ 
tinuous re-evaluation of the 
Commission's work in terms of 
experiences with similar me¬ 
chanics in other communities.

RIO DE JANIERO (UPI) 

— An Australian on a round- 
the-world search for adven¬ 
ture is laying plans here for 
his next hazard against fate 

— the supreme test of a 
sailor. 

“I am going to sail alone 
around Cape Horn, east to 
west from the South Atlantic 
to the Pacific out of sight of 
land,” said Thomas Robert 
Harrison, 50. “This is the su¬ 
preme test of man and ship, 
the route of the clipper ships 
of the last century.” 

Harrison set out five years 
ago from Queensland, Aus¬ 
tralia, in his 24-foot craft, 
Sundowner. After crossing 
the Indian Ocean, a typhoon 
struck in the Mozambique 
Channel. “I got tossed 
around, but the Sundowner 
is sound and I rode out the 
storm lying on the floor in 
the cabin!” 

“I joined Mike Hoare and 
the mercenaries and ended 
up as chief of the Congolese 
navy,” said Harrison. He 
was in Africa two and a half 
years. 

“I saw a lot of death in the 
Congo, but we didn’t suffer 
much. I always felt it was 
like a long holiday, running 
around the sunny Congo 
countryside in a jeep or 
roaring along the rivers in 
launches.” 

He arrived in Brazil last 
March, working to finance 
the next step of his adven¬ 
ture. Before he challenges 
Cape Horn he wants to “in¬ 
spect the ports of Santos, 
Porto Alegre, Montevideo 
and Buenos Aires. Then I am 
going to take a look at the 
sheep ranches in Patagonia, 

I before I hop over to the Falk- 
i land Islands and take on the 
! Cape.” 

'A Cinch’ 

“Sailing is a cinch, he said. 
“Sundowner sails itself. I 
am just along for the ride. 

“The clipper route has 
never been done by a lone 
sailor in a small boat. A 
Frenchman, Marcel Bardiot, 
is the only one to try the 
east to west route. He nipped 
out a few miles around the 
Cape and back into the shel¬ 
ter of the channels where the 
currents are with you. I am 
going to duplicate the clip¬ 
per ship routes.” 

Asked about the icing con¬ 
ditions found by such marin¬ 
ers as Charles Dana in his 
1837 book “Two Years Be¬ 
fore The Mast”, he said, 
“they were tall ships, and 
their 150 foot masts iced up. 
Sundowner is under the wa¬ 
ter half the time. The water 
around the cape is above 
freezing even in winter. The 
chip won’t freeze up when 
she is wet. 

“I might go next July, in 
’68. It’s mid-winter then, but 
the weather is more favor¬ 
able. I would only have to 
battle the cold.” 

Harrison was born in Syd¬ 
ney, Austrialia, and his ship 
was built 25 years ago in 
Cairns, North Queensland. 

“I expect a struggle all the 
way, but if I can make it I 
will have proved something 
to myself.” he said. “If I 
don’t well, death has to come 
some time. It might as well 
come while I am doing some¬ 
thing I like.”

German technicians had 
developed a whole arsenal of 
sophisticated bugging devices ere 
and exported more to Japan, 
Switzerland, the United 
States and other countries. 

“Want to hear and learn 
things when and where you 
vant? Our minimicrophone, 
small as a sugar lump, can 
be concealed anywhere,” the 
ads of one West German firm 
proclaimed. 

An estimated 10.000 of the 
electronic sugar-cube bugs 
were sold before the legisla¬ 
tors clamped down. 

Tiepin and ballpoint pen 
bugs were becoming best sel¬ 
lers among private detectiv¬ 
es and businessmen. The 
bugs were called “Mini¬ 
spies.” 

The growing use of bug¬ 
ging was brought to the at¬ 
tention of deputies in Parlia¬ 
ment by husbands complain¬ 
ing they had been blackmail¬ 
ed in divorce cases. 

Parliament decided to act 
quickly and close a loophole 
in the law. 

Under a law dating back to 
1928. a permit was required

§12,000 “Pot” 
Cache Found 
In Newton 

A $12,000 cache of mari¬ 
juana was discovered in a 
Hammond st., Newton, garage 
last week as the result of an 
investigation by Boston police 
and Federal Narcotics Bu¬ 
reau agents following the ar¬ 
rest of a 23-year-old West Rox- 
bury youth.

First Unitarian Children 
Stars In Film “Happening” 


Patrick Ullmark’s visual 
poem “A Year of Sundays,” 
starring the children of the 
First Unitarian Society in 
Newton will be a unique 
triple-screen montage of im¬ 
ages that flash and disappear 
to the pulsing rhythms of a 
modern folk ballad. 

Culminating a year of pic¬ 
ture taking and experiment¬ 
ing, and performed with an 
assortment of screens, proj¬ 
ectors and stereo speakers, 
for the most part borrowed, 
the slide-film “happening” is 
being presented publicly for 
the first time Friday evening, 
8:15 p.m., during the Parent- 
Teachers Night at the First 
Unitarian Society in Newton. 
The program is sponsored by 
the Religious Education Com¬ 
mittee of the First Unitarian 
Society. 

Mr. Ullmark of Newton is a 
Harvard - educated architect 
whose major was visual de¬ 
sign. His purely avocational 
experiment in the church 
school began more than a 
year ago. 

For nearly a year he watch¬ 
ed the children as they wond¬ 
ered, listened, questioned and 
discovered. What he saw he 
recorded on film. Then, with 
an artist’s eye for pattern, 
color and visual harmony, he 
arranged his slides to be 
flashed singly or in groups of 
two and three on a trio of 
screens The three projec¬ 
tors are operated by separate 
control buttons which Mr. Ull¬ 
mark “plays” to the accom¬ 
paniment of recorded music. 
No two performances are 
ever identical. 

For the most part, how¬ 


ever, “A Year of Sundays” is 
about children. It shows them 
as they witness new life em¬ 
erging from a shell in the 
form of a baby chick. It 
show’s them expressing their 
ideas about religion with 
daubs of paint and gobs of pa¬ 
per mache. It follows them 
through a study of the human 
fetus and an exploration of 
other religions and other cul¬ 
tures. It tries, in short, to 
capture the essence of a Uni¬ 
tarian religious education 
program.

ISRAEL'S EBAN REJECTS AFRO ASIA PEACE PLAN 

ISRAELI FOREIGN MINISTER Abba S. Eban yester¬ 
day rejected an Afro-Asian peace formula for the Middle 
East, declaring it prejudiced Israel's position and was 
drafted in close consultation with the United Arab Republic.

BROOKE SAYS NEGRO VICTORIES BLOW TO MILITANTS 

SEN. EDWARD W. BROOKE, the nation's highest elect¬ 
ed Negro, said yesterday Negro victories in Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tion were a defeat for black power militants but warned the 
results could be negated by Congressional inaction. "People 
who are hungry and have no jobs will take little hope in the 
elections of Negro mayors in Cleveland and Gary,” he told 
a news conference. 

He saw the victories of Carl B. Stokes in Cleveland and 
Riphard G. Hatcher in Gary, Ind,, as “very significant. This 
is the road Negroes should follow, to the ballot box not 
through violence and bloodshed. It would be very difficult 
for the militants to argue now that the Negro lot cannot be 
improved through the democratic system.”

A WOMAN DEFENDANT in the $1.5 million Plymouth 
mail robbery was identified yesterday as being near the 
scene of the holdup on the same evening. H. Angus Perry, 
a Centerville flight instructor, pointed to Mrs. Patricia 
Diaferio, 32, of West Roxbury and told a U.S. District Court 
In; Boston he had seen her a few miles south of the scene 
of the nation’s largest cash holdup 35 minutes before it 
occurred.

Vietnamese Tots 

Next Wednesday (Nov. 15) 
as the Newton Community reace 
Center is sponsoring a lecture, 
open to the public, at 8 p.m. 
at the Eliot Church at *474 
Centre Street, Newton, in 
which Dr. Frank R. Ervin will 
give a graphic account of the 
plight of war-injured Vietna¬ 
mese children. 

A research associate in psy¬ 
chiatry at Boston City Hos¬ 
pital, Dr. Ervin is a repre¬ 
sentative of the Committee of 
Responsibility to Save War- 
burned and War-injured Viet¬ 
namese Children. This nation¬ 
al Committee is working to 
bring these children who can¬ 
not receive adequate medical 
care in their own country to 
the U.S. for treatment. 

Spokesmen for the Commit¬ 
tee of Responsibility report 
that children who survive the 
initial stages of burning or 
massive injury can be com¬ 
petently treated in the U.S. 
The Committee points to the 
large number of surgical spe¬ 
cialists in the U.S., many of 
whom have indicated willing¬ 
ness to contribute their skills 
and knowledge. 

Between 15 and 20 hospital 
beds for Vietnamese children 
have been tentatively secured 
in the Boston area to date, the 
Committee reports, and 12 
families are firmly committed 
to serve as foster parents. 

The Committee of Responsi¬ 
bility is a voluntary non-gov¬ 
ernmental effort and contribu¬ 
tions to its work will be ac¬ 
cepted at the November 15 
meeting. Further information 
can be obtained by calling the 
Newton Community Peace 
Center.

Alderman Edward C. Ueh 
lein quoted the $25,000 repair 
figure, noting it was a de 
crease from 1966 when $44,000 
was spent. Alderman Melvin 
Dangel brought out that the 
$9000 was taken from an ap¬ 
propriation originally intend¬ 
ed for vandalism detectors, 
He said that $17,000 was ap¬ 
propriated for detectors but 
the purchase had been stop¬ 
ped so that portable detec¬ 
tors can be bought in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Dangel said that the de¬ 
tectors now in use can he 
installed in only one build¬ 
ing but the new ones can 
be moved from building to 
building when necessary. 
The Board voted 15 to 6 to 
put parking meters behind 
police headquarters and the 
district court, but not before 
opponents and proponents 
had their say.

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Editorial . . . 

A Yoke Is No Joke 

Since the middle of last August there has been 
some sort of a game played at the State House. We’ve 
named it the "keep ’em on the hook’’ game. We refer, 
of course, to the way the Legislatuure has fiddled 
around with the yoke of auto insurance presently bur¬ 
dening Massachusetts motorists. 

The insurance and legal lobbyists seated in the 
House gallery three months ago were stunned when 
members spurned other plans and voted 133 to 85 for 
the so-called Keeton-OConnell basic protection pro¬ 
posal. Brookline Democrat Michael S. Dukakis led the 
fight in favor of the sweeping insurance reform plan. 
He described the vote as "one of the most horrifying 
experiences” the insurance and legal lobbyists had ever 
Buffered through. 

That was not the reaction of the public. They 
cheered and the collective thought was ‘‘they’re finally 
doing somthing to give us a break.” 

I 

But the public cheered too soon and, as the legal 
and insurance lobbyists recovered slowly from their 
shock, the merry-go-round switched tunes in the Senate 
when the Keeton-O’Connell plan was shunted aside and 
Gov. Volpe’s financial responsibility proposal was ac 
cepted. Incidentally, plans similar to Gov. Volpe’s aic 
in effect in 47 other states. 

So, the days passed, and the lobbyists were fully 
recovered, and the financial responsibility plan lan¬ 
guished in the hands of the House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee. Last Wednesday it was taken out, dusted off 
and buried along with the Keeton-O’Connell plan. 

And the lobbyists seated in the House gallery 
were spared a second “horrifying experience” as a mod¬ 
ified compulsory insurance plan was voted. Thirty- 
seven members of the House changed their minds in 
that vote, apparently convinced that the other two plans 
would not do the job. 

The bill passed by the House was labelled “a jug¬ 
gler’s act” by Sen. John F. Parker (R-Taunton), Senate 
Minority Leader. He said it will not reduce “the highest 
cost of auto insurance in the country and anyone who 
thinks it will is kidding himself.” 

We think the game is over for this year and ven¬ 
ture to speculate that the House and Senate will not 
agree on a single plan and that no change will be made 
in the present compulsory insurance law. The Massa¬ 
chusetts motorist will continue to bear his yoke — 
and that is no joke.

White achieved not only state-wide prominence but 
national fame as well when he defeated the highly 
publicized Mrs. Hicks. 

He now stands as the logical Democratic candidate 
for Governor in 1970. 

If he does not run then, he may never realize his 
desire of being Governor. Indeed, most astute political 
observers would wonder why White sought office of 
Mayor if he did not intend to bid for the Governorship 
three years from now. 

Experience has shown that the popularity of a 
Mayor usually declines after his first term because 
of the enormity and complexity of the problems 
with which he must cope. 

John F. Collins must be rated as good a Mayor 
as Boston ever had. But because of the tough decisions 
he made—decisions which inevitably displeased some 
segment of Boston’s citizens—he was unable to carry 
his own city in a Democratic primary fight with Endi- 
cott Peabody after holding office a little less than seven 
years. 

Collins probably could have been elected Governor 
in 1964 if there had been an opening for him to run 
and if he had desired to do so. He certainly could 
have won state-wide office in 1962 after three years of 
service as Mayor when his popularity was at its peak. 

But 1966 was too late for Collins, and guessing 
is that 1974 would be too late for White after 
seven years as Mayor. 

That’s why it’s likely White will set his sights on 
the Governorship in 1970 rather than wait until his 
vote-getting ability has been worn down under the 
pressure of one tough problem after another. 

As Boston mayoralty contests go, the White-Hicks 
fight was an extremely close one. A shift of 6000 votes 
from White to Mrs. Hicks would have returned the 
School Committeewoman a winner. 

It was an election battle which did not follow 
the predicted pattern and left most of the pollsters 
talking to themselves. 

W’hite was stronger in some sections of the city 
than it was expected he would. Mrs. Hicks made a 
better showing in other areas than it was believed she 
could. 

Political pundits, in sizing up the mayoralty strug¬ 
gle, were in virtual agreement that White had to carry

Slanted Reporting 

The elections are now over and we are thankful. 
The voters in Boston and other communities have 
elected those who will run their local governments for 
the next four or two years, as the case may be. 

During Boston’s pre-election campaign many state¬ 
ments were made by candidates dealing with the so- 
called “issues” in the communities. Many, perhaps, 
were made in good faith and many, perhaps, just to 
sway votes. Whatever, the elections are over and the 
choices of the voters have been made — for good or 
bad. 

What we found disturbing in the Boston election, 
which was generally regarded as the election holding 
the most interest in this area throughout the country, 
was some of the pre-election reporting. The Newsweek 
magazine article we found slanted and biased out of 
all proportion and even insulting. To a lesser degree, 
but not much, were stories and articles appearing in a 
Boston newspaper. 

We do not object to a magazine or a newspaper 
editorializing — we are doing that here — but we do 
object strenuously to their editorializing in what are 
supposed to be objective news columns or news space. 
Both Newsweek magazine and the Boston newspaper 
have more and more devoted their new columns to 
6lanted reporting. 

How can the public, which depends on Newsweek 
or the Boston newspaper to get the truth, stand for 
such undependable reporting? We believe the public 
wants to know the facts, all the facts. We believe they 
would like to make their own judgments on an issue 
or an event. We do not believe they merely want to 
read the opinions of a young reporter fresh from col¬ 
lege who, although he may have a fine academic educa¬ 
tion and has been imbued with the high-minded the¬ 
ories of his professors, knows nothing of life as lived 
by the “Moon Mullins family” of our era. 

We hope that Newsweek and the Boston newspaper 
will now begin presenting the news fairly and unbiased 
and will leave opinion for the editorial page. We sug- 
guest that if they don’t, readers inevitably will turn 
to other, more objective publications.

Sinc« it was the first time 
they were used in Newton, 
extra precautions for ac¬ 
curacy were taken, Licarie 
said.

In addition, voters in more 
cases than were anticipated, 
bent the punch card ballots, 
wrote Xs on them to vote, or 
in some way caused the com¬ 
puter to reject them in the 
counting. 

These Ballots were counted 
by hand. A few were mutila¬ 
ted by the computer but not 
so they could not be read and 
hand counted. 

Licarie, who worked hard 
to make the trial a success, 
is probably the most disap¬ 
pointed.

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U.S. Engaged 
In Two Wars, 
Brooke Says 

The United States is pres¬ 
ently engaged in two wars, 
Sen. Edward W. Brooke said 
this week in an address at 
Lasell Junior College in Au- 
burndale. 

The Senator told an au¬ 
dience of students, alumnae, 
parents and faculty attending 
cornerstone ceremonies that 
the wars are in Vietnam, 
with its devastating and dis¬ 
astrous losses in lives and 
money, and the war of civil 
disorders, poverty and educa¬ 
tional needs in urban Amer¬ 
ica. 

The program, held during 
parents weekend, marked the 
construction of Lasell’s $1,- 
500,000 library. More than 1,- 
000 persons attended. 

Sen. Brooke, referring to 
the recent anti demonstra¬ 
tions in Washington and the 
pro demonstration in Wake¬ 
field last Sunday, said that 
"young people on both sides” 
have a message which he said 
should be heeded. He describ¬ 
ed the youth of today as “the 
committed generation.” 

He stressed today’s need 
for “dedicated concern, inte¬ 
grity and a total commitment 
—by colleges and universi¬ 
ties, businesses and indivi¬ 
duals—to help people help 
themselves, rather than relief 
programs.” 

Following the Senator’s ad¬ 
dress, a box containing me¬ 
morabilia of Lasell and the 
current times was placed in 
the cornerstone by Robert W T . 
Manon, vice-president of the 
Henry E. White Construction 
Co. of Newtonville. 


Among the memorabilia 

were blueprints of the build¬ 
ing, which were placed in the 
box by Edward T. Steffian, 
the library architect.

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Rev. deSousa Speaks To 
Jaycees On India Today 


Rev. Herbert A. deSousa, 
S.J., President of St. Xavier 
College, Ahmadabad, India, 
was guest speaker at the 
monthly meeting of the New¬ 
ton Junior Chamber of Com¬ 
merce here. He is presently 
visiting professor of Indian 
Culture at the Newton Col¬ 
lege of the Sacred Heart. 

Rev. de Souza discussed 
three major problems with 
which India is faced today. 
First is India’s survival on 
a physical plane. He said 
that India’s present popula¬ 
tion stands at 510,000,000 and 
is increasing at the rate of 
around 1,000,000 a month. Be¬ 
cause of better health meth¬ 
ods introduced by this coun¬ 
try, he said the U.S. is partly 
responsible for this popula¬ 
tion explosion. Because In¬ 
dia’s agricultural methods 
are still very primitive and 
totally dependent on the mon¬ 
soons, “the spectre of fam¬ 
ine stalks the land.” 

The second problem cited 
is political in nature. Rev. 
deSouza said that for cen¬ 
turies India has been consid¬ 
ered impregnable geographi¬ 
cally. However, in this day 
and age she can never forget 
her proximity to Russian and 
China. Therefore, he said, 
India must keep an equitable 
relationship with them both. 
This political requirement 
sometimes makes India ap¬ 
pear unthankful for U.S. aid. 


| The third problem discuss- 
> ed is India’s governmental 
I situation. Congress today 
does not apparently speak 
for the whole country; and 
it seems that India is being 
drawn into the red world. In 
referring to the communist in¬ 
fluences in Indian govern¬ 
mental affairs, Rev. deSouza 
said, “By in large, Indians 
feel they have seen enough 
of that form of life to have 
done with it.” 

He concluded his talk by 
saying that it is not often 
that a nation such as India 
encounters such generosity 
and sincerity from another 
people without the need for 
requital. Generosity of this 
nature without obvious strings 
attached makes the recipient 
constantly searching for those 
strings. This, he said, “gives 
an appearance of ingratitude 
which does not exist in this 
case.” 

In the last analysis, he said, 
“the U.S. must first decide 
what its own interests are 
before she determines India’s 
needs.” And these interests 
must not be “detrimental of 
the brotherhood of man and 
must cement more strongly 
the sovereignty of nations.” 

After a standing ovation 
for Rev. deSouza, Jaycee 
President Charles E. Aucoin 
presented him with a certifi¬ 
cate of appreciation for ad¬ 
dressing the group.

retail dollers. But a little 
figuring on your own gives 
an idea. Say the average card 
costs 10 cents. That would 
mean a retail sales figure of 
$350 million, probably a con¬ 
servative guess since cards 
each year get a little fancier 
and you can spend many 
times that 10 cents on the 
more elegant ones with en¬ 
graved signatures. 

The Yule season is the big¬ 
gest in sales for any one holi¬ 
day period for the greeting 
card industry. And Shannon 
says it also is a big revenue 
producer for Uncle Sam — it 
will take more than $200 mil¬ 
lion in postage to send the ’67 
greetings. 

Shannon reports further 
that nearly 60 million Ameri¬ 
can families will send cards, 
with each family averaging 
75 cards. Figuring again on 
that 10 cents per card basis, 
each family would spend 
$7.50 on cards, plus $3.50 on 
postage if sent by regular 
first class mail, or $6, if all 
went air mail. 

This year, we’ll choose 
from some 50,000 designs, 30 
per cent of them with a re¬ 
ligious motif. 

The word “Peace” also fea¬ 
tures prominently on the new 
greetings. One, a striking de¬ 
sign, introduces an ancient 
map of the world in warm 
colors with the word “Peace” 
predominantly in burnished 
gold raised letters across the 
entire illustration. 

Another popular theme is 
the age-old story of the “lion 
end the lamb,” a motif intro¬ 
duced successfully several 
seasons ago and seemingly 
destined for peak popularity 
| this year. 

“Bas relief” techniques are 
big — raised effects to give 
a three dimensional quality. 
These use gold and silver in 
some instances, in others 
look almost sculptured 
through the embossing ef¬ 
fects on white plastic or white 
paper stock. 

Like the Christ Child, the 
manger, the Wise Men, the 
shepherds, and other relig¬ 
ious motifs, the other popular 
symbols of Christmas go on 
and on. Cards feature Santa, 
leindeer, bells, candles, 
holly, mistletoe, and poinset- 
tia. This year, designers also 
have gone quite folksy and 
nostalgic. 

Cards show Mr. and Mrs. 
America at the corner florist 
picking out their Christmas 
tree. Other cards show the 
“little red schoolhouse” with 
wreaths in windows and 
teacher helping the children 
trim the tree in the school 
yard. 

The greeting card associa¬ 
tion says that the earliest 
known holiday greeting card 
was a crude woodcut printed 
about 1450 in the Rhine Val¬ 
ley, in Germany. Actually, it 
was a New Year’s card, but 
it showed the Christ Child 
standing in the bow of an an¬ 
cient galley manned by 
angels, with the Holy Mother 
seated at the mast. 

The inscription read, “Here 
I come from Alexandria and 
bring many good years to 
give generously. I will give 
them for almost no money 
and have only God’s love for 
my reward.” 

The ancestor of our mod¬ 
ern Christmas card dates to 
three centuries ago, says the 
association. English school¬ 
boys composed messages of 
Yuletide will, and bordered 
their messages with engraved 
pictures dramatizing the 
I year’s important events. 

Credit goes to John Calcott 
I Horsley, painter and illus- 
I trator, for the first real 
Christmas card in 1843. Hors¬ 
ley did it for Sir Henry Cole, 

I the inaugurator and first di- 
| rector of the Victoria and Al¬ 
bert Museum in London, 
j In 1846. one thousand copies 
I w e r e lithographed, hand 
colored and sold by Felix 
Summerly’s Treasure House 
in Bond Street, an art shop 
Sir Henry had set up to im¬ 
prove the tastes of his con¬ 
temporaries. 

Louis Prang is known as 
the “father of the American 
Christmas card.” Prang ar¬ 
rived in the United States in 
1850 a penniless immigrant 
from Germany. He worked 
as a wood engraver, saved 
$250, and opened a litho¬ 
graphy shop. In 1875, Prang 
issued the first line of Christ¬ 
mas cards ever published in 
this country. His first plant 
was in Roxbury. Mass. 

By 1881, Prang was pro¬ 
ducing over five million 
Christmas cards each year. 
They were elegant and pains¬ 
takingly crafted, and retail¬ 
ed from 25 cents to as much 
as $3 each.

Charles River in Auburndale. 

These recommended acqui¬ 
sitions are the same as those 
for which Newton Conserva¬ 
tors, Inc. recently announced 
support. The land area includes 
the two wooded hills near the 
center of the former Norum- 


bega Park. The hills are bound¬ 
ed on the north by land the 
MDC already intends to ac¬ 
quire; on the east by a line 
running from the end of Wood¬ 
bine Street northwesterly to¬ 
ward the Charles River; on the 
south by Commonwealth Ave¬ 
nue (Route 30) and the Lom¬ 
bard Animal Hospital proper¬ 
ty; and on the west by Mar¬ 
riott Hot Shoppes, Inc. 

Also recommended by 
CRWA and the Conservators 
for MDC acquisition is the 
Charles River bottom owned 
by Marriott Hot Shoppes, Inc. 
from the firm's existing shore¬ 
line out to the City and Town 
line dividing Newton from 
Weston. Such acquisition 
would include ‘The Shoal”, or 
off-shore island, not owned by 
the Marriott firm. 

Two other groups support¬ 
ing these acquisitions are the 
Boston Society of Landscape 
Architects and the Boston 
Society of Architects Commit¬ 
tee on Civic Design. 

On October 16 the Newton 
Conservation Com mission 
voted its approval of these 
acquisitions. This vote and 
other Newton Conservation 
Commission actions have been 
submitted by Mayor Monte G.

Two Newton men were kill¬ 
ed last Saturday when they 
were struck by an auto after 
they stepped off a bus on 
Washington St., West Newton. 

Henry Pillion, 64, and Wal¬ 
lace Olson, 54, both of 12 Ed¬ 
dy St., West Newton, died at 
Newton - Wellesley Hospital 
five hours after being hit by 
an auto operated by a 67- 
year-old Cambridge man. 

Police said the pair got off 
the bus at Eddy St. and were 
struck by the automobile as 
they crossed in front of the 
bus. 

Olson was found lying on 
the street. Pillion was wedged 
beneath the car and Newton 
firemen had to extricate him. 
Police said that Pillion had 
been dragged approximately 
80 feet under the car. 

Remarkably, both men 
were still conscious when po¬ 
lice arrived. Death in both 
cases was attributed to mul¬ 
tiple fractures. 

Funeral services for Pillion 
were held yesterday from the 
Henry F. Cate Funeral Home, 
1251 Washington St., West 
Newton, followed by a solemn 
requiem high Mass in St. 
Bernard’s Church in West 
Newton.

Newton Residents are ad¬ 
vised that large Christmas 
gift packages for servicemen 
overseas must be mailed this 
week to assure arrival on 
time at many of the far dis¬ 
tant places where they are 
serving.

These are known as SAM 
packages (Space Available 
Mail) and are identified as 
such when accepted at post 
offices. 

These packages weighing 
up to 5 lbs. can be mailed 
up to December 1 for over¬ 
seas Chirstmas delivery, size 
—60” length and girth com¬ 
bined. 

Persons desiring to assure 
full air service from Boston 
can send packages by air 
mail. 

The cost of a 5 pound SAM 
package from Boston to Viet¬ 
nam is $1.45 while a 5 pound 
air mail package is $4.08. 
Through air mail service 
packages can be mailed up to 
December 11th.

Continuing his report Fletch 
er said: 

“In one community w< 
found a house without run¬ 
ning water. Another contained 
no method for heating or cook¬ 
ing except for a wood stovi 
in the kitchen. Another had 
seven children sleeping in two 
bedrooms. 

“In a group of 67 children 
almost half of the children 
showed evidence of tooth de¬ 
cay. Now all are in the care 
of a dentist chosen by the 
parent to be the family den¬ 
tist.” 

Fletcher told the Council: 

“Involvement of our com-! 
munity resources has been 
complete. Agencies, organiza- • 
tions, churches and other in¬ 
terested groups have respond¬ 
ed and cooperated magnifi¬ 
cently and with a whole heart. 

“Our problems are no less 
pressing and vital than those 
of the big cities of our nation. 
Our plight is being overlooked 
in the shadows cast by the 
traumas of our great cities. 
Only by concerted action In¬ 
volving the total region can 
we be heard.

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Is Medicaid A Scandal? 

They have sounded the alarm in the town of Co- 
hasset. At a special town meeting last Thursday night 
members passed a resolution voicing disapproval of 
the Medicaid program in its present form. The action 
was taken after the town had to find $15,000 to pay 
for the program for the next two months. 

Thus, Cohasset joined a growing list of cities and 
towns throughout the Commonwealth which have had 
to come up with more money to cover the burgeoning 
costs of Medicaid. And costs will continue to spiral as 
more people become aware that they are eligible for 
inclusion in the program. 

Sen. William D. Weeks (R-Cohasset), acting on 
the mandate of the people of Cohasset, will file a bill 
in the Legislature this week calling for the creation 
of a study commission to investigate possible abuses 
of the Medicaid program. Sen. Weeks was quick to 
point out, however, because it is already so late in the 
session, action might not come until the next session. 

Commenting on the controversial program, the 
Senator said that during the past month "a number of 
abuses” involving Medicaid had come to his attention. 
He said his bill would institute an investigation of the 
Medicaid program ‘‘to see how it’s being handled or 
mishandled.” 

W'eeks said “if the whole thing is approaching a 
scandal, then it’s more imperative that an investiga¬ 
tion be instigated immediately.” 

The major complaint against the program is that 
persons with incomes as high as $10,000 are eligible 
for medical aid. Opponents of the ultra liberal program 
argue that many who are able to bear the financial 
burden of family medical and dental expenses are elig¬ 
ible for Medicaid. 

We have found disturbing the apparent laxity in 
checking statements of applicants for Medicaid on the 
part of the Welfare Departments of various cities and 
towns. We believe that is what Sen. Weeks was refer¬ 
ring to when he spoke of “abuses” that had come to 
his attention. 

Another disturbing element of the Medicaid pro¬ 
gram is the “personal property exemption” granted to 
applicants. For instance, a man with a wife, and four 
children on the Medicaid program, is entitled to have 
a bank savings account of $3400! 

Also, the same family could live in a home valued 
at $50,000 and it could be mortgage free. “No lien or 
encumbrances are required.” 

In order for a man with a wife and four children 
to be eligible for Medicaid he must have a net income of 
less than $525 monthly. This is not his gross income. 
Net income means income after employment expenses 
such as taxes, social security deductions, union dues, 
etc. It has been claimed that the “etc.” covers shocking 
exemptions. 

We believe that children in need of medical aid 
or dental care should get it. But we do not believe the 
public should be expected to pay the medical or dental 
bills of children whose parents can afford the cost. 

The Legislature should act promptly on Sen. Weeks' 
bill. The study commission should be created no\v — 
not next year.

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A Sword Of Damocles 

It isn’t often that a newly-appointed Massachu¬ 
setts jobholder is given the kind of tender, loving care 
that Gov. Volpe has been extending Leo J. Cusick, the 
latest general manager of the MBTA. Gov. Volpe is 
genuinely solicitous of Mr. Cusick. He knows the MBTA 
is in trouble. He knows that something must be done 
to put mass transportation rolling on a truly expanding 
basis. Else, the Governor is aware, there may never be 
another time. 

Our new man at MBTA headquarters is also aware 
of the transportation emergency. He knows the task 
is a gargantuan one. He knows that time is running 
out. He know that the time for experiment is past. He 
knows that it is now or never. 

So, it made good sense that Volpe met with Cusick 
before the latter was appointed. It made even more 
sense for the Governor and Cusick to meet after the 
latter became general manager. (The Chief Executive 
has even taken to riding the subway with Mr. Cusick!) 

To a large degree, the responsibility is Cusick’s. 
And, perhaps, to a larger political degree, the respon¬ 
sibility is now Volpe’s, too. For good or bad, the Gov¬ 
ernor’s office and the MBTA are intertwined. 

In this connection, it was no show of largesse 
that the system’s Board of Directors transferred to 
the new general manager broad and implicit powers. 
It might very well be that now, today, he is the most 
powerful transportation figure in the United States. 

It is our belief that Volpe seeks to give Cusick 
every imaginable transportation tool to do the job 
that must be done. It is our belief that Volpe dearly 
seeks to insulate the general manager from the slight¬ 
est, hobbling political interference. 

Yet, a weighty, politically encrusted design hangs 
over Cusick’s head. This design is the Board of Direc¬ 
tors itself. It is a political board. It will remain, how¬ 
ever w r ell intentioned, a political board. 

•It is our opinion that Mr. Cusick does not need 
this board. The Governor does not need this board. 
In fact, the point might well be raised that neither 
Cusick nor the Governor can afford this board or any 
other board of political derivation on the MBTA. 

The hour is late. The time is now'. If Mr. Cusick 
must answer to someone for his actions — and, of 
course, he must — let Gov. Volpe find the “no-politics” 
solution.

Political Highlights 

Donahue, who was defeated for the guberna¬ 
torial endorsement at last year’s Democratic State 
Convention, is being urged by his friends to make 
another run for the Governorship. 

If he decides to do so, Harrington will stand aside 
and bide his time, presumably moving up into the 
Senate presidency if Donahue vacates it. 

Should Donahue, who would have great vote-pulling 
power in western Massachusetts, decide against another 
bid for the Governorship, Harrington almost certainly 
W’ould step into the field. 

Still another gubernatorial prospect is former Bos¬ 
ton Development Administrator Edward J. Logue, who 
made a good showing in the Hub’s preliminary mayor¬ 
alty election even though he did not qualify for the 
final run-off. Logue’s political plans probably will be 
shaped by developments in the next two years. The 
lure of high elective office has not lost its appeal to 
him. 

While Mayor-elect White has not said he will 
be a candidate for Governor in 1970 and presum¬ 
ably will not reveal his plans for a long time to 
come, most sound political experts believe it will 
be then or never for him. 

They point out that the popularity of a Mayor 
of Boston inevitably drops after his first two or three 
years in office because of the tough and controversial 
problems he must handle. 

This is a political fact of life, they believe, which 
Kevin White must and will accept as he ponders and 
charts his future course. 

Kenneth O’Donnell, who definitely will run for 
Governor in 1970, considered the possibility of becom¬ 
ing a candidate for Mayor of Boston. 

The question O’Donnell weighed was whether he 
would have a better chance of winning the Governor¬ 
ship as Mayor of Boston or as a private citizen. 

He decided to remain out of the Hub’s mayor¬ 
alty race and to aim directly for 1970. 

Bellotti was defeated for Attorney General in 1966 
and for Governor in 1964. 

His political ambitions, however, are still very 
much alive. He is convinced that he could win the Gov¬ 
ernorship under more favorable circumstances than he 
encountered in 1966 or 1964. 

Bellotti has demonstrated that he has tremendous 
strength in a Democratic primary. He also has an 
army of followers who would march into battle for 
him in any election contest he enters. 

His political stock was boosted by the recent 
article in the Saturday Evening Post which reported 
that he refused to accept a $100,000 contribution from 
the crime syndicate in 1964 and that the “mob” re¬ 
taliated by spreading the rumor that he had accepted 
“bad money” to finance his campaign. 

This undoubtedly will be a talking point for 
Bellotti in future campaigns, especially since the 
magazine story was based on FBI records. 

Ironically, White supported Bellotti for the Gov¬ 
ernorship in 1964, but relations between the two have 
cooled since then.

Newton Woman Director At 
Belmont Bilingual School 


Mrs. James L. Houghteling 
Jr., 258 Mill street, Newton- 
ville, is directing the Ecole 
Bilingue of Belmont, a private 
non-profit bilingual school for 
nursery age children through 
the 4th grade. 

In conjunction with their 
regular curricula the children 
in all age groups quickly ac¬ 
quire proficiency in a second 
language. Audio-visual meth¬ 
ods have been introduced this 
fall to augment the more 
classical methods of language 
instruction. 19 Newton children 
are enrolled at the school and 
the total enrollment is now 
about 80 children.

So when the Ecole Bilin¬ 
gue asked me to be its director 
this year, I was delighted to 
help increased French-Ameri- 
can understanding. From our 
family’s experience I am con¬ 
vinced that a bilingual educa¬ 
tion prepares children to ap¬ 
preciate cultural diversity. 
Peter now speaks Spanish and 
Bob, Russian, both their third 
languages because they were 
first completely bilingual. We 
need so desperately to close 
the understanding gap in the 
world and certainly an effec¬ 
tive way Is to be able to 
communicate.”

These sometimes were re¬ 
corded In the computer as 
blanks in the first count and 
as votes in the second tally. 

The decision to count all the 
ballots again came after it was 
learned that an informal re¬ 
count last week gave Aider- 
man William P. Matthews 460 
more votes than he received in 
the original tally announced 
on election night. 

But a question on the vote 
In this contest still remains 
though there Is no doubt 
that Matthews was re-elect¬ 
ed by a decisive margin. 

The original results announ¬ 
ced at City Hall on election 
night gave Matthews a total 
of 1405 votes and 818 to his 
opponent for Ward 4 aider- 
man Nicolo Nardone. The re¬ 
tabulation gave Matthews 1865 
votes and Nardone 404. 

The explanation given Mon¬ 
day night by Executive Secre¬ 
tary of the Election Commis¬ 
sion Alan Licarie was that 
blank votes in Ward 5 remain¬ 
ed in the computer and were 
somehow recorded with Nar- 
done’s vote In Precinct 2 and 
4. 

However, that explanation 
would not account for Mat¬ 
thews picking up votes in 
the recount when the error 
was detected. Officials, still 
not really sure of exactly 
what did happen, feel there 
must have been an error In 
listing or reading off Mat¬ 
thews’ vote on election night. 
A re-reading of the computer 
tally sheets from election night 
revealed entirely different fig¬ 
ures for Matthews in Precincts 
2 and 4 than were announced 
at City Hall, so that there was 
obviously a human error In¬ 
volved as well as the mechan¬ 
ical one in the case of Nar- 
done’s vote. 

As Licarie sajd, however, 
that Is why results must be 
considered unofficial until they 
are completely audited.

8 States Ban Studded 
Tires With Fine, Jail 


Massachusetts Division of 
the American Automobile As¬ 
sociation today issued a warn¬ 
ing to motorists planning 
trips to Florida or the south¬ 
western states to leave their 
stud tires at home or risk 
fines, jail sentences, and hav¬ 
ing their cars impounded. 

“In some southern states, 
penalties for using stud tires 
can be tough,” said Richard 
W. Hoover, Public Relations 
Director for AAA’s Mass. Di¬ 
vision. He gave some ex¬ 
amples: 

Georgia has a fine up to 
$1,000 and/or a year in jail 
or the “county public works 
camp." 

Virginia has a $5-$15 fine

Low County 
Levy Will 
Aid '68 Tax 

Because of an over-estimate 
last Spring, Newton taxpay¬ 
ers received an unexpected 
“bonus’’ recently* when the 
city’s Middlesex County tax 
bill was presented. It was 
only $8868 higher than last 
year and a surprising $84,734 
less than was estimated. 

Director of Finance Arthur 
A. Marr said that the over¬ 
estimate, calculated into 
this year’s tax rate of 
$76.20, will help In holding 
down next year’s rate. 

Some $1,332,097 was due to 
the county yesterday. Last 
year’s bill was $1,323,229. The 
Cherry Sheet estimate for 
this year which was made last 
spring was $1,416,832 but the 
actual bill received was over 
$84,000 less. 

Marr said that one reason 
for the minimal increase in 
county taxes this year Is 
that most of the heavy 
spending by the county last 


year was paid for In one 
lump sum instead of bor* 
rowing. 

Marr recalled that county 
officials said last year there 
would be a slight reduction In 
spending this year. 

Meanwhile, the city Is 
bracing for a new round of 
negotiations with various 
groups, including police, 
firemen, city hall employees 
and city laborers. The 
School Committee has al¬ 
ready announced a tenta¬ 
tive budget increase of 
$1,999,000 but that figure 
does not include any of the 
expected teacher pay in¬ 
creases.

The administration building 
and six dormitory units ac¬ 
comodating 288 retarded boys 
are part of a five-year, $73,- 
241,000 construction plan of 
the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Mental Health to help 
retarded persons in the state. 

In recent years, the concept 
of care for able-bodied retard¬ 
ed persons emphasizes pro¬ 
viding a way of life which ap¬ 
proximates as nearly as pos¬ 
sible community living condi¬ 
tions. 

“Small residential units 
provide a home-like atmos¬ 
phere for retarded boys”, Dr. 
Farrell said. “Close relation¬ 
ship between employees and 
patients results in better 
training and therapeutic in¬ 
fluence. 

“Employees are also able 
to exercise more supervision | 
and get to know patients per¬ 
sonally, which ultimately re¬ 
sults in better rehabilitation 
programs”. 

Each of the six dormitory 
buildings accommodate 48 
boys in two 24-bed wards and 
includes living space for day¬ 
time activity. The administra¬ 
tion building, known as Mon- 
adnock Hall, houses a dining 
room, kitchen, recreation hall, 
central supply room for cloth¬ 
ing and linens, a mending 
room for maintenance of

According to Henry K. 
Weidlich, school colony super¬ 
intendent, the new complex 
replaces outmoded living ac¬ 
commodations and brings 
widely separated groups with¬ 
in the colony into a commun¬ 
ity setting where the boys are 
able conveniently to attend 
sepcial programs, movies and 
chapel. 

Boys who do not live In the 
new facility are housed in 
nearby Narragansett House, 
thus bringing together all 
residents in a central loca¬ 
tion, he said. 

Templeton Colony compris¬ 
es about 350 retarded youths 
17 years of age and over. Pa¬ 
tients, or boys as they are 
called, are able to earn up to 
$1 a day on the farm and may 
use their earnings in any way 
they wish. 

The Colony farm has 553 
acres under cultivation in a 
regular gardening program 
which produces vegetables 
for the Colony’s use and feed 
for the herd of 150 Holstein 
cows. A daily supply of 4,500 
quarts of milk is produced in 
a modern dairy plant and 
shipped to other state institu¬ 
tions.

\\ altliam Defeats Newton 
By Two Points, 8-6 


A run Tor the two-point con¬ 
version by Waltham quarter¬ 
back Chuck Lee following a 
four-yard touchdown pass 
from Lee to Mike Brescia was 
the narrow margin of victory 
as the Hawks edged out de¬ 
fense-minded Newton High, 
8-6, at Dickinson Stadium 
Saturday. 

The loss, giving the Tigers 
a 3-5 record with one contest 
remaining, did not oversha¬ 
dow the tremendous defensive 
effort turned in by Newton. 
Newton has allowed only 15 
points in the last four games. 

The respect which the Ti¬ 
ger defensive backfield of Pe¬ 
ter Manson, Bill Thurston, 
Reggie Benn and Ron Arcese 
has received was evident as 
Lee attempted only three 
passes. Newton's defensive 
line, sparked by perform¬ 
ances by Robbie Cohen, Joe 
Picariello and Mike Mannix 
was equally outstanding. 
Mike Quinn, who had aver¬ 
aged 177 yards a game, was 
held to 76 yards on 16 carries. 

Waltham scored the winner 
after taking the second half 
kickoff at their 42 yard line. 
With Quinn and Lee grinding 
out the yardage, the Hawks 
moved down to the Newton 4 
yard line. On second down 
from the four, Lee made his 
only completion of the day to 
fullback Brescia in the end 
lone at 5:08. 

Lee faked the one point con¬ 
version and headed around 
left end, with Benn the only 
defender with a shot at Lee. 
Reggie, however, had to play 
half way in order to defend 
against the pass-option which 
Lee had. Benn recovered too 
la l e and Lee dived over the 
goal line. 

The Tiger's touchdown was 
set up by Bill Thurston’s re¬ 
covery of a Brescia fumble 
with 40 seconds remaining in 
the third period. On the first 
down play from Waltham’s 
40. the Hawk’s massive tack¬ 
le, Charlie Bonica. committed 
a facemask violation moving 
the ball to the 25. 

On second down from the 
23, quarterback Benn ran in 
his exciting, but risky, style 
down to the 10 as the third pe¬ 
riod came to a close. Bill 
Gardner next moved the ball 
down to the five. When a New¬ 
ton back lined up wrong, 
Benn changed the play at the 
line of scrimmage. Calling his 
own number, he sneaked up 


| the middle into the endzone.

Benn 
rolled out to his right but 
saw his pass fall incomplete. 

With 5:50 remaining in the 
game, the Tigers received 
possession following a Wal¬ 
tham punt which went into 
the endzone. Garner, Cohen 
and Benn combined for a first 
down at the Hawks 30. With a 
third and seven from the 33, 
Benn hit Thurston with a 14 
yard pass and a first down. 

Three plays got no yardage 
and once again Benn was 
faced w’ith a big third down 
play. Benn spotted Thurston 
open and teamed up for a 16 
yard gain and another first 
down at the Hawk’s 22-yard 
i line. 

After Gardner gained one 
yard, Cohen, while running 
around right end, slipped on 
the chewed up turf and re¬ 
ceived no yardage.

Rug Display At 
Newton Library 

Newton Free Library at 414 
Centre street is exhibiting the 
opulence of authentic Persian 
rugs in a display this week 
loaned by a Boston rug firm. 

Magnificent examples of the 
weaver's art include the hand- 
knotted rugs of thirteen de¬ 
ferent areas: primitive octa¬ 
gons of the nomads of Af¬ 
ghan: the floral artistry of 
the Sarouk; combination of 
sharp colors and pastel back¬ 
ground of the Kazvig; Russian- 
made and costly Shirvan; dur¬ 
able, varied Bidjar; finely wo¬ 
ven pastel Kerman; the velvet- 
textured Bashan; as well as 
floral Hanadan, coarsely wo- 
j ven Karaja; strong, harsh He- 
rez, and other traditional Per¬ 
sian designs. 

A unique and popular fea¬ 
ture of the exhibit is a large 
loom on which there is a half- 
finished Kazavin rug, with the 
weaving draft (or design) and 
tools of the weaver as compan¬ 
ion pieces. 

On each rug is a notation 
telling the rug’s name and 
something of the important 
qualities or features. 

The Library staff has assem¬ 
bled books in several areas to 
complement the rugs: books 
on Persian and Oriental rugs, 
on interior decoration, on Iran, 
the middle East, and books 
on modern rug-making. The 
unusual exhibit will remain on 
view through November.

New Benefits 
Began Nov. 12 
For Unemployed 

A new maximum weekly 
unemployment benefit rate of 
$54 will become effective on 
all new claims filed after 
November 12, 1967, according 
to J. William Belanger, Direc¬ 
tor of the Massachusetts Divi¬ 
sion of Employment Security. 
The present weekly maxi¬ 
mum rate is $50. 

On the same date, the mini¬ 
mum base year earnings re¬ 
quired to qualify for any bene¬ 
fits will be raised from $700 to 
$800. The base period is the 52 
weeks prior to the filing of a 
claim. 

The changes are a result of 
amendments to the Massachu¬ 
setts Employment Security 
Law recently enacted by the 
Legislature. 

Mr. Belanger said the effect 
of the new law is to add four 
new weekly rates of $51, $52, 
$53. and 54. Proportionately 
higher earnings will be re¬ 
quired to qualify for the high¬ 
er rates. 

To qualify for the new 
weekly rates the claimant 
must have average weekly 
earnings in high quarter as 
listed: 

for $51, earnings of $121-125; 

for $52, earnings of $125-128; 

for $53, earnings of $128-131; 

for $54, earnings of $131 - or 
over. 

Claims for unemployment 
insurance filed prior to the ef¬ 
fective date for the new rates 
will.not be changed because 
of the new legislation. The 
new minimum earning re¬ 
quirements also will not affect 
any claims filed prior to Nov¬ 
ember 12, 1967 for such 

change. 

As a result of the same leg¬ 
islation, a second increase in 
both the weekly benefit rate 
and the qualifying earnings 
will become effective in 1968. 

Costly Fires

The Patriot offense operates 
principally from a slot-T for¬ 
mation and uses a variety of 
professional style running and 
pass patterns. Newton uses a 
scrambling or sliding defense 
with blitzes, double blitzes and 
special pass and punt forma¬ 
tions. 

Star of the Newton team is 
triple-threat halfback Peter 
Percy, who is the leading 
scorer and leading ground 
gainer of the Southern Con¬ 
ference. Percy not only runs, 
passes and punts, but is the 
team’s best pass receiver and 
a standout in the defensive 
platoon. 

Patriot quarterback, Bobby 
Kinsella, is one of the best 
passers in the South Confer¬ 
ence. In one game, against 
Watertown, he passed for 
] three touchdowns. Against 
Wayland and Randolph he 
threw TD passes of 40 and 45 
yards respectively to Percy. 

Among the other key play¬ 
ers in the Newton attack are 
John Visakis, who has several 
long runs to his credit; Tod 
Reynolds who alternates as 
fullback and line backer; and 
safety Dan Ahern who has 
intercepted five opponents’ 
passes, returning three for 
long yardage. 

The Patriots are in top 
physical condition for the big 
game. They have gone through 
the entire season without an 
injury, which Coach Nick Pas- 
quarosa attributes to the ex¬ 
tensive program of physical 
conditioning which began in 
mid-August when the team 
began its pre-season workouts. 

In 1965 the Patriots were 
unofficial State Champions. 
Last year with a record of 
seven wins and one defeat, 
they were runner-up. New¬ 
ton’s record in 1967 was as 
follows: 

20-0, against Belmont; 26-12, 
East Cambridge; 32-0, Water- 
town; 20-0, Brookline; 20-6, 
South Boston; 12-0, Wayland; 
8-0, Arlington; and 14-6 Ran¬ 
dolph.

City Solvent 
After Paying 
Loan Debt 

City Treasurer Theodore 
Scafidi announced this week 
that Newton “is still solvent” 
after paying off $10.2 million 
borrowed in lieu of taxes. 

He said that only $2.8 mil¬ 
lion in taxes are still to be 
collected after some $21 mil¬ 
lion poured into the city cof¬ 
fers. He said that the col¬ 
lection was very good this 
year, noting that some peo¬ 
ple didn’t wait until the last 
minute to pay up. He added 
that the work load in his of¬ 
fice was eased by the early 
payment of taxes by four 
Newton banks. 

The money collected will 
run the city through Feb¬ 
ruary, Scafidi predicted and 
then the whole process will 
begin again in March ‘when 
the city will be forced to bor¬ 
row again. 

The city paid about $130.- 
000 in interest on the mpney 
borrowed this year. City 
loans, usually for substan¬ 
tial amounts are borrowed 
on a short term, low-inter¬ 
est basis. 

Scafidi said the city prob¬ 
ably will borrow as much next 
year, in lieu of taxes, and 
probably more. He said that 
the rising costs of almost 
everything makes it almost 
positive that the city will have 
to borrow more money in 1968 
than it did this year. 

Next year, Scafidi said, 
his office will conduct an 
educational campaign to get 
taxpayers to pay before the 
deadline so his office can 
spread out the work. 

The treasurer expressed the 
hope that next year more than 
four banks will break with 
tradition and pay the tax bills 
early.

On weekends Ralph and 
Lynda play tennis at the 
nearby Riviera Tennis Club, 
to which they belong. But the 
beach is out. Lynda is aller¬ 
gic to the sun. 

Lynda, however, is an ex¬ 
perienced skier and will 
start her husband on the 
sport this winter. 

Buckskins are Ralph's per 
rr.anent costume in “Hondo." 
When he’s not working his 
wardrobe isn’t a great deal 
more fancy; usually blue 
jeans or tennis togs. 

Ralph isn’t a collector or a 
hobbyist. He and Lynda both 
enjoy classical music on a 


small phonograph — not 
stereo or hi-fi. 

“We don’t believe in osten¬ 
tation,” Ralph explains. 
“And 1 don’t feel comfort¬ 
able all dressed up. My life 
right now is work, eat and 
sleep.

Taeger is one of the few 
video cowboys who feels at 
home on a horse, but not as 
much as “Gunsmoke’s” Jim 
Amess who raises and rides 
horses on the weekends.

Science Fiction 
Gains Influence 

STANFORD, Calif. (UPI)— 

A Stanford University profes¬ 
sor thinks that man’s daily 
life in the future will be more 
influenced by the visions of 
the science-fiction writer 
than the historical analyst. 

And, just as Mark and 
Adam Smith differed in their 
view r s of the past, Communist 
and Western science fiction 
writers see different futures. 

Professor H. Bruce Frank¬ 
lin said Soviet writers take 
an “almost universally opti¬ 
mistic” view of the future. 
The American view is one of 
“profound pessimism.” 

Americans regard science 
fiction as offbeat, zany and 
not quite respectable, said 
Franklin, author of “Future.' 
Perfect: American Science 
Fiction in the 19th Century.’' 

Franklin said science fic¬ 
tion in Russia is an official 
form of literature. 

“In America, diversity is 
exalted and the demand is for 
as many surprises, tricks and 
innovations as possible,” he 
said. 

“In Russia, it is almost a 
collective fiction, an agreed 
upon Utopia limited by many 
taboos, Communism can’t be 
shown as failing, etc.,*’ he 
said. 


VA Newsetter 

Widows of veterans may 
now qualify for benefits from 
the Veterans Administration 
if they were married to the 
veteran a minimum of one 
year prior to his death, VA 
said today. 

Previously, VA required 
that a widow be married to the 
veteran for at least five years 
prior to his death in order to 
classify as an eligible widow. 

Recent legislation signed 
by President Johnson con¬ 
tinues to qualify widow’s in 
cases where a child is born 
of the marriage, regardless 
of time limit. 

In order to file a claim for 
benefits, the widow should 
provide VA with: (1) a copy 
of the deceased veteran’s dis¬ 
charge; (2) the veteran’s 
death certificate; (?) their 
marriage certificate end (4) 
the children’s birth certifi¬ 
cates.

Few French citizens believe 
in the daily bath or shower 
even if they own the facili¬ 
ties. And many French homes 
have no bathroom at all. The 
National Statistics Institute 
says 819,000 of the capital’s 

I, 170 million dwellings have 
neither tub, or shower. And 
of 73,000 new dwellings built 
since the end of World War 

II, some 18,000 were erected 
with no bathrooms. 

Many bathroom-less citizens 
patronize the city’s 21 munici¬ 
pal baths. The one at 33 Rue 
du St. Merri has what one 
could call neo-Assyrian archi¬ 
tecture. An old tricolor flag 
flaps above the door and a 
huge mosaic proclaims that 
Paris “is wave-tossed but 
doesn’t sink.” 

In the interests of research, 
I paid 1 franc 20 centimes (20 
cents) for a shower. A small 
bar of soap cost 40 centimes 
(eight cents) and a towel 2 
francs 80 (16 cents). If the 
towel is returned you are re- 
1 funded 2 francs. 

An attendant shows you to 
the showers in a long line of 
little booths. Each has its 
own door because they are 
used by both men and women. 
You have 20 minutes maxi¬ 
mum time in the booth. It is 
rather large, with a little seat 
for undressing and some 
broken stumps of tile coat 
hooks. 

There are no faucets. You 
push a button and get about 
three seconds of lukewarm 
water at remarkably strong, 
and painful, pressure. Since 
the water flow’s only when you 
press the button—an obvious 
system is to first wet one’s 
self, soap the body with the 
water off, and then rinse. 

The attendant, Paul Valois, 
33, said “The people who come 
here are pretty much regu¬ 
lars. They come about once 
a week.” 

Aw’are of the week-end bath¬ 
ing habits of the citizenry, the 


People who want a little 
more class can go to one of 
Paris’ hundred private bath 
houses. 

One on the Rue Sevigne has 
a neat little path bordered 
with flowers leading to a 
freshly painted building. 

The manager, Pierre Du¬ 
bois, a jovial man who has 
run the baths with his wife 
for a number of years, offers 
bathtubs with immense brass 
faucets and gushing hot water 
as well as showers. 

Dubois claims private bath 
houses are disappearing be¬ 
cause “it’s not a very profit¬ 
able business,” for one thing. 
In addition, the number of 
clients is shrinking. The bu¬ 
reau of statistics says three 
per cent more Parisians have 
bathrooms compared with five 
years ago. 

Will bathhouses disappear 
entirely? The public baths 
cost Paris 1.11 million francs 
a year $222,000). 

Yet Paris is a city where 
traditions are strong. After 
all, the bathtub was intro- 


unsightly in the home. Among 
those insects that seek a warm 
home are earwigs, millipeds, 
clover mites, springtails, box 
elder bugs and the common 
roach. 

Leaving the window screens 
on longer than usual is not 
the answer to barring these 
home invaders, Geigy says. 

The Way In 

Most will crawl or fly in 
through windows and doors 
left ajar for even a fleeting 
moment. Even a tiny crack in 
the wall can be a means of 
entry. Others hitchhike in as 
passengers on family pets 

To stop these invaders be¬ 
fore they penetrate hearth and 
home, Geigy suggests a “bug 
barrier*’ around the house, us¬ 
ing one of the newer insecti¬ 
cides designed to control many 
varieties of insects.

NEWTON HIGH HIT BY FIRE OF INCENDIARY ORIGIN 

A $5,000 FIRE broke out yesterday in the top floor lounge 
of a three-story building at Newton High School, the fourth 
fire at the high school this year. No injuries were reported 
and 500 students were evacuated. 

Fire officials said the blaze was of incendiary origin and 
heavily damaged the lounge. There was water damage 
throughout the top floor. Three other fires erupted in the 
Campus-style school last February. 

MOTORISTS URGED TO KEEP CARS OUT OF HUB FRIDAY 

BOSTON TRAFFIC OFFICIALS urged motorists yester¬ 
day to avoid bringing their cars into Boston Friday, the day 
after Thanksgiving. 

John H. O’Neill, city commissioner of traffic and park¬ 
ing, reminded the motoring public that Friday traditionally 
is known as Boston’s busiest shopping day. Consequently, he 
urged drivers to leave their cars at the fringe terminal park¬ 
ing lots and use public transportation into downtown Boston. 

ALGONQUIN GAS GETS OK TO HIKE DIVIDENDS 

THE FEDERAL POWER COMMISSION said yesterday 
it had received an application by Algonquin Gas Transmission 
Co. of Boston to increase natural gas deliveries to 10 utility 
customers. 

The FPC said the customers were located in Massachu¬ 
setts, Connecticut and Rhode Island. Algonquin proposes to 
increase delivery by November 1968, after spending some 
$2.2 million for new facilities.

SENATE WON’T LOWER SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS 

THE SENATE REFUSED yesterday to trim its proposed 
record increases in Social Security benefits to match lesser 
increases approved earlier by the House. By a 58-22 vote, :t 
rejected a Republican plan offered by Sen. Carl Curtis, (R.- 
Neb.), which would have substituted the House-approved plan. 

Under the Senate bill, a 15 per cent benefit increase would 
be provided along with a jump in the minimum monthly pay¬ 
ment from $44 to $70. The House bill provides for a 12.5 per 
cent increase and a $50 monthly minimum. Sen. Russel B. 
Long, (D.-La.), said the Curtis amendment ignored the plight 
of 1.6 million elderly Americans who would be removed from 
the "depths of poverty” by the Senate measure. 

HOUSE GIVES FINAL OKAY TO PEACE CORPS EXTENSION 

THE HOUSE GAVE final congressional approval yester¬ 
day to a bill extending the Peace Corps through next June. 
It defeated moves to cut the corps money authorization and 
a move to keep officials from seeking draft deferments for 
volunteers serving overseas. 

The bill which now goes to the White House after passing 
312 to 32, authorizes $116 million for the corps for the fiscal 
year that began July 1, $6 million more than it got the pre¬ 
vious year. The legislation will put the corps level at about 
16,000 volunteers serving in 58 countries. 

STOCK MARKET STAGES BRILLIANT RECOVERY 

THE STOCK MARKET staged a brilliant recovery Tues¬ 
day, erasing the previous day’s wide declines and sending 
prices substantially higher. Even widespread hikes in interest 
rates by major banks and greater likelihood of a tax boost 
could not dampen enthusiasm and most issues finished at or 
near their highest levels of the day. 

The closely watched Dow Jones average of 30 industrial 
blue chips, which finished a little more than 4 points lower 
Monday, turned in its best performance in months, soaring 
13.7 to 870.95.

ISRAEL AND JORDAN ENGAGE IN HEAVY FIGHTING 

JORDAN SAID IT SHOT DOWN two Israeli jet fighters 
yesterday in the heaviest fighting between Jordan and Israeli 
troops since the end of the June 5-10 Middle East war. In 
Jerusalem, Israeli officials announced the loss of one French- 
made Mystere fighter in the battle across the Jordan River 
near the Umm Shart Bridge. The Israelis said they destroyed 
six Jordanian tanks and “silenced” artillery fire aimed at 
them. 

Each side accused the other of starting the four-hour bat¬ 
tle which climaxed five straight days of lesser skirmishes and 
sporadic shooting across the Jordan River.

Survivors then 
launched a determined new push to dislodge Red defenders 
from the crest of Hill 875. 

Paratroopers of the 173rd Airborne Brigade, pinned down 
and sometimes surrounded for three days near the base of the 
hill, immediately ran into machinegun and mortar fire from 
North Vietnamese gunners deeply entrenched in bunkers 
up the slopes. Maj. Gen. William R. Peers said his forces 
were nearing the summit at sundown but the going was pain¬ 
fully slow. 

4 SAILORS SAY DEMONSTRATIONS PROMPTED DESERTIONS 

FOUR AMERICAN SAILORS told a Soviet newspaper 
yesterday that anti-Vietnam demonstrations at home prompt¬ 
ed them to desert the U.S. aircraft carrier Intrepid and flee 
to Moscow.

REV. BEN HERBSTER 

Speaker Says 
Church Must 
Reform Itself 


The president of the United 
Church of Christ told the an¬ 
nual Seminary Seniors Convo¬ 
cation at Andover Newton 
Theological School “unless the 
church reforms itself within 
the next 10 years, God will 
not hesitate to drop it in fa¬ 
vor of some other agency.” 

The Rev. I>r. Ben Mohr 
Herhster of New York City 
spoke at the convocation 
held from last Friday 
through Sunday. Some 80 
seniors from seven semin¬ 
aries related to the United 
Church attended. 

“God is not tied to the 
Church," Rev. Herbster said, 
“there have been many times 
when He has had to go out¬ 
side the Church to make His 
will and His name known. 

“He will not hesitate to do 
that again if the Church in 
our day does not ring more 
true and is not more faithful 
to the task of Christianity.” 

Dr. Herbster told the sen¬ 
iors the Church must make 
three changes in the next 
decade if its to survive as 
“His Church:" 

1. The Church must develop 
an increased understanding of 
the fact that “faith and action 
cannot be divorced, that they 
go hand-in-hand." The church 
can neither withdraw from the 
world nor plunge completely 
into action. 

2. Christians must learn 
how to work more closely 
with one another across 
denominational lines. 

8. The Church must put new 
emphasis on its mission to 
change the world, and less on 
programs to assure its physi¬ 
cal survival. 

“The task of the Church,” 
Dr. Herbster said, “is to make 
a better world, a world of 


A sub-committee report de¬ 
claring “there is a shortage 
of low income housing in the 
city of Newton" was unani¬ 
mously accepted by the Board 
of Aldermen Monday night.

Bobby Kennedy May Withdraw 
His Endorsement of Johnson 

Senator Edward M. Kennedy ended speculation as 
to whether he might run as a stand-in for President 
Johnson in the Massachusetts Presidential Primary 
next April if Senator Eugene J. McCarthy of Minnesota 
enters the Bay State contest. 

Ted declared flatly that he will not be a favorite 
son candidate for President next year. This is construed 
as washing out the possibility that he might stage a 
holding operation for LBJ in his home State. 

Actually, it would make no political sense whatever 
for President Johnson to reqeust him to do so. 

Mr. Johnson probably is as strong with the Demo¬ 
cratic party in Massachusetts as in any State in the 
Union. 

If he were unable to beat back a challenge by 
Senator McCarthy in .Massachusetts, the storm signals 
would be flying high for him. He would be forced to 
consider seriously the advisability of retiring from office 
because his prospects of achieving reelection next 
November would be dim, indeed. 

President Johnson should have little difficulty in 
prevailing over McCarthy in Massachusetts or New 
Hampshire or in most other States. 

But his problem will not be as simple as that if 
McCarthy does decide to run, a decision the Minnesota 
Senator apparently has not yet officially reached.

Britain’s Crisis 

To most Americans the news that Britain had 
devalued the pound had only limited and vague sig¬ 
nificance. 

To Prime Minister Harold Wilson it was a do-or- 
die step which could result in the overthrow of the 
government he heads because of widespread and intense 
public indignation. 

To the average Briton it means a period of sac¬ 
rifice and hardship, with wages frozen but prices 
rising. 

This is an instance of a leading public figure 
taking an extremely courageous but highly unpopular 
step when his nation was confronted with an economic 
crisis which threatened bankruptcy for it. 

Wilson’s objective, of course, is to promote inter¬ 
national trade for Britain, to encourage exports by 
offering lower prices in foreign markets and to dis¬ 
courage imports by making them cost more and limiting 
the purchasing power of his own people. 

Whether his strategy will work is uncertain. The 
Initial public reaction indicated that he may not be in 
office long enough to find out. 

If it doesn’t, once proud Britain will face financial 
choas, with its people suffering more than they will 
from the harsh medicine Prime Minister Wilson is now 
trying to feed them. 

If it does, British products will compete to an even 
greater extent than at present with those made in 
this country. 

One columnist observed that a bottle of Scotch 
or a tweed coat made in England will cost slightly less 
as a result of the devaluation of the pound. 

They will, indeed. But the situation is far from 
that simple. 


Four Years Ago 

It was just four years ago on Nov. 22, 1963, that 
the tragic staggering news came out of Dallas that 
President John K. Kennedy had been assassinated. 

For days the stunned people of an entire nation 
remained virtually in a state of shock, mourning the 
death of the dynamic young President whose life had 
been ended by an assassin’s bullet. 

As in the case of a family tragedy, the people of the 
United States pulled themselves together after the 
period of mourning, resumed the every day pace of 
life, shouldering the burdens and responsibilities they 
must carry. 

While John F. Kennedy’s life came to a close that 
fateful day in Dallas, his memory has not dimmed in 
the four years which have passed. It burns brightly and 
vividly.

“Four Presidents Saw Vietnam 
Of Vital U.S. Interest,” Curtis 


Thanksgiving, 1967 

Traditional, tasty turkey supplants hawks and 
doves on Thanksgiving this week as Americans pause 
to remember. In millions of homes throughout the 
land, families will gather and give thanks in a na¬ 
tional expression of gratitude for the blessings of the 
passing year. 

It is unfortunate that the Americans who should 
enjoy Thanksgiving the most, probably will enjoy it 
the least. We are thinking of the men who are fighting 
in Vietnam, manning the battlefront in the war against 
atheistic Communism. 

They are men who are giving their time and their 
lives, as many have done before them, so that we at 
home can continue to observe a day of Thanksgiving. 

There is one simple prayer that all Americans— 
whether hawks or doves — should invoke for our sons 
defending Democracy and freedom: 

‘‘The Lord bless thee, and keep thee; the Lord 
make His face to shine upon thee, and be gracious 
unto thee; the Lord lift up His countenance upon thee, 
and give thee peace.” 

Another Medicaid Alarm 

Mayor James R. McIntyre, of Quincy, has joined 
with Sen. William D. Weeks, of Cohasset, in seeking 
state legislation to set up new criteria for Medicaid 
benefits, institute proper investigation of Medicaid 
applications and to halt abuses of the program. 

The Mayor, who is also state senator from the 
first Norfolk District, said “This w'hole thing is just 
getting out of hand. It’s choking municipal budgets.” 

McIntyre noted that one of the reasons Medicaid 
has “gotten out of hand” is that federal statutes bar 
investigation of applications unless the department has 
“good cause” to believe information on the application 
Is false or misrepresentative. 

At least one out of every 10 families in Quincy 
receives Medicaid benefits. Because of it, the city is 
going §150,000 over its welfare budget allotment for 
the year for Medicaid alone. 

Every municipality in the Commonwealth is facing 
the same problem as that which confronts Quincy. 
The situation will get worse before it gets better. That 
is why the action of Sens. Weeks and McIntyre in 
seeking legislation to curb abuses in the Medicaid pro¬ 
gram, merits support. 

As we have said before — children in need of 
medical aid or dental care should get it. But the public 
should not be expected to pay the medical or dental 
bills of children whose parents can afford the cost. 

We are aware that the General Court of Massa- 
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“How to extricate ourselv¬ 
es from the morass in Viet¬ 
nam” is uppermost in 
people’s minds. But many 
people are just against the 
war and fail to face up to 
the decision as to what 
America should actually do 
to get out. Should we get out 
on almost any terms? 
Should we stand fast? If 
concessions are necessary to 
reach a settlement, how much 
can we concede?” 

These were questions dis¬ 
cussed by former Congress¬ 
man Laurence Curtis of New¬ 
ton, in addressing the New¬ 
ton Kiwanis Club at its meet¬ 
ing at Valle’s Steak House in 
Newton last Wednesday noon. 
Curtis visited Vietnam on a 
mission of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee while in Congress. 

Our objective, he said, as 
recently stated by Presi¬ 
dent Johnson, is to “permit 
self-determination In South 
Vietnam”; and this means 
that communist North Viet¬ 
nam should not be permit¬ 
ted to gain control of South 
Vietnam by force, as it 
seeks to do; and it means 
that the southward expan¬ 
sion of communism at that 
point must be contained. 

The ex-Congressman re¬ 
marked that the Geneva Con¬ 
ference of 1954 was supposed 
to have settled this question; 

♦ hat the demarcation line and 
the demilitarized zone (the 
D M. Z.) were intended to 
separate the communist north 
from the non-communist 
south, and that nearly a mil- 
l'on people who did not wish 
to live under communism 
lied from the north and took 
refuge in the south. 

“The heart of the present 
conflict,” said Curtis, “is 
that the communists want 
to take over South Viet¬ 
nam, and we don’t want 
them to.” 

“That is a conflice which is 
hard to compromise,” Curtis 
declared. And he pointed out 
that Prof. Edwin 6. Reisch- 
auer, former Ambassador to 
Japan, writing in Look Maga¬ 
zine in September said: “It 
is hard to envisage at this 
siage a negotiated settlement 
that is not virtually a surren¬ 
der by one side or the 
other’.” 

Curtis remarked that today 
some people favor our with¬ 
drawal from the war on al¬ 
most any terms. Others favor 
more massive use of power 
to defeat our adversary. 
Nearly all desire an honor¬ 
able peace through negotia¬ 
tions. But a settlement may 
be impossible without con¬ 
cessions and. as has been 
seen, meaningful concessions 
may amount to surrender, 
the ex-Congressman asserted. 

“It seems clear,” he said, 
“that the question of mak¬ 
ing concessions must de¬ 
pend on whether our vital 
national interests are at 
stake in Vietnam and w’ould 


be imperilled by our fail¬ 
ure to attain our objectives 
there. In short, it Is a mat¬ 
ter of vital national inter¬ 
est that the communists be 
contained from expanding 
beyond the demarcation 
line and gaining control of 
South Vietnam by force?” 
Curtis suggested that be¬ 
fore discussing that question 
a glance at the history of 
other difficult confrontations 
might give us insight, and he 
told of President Lincoln’s ex¬ 
perience. 

“In the fall of 1864, while 
the Civil War was unpopular, 
and while a national election 
was approaching. President 
Lincoln was urged to confer 
with negotiators from the 
South, and did so. Lincoln 
listened carefully, then took 
cut a piece of paper and 
wrote at the top: 'Number 
one: The Union must be pre- 
rerved. Number two: slavery 
must be abolished.’ He said: 
'Gentlemen, you fill in the 
rest of it . . . you write that 
in there, but just leave num¬ 
ber one and number two at 
the top, and I will sign it.’ 
The negotiation failed.” 

Curtis remarked that 
some people maintain that 
it is not a matter of vital 
national interest that the 
communists be contained 
from expanding south and 
gaining control by force 
over South Vietnam. 

Bui he pointed out that 
four Presidents had advised 
otherwise. 

“The possible consequences 
of the loss are just incalcu- 
able,” said President Eisen¬ 
hower. 

President Kennedy said 
that “Vietnam represents the 
cornerstone of the free world 
in Southeast Asia, the Key¬ 
stone to the arch, the finger 
ir. the dike.” 

President Johnson said in 
his State of the Union mes¬ 
sage last January: “We have 
chosen to fight a limited war 
in Vietnam in order to pre¬ 
vent a larger war . . . almost 
certain to follow if the Com¬ 
munists succeed in taking 
over South Vietnam by 
force.” 

And finally the Congres¬ 
sional Resolution, passed 
almost unanimously in 1964 
reads: “The United States 
regards as vital to its na¬ 
tional interest and to world 
peace the maintenance of 
international peace and se¬ 
curity in Southeast Asia.” 
“Despite these views of 
four Presidents and of the 
Congress, confirmed by lead¬ 
ers of the free nations in the 
area of Southeast Asia, the 
dissent continues, and the 
public is confused,” said 
Curtis. 

“We, in America, believe 
in the right of dissent, but we 
deplore inflammatory words 
and actions, which are an 
abuse of that right. We have 
nothing but contempt for

chusetts already has too much legislation and too little 
time to act on it, but if the Commonwealth’s 351 cities 
and towns — and the state itself — do not want to 
go bankrupt, something has to be done about Medicaid 
abuses. It must be done soon. 

We urge legislators of this area^o join with Sens. 
Weeks and McIntyre in creating a study commission 
to probe abuses in the Medicaid program. 


those who attacked the Penta¬ 
gon and descrated the Lincoln 
Memorial,” asserted the ex- 
Congressman. He continued: 
“General Giap, able com¬ 
mander in North Vietnam, 
has publicly stated that such 
actions give his people en¬ 
couragement. It encourages 
them to hang on and hope for 
victory on our home front, 
just as in 1954 they achieved 
victory in Paris as much as 
in Vietnam. Such rabid dis¬ 
sent does not shorten the 
v.ar. It prolongs it and causes 
added loss of American lives. 

“When we are asking men 
to fight and die, we have an 
obligation to support them. 
That means also supporting 
the cause for which they are 
fighting. How would you like 
to lose a son or brother in 
Vietnam, and then hear 
people saying that the whole 
effort was a mistake." 

Curtis observed that one 
reason for public confusion 
is that so many distracting 
questions are raised which 
do not really answer the 
fundamental issue, such as 
the following: 

“There was no aggression 
from the North,” say some. 
Ouir government answers, 
“There certainly is now.” 

“We intervened in a civil 
war,” say some. Our gov¬ 
ernment points out that since 
the Geneva Agreement of 1954 
the intended “temporary” 
demarcation line between 
North and South Vietnam has 
hardened into a division be¬ 
tween two de facto political 
entities. 

“It is no more ‘civil war’ 
when North Vietnam wages 
war on South Vietnam than 
it would be if there were 
a war between North and 
South Korea, or East and 
West Germany. 

“Some argue that Ho Chi 
Minh is first of all a national¬ 
ist. Our government points to 
his long history as an ardent 
communist organizer, and his 
tyranny over North Vietnam 
a f ter he got power there in 
1964, including the slaughter 
of thousands of “dissenters”; 
♦ hat the communism of Mao 
and Castro were doubted by 
some; and that many non¬ 
communists in South Viet¬ 
nam are ardent nationalists; 
that the late President Diem’s 
intense devotion to national¬ 
ism was recognized by all. 

“Some dissenters say that 
our whole policy and alleged 
vital interest is based on the 
misconception that “monoli¬ 
thic communism” still exists, 
although it does not since the 
breach between Russia and 
China. Our government anl 
swers that it is aware of that 
feet; and General Gavin re¬ 
cently said that such a fact 
was taken into account when 
plans for the Vietnamese war 
were being prepared. Our 
government also points to the 
danger resulting from China’s 
sponsorship of wars of na¬ 
tional liberation. 

“No wonder the public is 
confused,” said Curtis. 
“The voices of dissent are 
more newsworthy and spec¬ 
tacular than the voices of 
support. They get more pub¬ 
licity. In fact, when Presi¬ 
dent Truman, President 
Eisenhower, General Omar 
Bradley and others issued

support as a candidate for President would be to cap¬ 
italize on the public discontent and dissatisfaction with 
the war in Vietnam. 

This inevitably would cause a deep split within the 
Democratic party since Democratic leaders who have 
criticized administration policies would find it difficult 
to support President Johnson against Senator McCarthy. 

Reports from Washington, for example, indicate 
that Senator Robert F. Kennedy will back away from 
his earlier endorsement of President Johnson and give 
moral support to McCarthy if the latter formally an¬ 
nounces his candidacy for the Presidency. 

There may be some substance to the rumors because 
Bobby Kennedy hedged when he was asked during a 
televised interview whether he still intends to back 
President Johnson for reelection. 

"Right now I'm supporting President Johnson,” 
was as far as Bobby would do. 

When related to his replies to earlier questions, the 
impression a listener gathered was that the brother of 
the late President might withdraw his support of LBJ 
if McCarthy challenges him for the Democratic Presi¬ 
dential nomination in 1968. 

Robert Kennedy said, in response to queries, that 
he did not regard McCarthy as a serious threat who 
might defeat President Johnson but that he did con¬ 
sider his potential candidacy a serious matter “because 
1 think he will speak the frustrations and unhappiness 
that exist in the country, which obviously are not all 
President Johnson’s fault but in any case exist and 
which must be recognized and which exist within the 
Democratic party and with the Democratic party 
structure.” 

Bobby went on to express the belief that McCarthy 
would have “some following” if he campaigns around the 
country and enters some of the Presidential primaries. 

Asked if he still intends to support President John¬ 
son, Bobby replied that he perhaps would have some¬ 
thing further to say if Senator McCarthy announces 
his candidacy. 

“But you won’t say it right now?” Bobby was asked. 

“Right now I’m supporting President Johnson,” 
he replied. 


That was interpreted to mean 
that he is supporting Prpsi- 
ident Johnson “right now” be¬ 
cause McCarthy isn't yet run¬ 
ning against him. 

Persons close to Bobby Ken¬ 
nedy who, like McCarthy, has 
opposed administration policies 
in Vietnam, sav that Bobby 
helieies his position would he 
inconsistent and virtually in* 
defensible if he supported 
President Johnson against a 
Democratic anti-war candidate 
such as Senator McCarthy. 

The breach between the Pres¬ 
ident and Bobby Kennedy ob¬ 
viously would widen if Mc¬ 
Carthy moves into the Pres¬ 
idential field and Bobby gives 
him any kind of help. 

That also poses a question 
as to what Senator Ted Ken¬ 
nedy would do in such a turn 
of events. 

Ted's relations with Presi¬ 
dent Johnson are warmer and 
more cordial than are Bobby's . 

While Ted shares some of 
his brother’s misgivings about 
the war in Vietnam, he has not 
been as outspoken in his crit¬ 
icism of the Johnson adminis¬ 
tration. 

It seems highly improbable 
that Ted would directly or in¬ 
directly support McCarthy 
against Mr. Johnson in Massa¬ 
chusetts. In fact, it is much 
more likely that he would con¬ 
sider it necessary to hack the 
President in the interest of 
parly unity. 

It's entirely conceivable that 
Bobby and Ted Kennedy may 
adopt different postures in next 
year's Presidential Primaries 
if Senator McCarthy finally 
decides to run against Presi¬ 
dent Johnson. 

In view of all the problems 
he would cause, McCarthy un¬ 
doubtedly will he mgerl by 
partv leaders to subdue his 
Presidential ambitions. 
Whether he’ll listen to their 
arguments and reasoning is a 

big question.

Sears Not in Line 
For Governor Run 

Those Republicans who are 
predicting: that Representative 
John W. Sears of the Back Bay 
will he their party’s nominee 
for Governor in 1970 are be¬ 
ing: unrealistic. 

Sears flashed into promi¬ 
nence during: the excellent 
fight he waged in Boston's 
preliminary mayoralty cam¬ 
paign. He polled a creditable 
vote, attracted substantial 
Democratic support and made 
a good showing. 

However, the Republican 
candidate for Governor in 
1970, assuming that Governor 
John A. Volpe does not seek 
reelection to another term, will 
he either Attorney General 
Elliot L. Richardson or Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Francis W. 
Sareent. 

The tun obviously are on a 
political course which is head - 
ed for the 1970 Republican 
State Convention. Sears would 
not have the state - wide 
strength to stand up agaisnt 
either of them. 

Most Republicans are not

It's unlikely that there'll he 
anv place for Sears on the Re¬ 
publican State ticket in 1970 
unless he stands for one of the 
offices usually won by Demo¬ 
crats. 

Delegates Not in Step 
With House Members 

When the Republican na¬ 
tional convention back in 1948 
adopted a platform advocating 
the enactment of a great deal 
of progressive legislation, the 
then President Harry Truman 
called the 80th Congress hack 
into session and submitted to 
it a number of the proposals 
the GOP conclave had en¬ 
dorsed. 

That was a Republican-con- 
trolled conservative Congress. 
The Speaker of the national 
House was Joe Martin, then 
at the peak of his power on 
Capitol Hill. 

It turned out, as Truman 
undoubtedly knew’ in advance 
it w'ould, that a big majority 
of the GOP Congressmen were 
not sympathetic to the liberal 
planks contained in the party 
platform. 

The likelihood is that a ma¬ 
jority of the convention dele¬ 
gates were just as unenthusias- 
tic about the platform hut as¬ 
sumed that it was something to 
be adopted and forgotten. 

In that particular instance 
Harry Truman , a staunch Deni • 
ocrat if ever there was one, 
was not disposed to allow the 
Republican platform to be 
buried without a wake and 
proper services. 

Virtually every measure sup¬ 
ported by the Republican con¬ 
vention was scuttled by the Re¬ 
publican Congress. This did 
not surprise Mr. Truman, but 
it did give him something to 
talk about in the dogged, up¬ 
hill Presidential campaign he 
waged and in which he 
achieved an upset victory. 

Memories of those historic 
happenings flooded back when 
Bay State Republicans held an 
off-year convention and ap¬ 
proved a platform calling for 
a variety of reforms and nu¬ 
merous social welfare ad¬ 
vances. 1 ^ 

It is interesting to speculate 
on what would happen if a 
Democrat were serving as Gov¬ 
ernor and tested out the Re¬ 
publican legislators by spon¬ 
soring some of the planks con¬ 
tained in the platform adopt¬ 
ed at the convention in Wor¬ 
cester. 

The guessing here is that a 
majority of the Republican 
members of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives would line up 
against a number of the con¬ 
vention proposals. 

Except for a handful of law¬ 
makers, for example, most of 
the GOP House members are 
opposed to a reduction in the 
size of the body in which they 
serve. Like their Democratic 
colleagues, they believe in the 
law’ of political self-preserva¬ 
tion. 

They also poim out that 
th^re is no assurance whatever 
that cutting the size of the 
House from 210 to 180 mem¬ 
bers would result in better 
government or accomplish any¬ 
thing except to save the sal¬ 


aries and expenses of 60 leg- 
Iators. 

Some observers also felt that 
a proposal backed by State 
Senator John Quinlan of 
Dover, which would limit leg¬ 
islative sessions to not more 
than eight months, sounds 
good In theory hut might not 
work well in actual practice. 

With the Democrats in con¬ 
trol of both branches of the 
Legislature , they could bury 
Republican bills in commit¬ 
tees and allow them to die 
there at the end of eight 
months. 

In urging expensive pro¬ 
grams the delegates called for 
the enactment of new taxes to 
pay the bills but did not get 
down to specifics as to just 

what the new’ taxes should be.

Romney Lost Fight 
Before He Started It 

Michigan’s Governor George 
Romney waited until he was 
just about out of the Presiden¬ 
tial race to announce himself 
a candidate for the Presidency. 

This may well prove to he 
a case where Romney lost his 
fight before he officially 
started it. 

Earlier in the year, Romney 
loomed as a strong contender 
for the Republican Presidential 
nomination, possibly the most 
powerful in the GOP picture. 

He was extremely popular, 
and his political stock w»as 
booming. 

Then he began to talk him¬ 
self into trouble. His popular¬ 
ity waned. Hit stock dropped. 

When be finally declared 
himself a candidate, his chanc¬ 
es of gaining his party’s Pres¬ 
idential nomination seemed 
extremely remote. 

He is now rated behind a 
somewhat shopworn Richard 
Nixon and a Nelson Rockefel¬ 
ler who insists he isn't running 
and will not run hut w ho, nev¬ 
ertheless, may wind up with 

the nomination.

Mike Ward’s Death 
Recalls Many Stories 

Michael J. Ward died re¬ 
cently in Florida, and his 
death marked the passing of 
another famous figure of the 
era which ended when the late 
James M. Gurley finally bowed 
out of politics. 

Mike Ward is remembered 
for many things. He served in. 
the Boston City Council, the 
Boston School Committee and 
the House of Representatives. 

He got his political school¬ 
ing from a master of the trade 
—the fabled James M. Curley. 
Mike was Curley's secretary 
when the latter was Mayor of 
Boston. 

Mike developed an ability to 
mimic Curley's voice to the 
point where a person on the 
other end of a telephone line 
was completely fooled. 

This enabled the roguish 
Ward to get quite a few jobs 
for his constituents when he 
was holding office himself. He 
would call a city department 
head and in a silver-toned 
voice tell him: “This is the 
Mayor. I am sending So-and- 
So over to you. I want you to 
put him to work right away.” 

Or lie would telephone the 
master at Deer Island and give 
him a list of addresses where 
he wanted turkeys from the 
prison poultry farm delivered 
for Thanksgiving or Christmas. 
Invariably, the addresses were 
those of poor families without 
the means to buy a holiday 
dinner. 

Rumor had it that Mike 
Ward at the height of his po¬ 
litical power had an army of 
mattress and “ghost” voters 
who would march into battle 
behind him on election day. 

Mike always piously denied 
any knowledge of such an op¬ 
eration. He wouldn't even 
know’ how to do it, he claimed. 

Then something happened 
which caused political onlook¬ 
ers to sit up in startled at¬ 
tention. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
A1 Smith were opponents in 
the 1932 Presidential Pri¬ 
mary in Massachusetts. 

James M. Curley was on the 
Roosevelt slate and spearhead¬ 
ed the drive for FDR in Bos¬ 
ton. Mike Ward’s support 
went with Curley’s—to Roose¬ 
velt. 

But Smith won overwhelm¬ 
ingly. The Roosevelt slate was 
crushed. Curley was unable to 
deliver Boston to Roosevelt. 

When the smoke cleared 
after that historic battle , Smith 
had bested Roosevelt in 21 of 
Boston s 22 wards. 

The only part of Boston 
Roosevelt was able to carry was 
the W ard 9 section of Roxbury 
where Mike Ward supposedly 
had h is mattress voters. 

That was the year Curley 
went to the Democratic nation* 
a I convention as a delegate 
from Puerto Rico. 

It was also the year observ¬ 
ers learned something about 
Mike Ward's political muscle. 
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Henry County, Ill., claims 
the title “Hog Capital of the 
World" because of its high 
hog production per acre.

and in homes throughout 
America there’ll be many 
empty places at dinner tables 
on Thanksgiving, 1967 - just 
as there were through two 
World Wars and during a war 
in a place called Korea. 

Yet, even as a little band 
of men and women close by 
Plymouth Rock gave thanks 
to God for survival, nearly 
350 years ago, Amencaiis 
everywhere will look to Hi n 
again in 1967 - in gratitude 
and in trust. 

At 4:53 p.m. In a quiet of¬ 
fice in Washington the other 
day - seven minutes befote 
quitting time - a proclama¬ 
tion prosaically numbered 
3819 came in from the 
President’s office. It was 
duly stamped and sent lor 
filing in the Office of the 
Federal Register. 

The Proclamation was a 
sort of routine thing. It mere¬ 
ly announced in accordance 
with the law that Thursday, 
November 23, 1967, would be 
observed in every part of the 
United States as Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day. 

In spirit and concept Presi¬ 
dential Proclamation No. 3819 
wasn’t much different than 
the proclamation penned with 
a feather quill by a young 
governor named Winthrop 
back in 1621. It was quite the 
same as that to which a har¬ 
ried Lincoln affixed his sig¬ 
nature back in 1863. 

In 1621 the little group of 
men and women who sat 
down at festive, bounty-la¬ 
den tables knew a world that 
was small, bounded by dan¬ 
gers known and unknown. 
The winter before they had 
reverently buried nearly half 
their number - victims of a 
seemingly harsh, implacable 
land. Now they wanted to 
thank God for the blessings 
He had bestowed on them 
during a long summer of la- 
bo^ and devotion. 

In 1863, Abraham Lincoln, 
beset by a bloody strife 
which had set brother 
against brother, was nearly 
two years away from peace 
in a war to which no one 
could foresee an end. He 
listened to the persistent 
voice of the editor of a 
tightly circulated women's 
journal to follow the exam¬ 
ple of the 33-year-old Win¬ 
throp and give thanks to 
God for his blessings. 

In 1967, Lyndon Johnson, 
head of the most prosperous 
nation ever built on this 
planet, joined Winthrop and 
Lincoln in affixing their 
names to proclamations 
which only underscore the 
wishes of a God-fearing peo¬ 
ple. Lincoln still awaited the 
decision of many battles yet 
to precede Appotomax and 
peace when he listened and 
agreed with Editor Sarah 
Hale. 

Ahead of Johnson 19 the 
final solution of the most in¬ 
explicable war in which this 
nation has ever engaged. Like 
Lincoln and Winthrop before 
him, he finds himself unable 
to divine the future. 

Thanksgiving Day is in 
many ways the most unique 
and one of the most eagerly 
anticipated of all American 
holidays. 

Historians tell us that John 
Winthrop was not its origina¬ 
tor. They say that, dating 
back long before man kept 
written records or built tra¬ 
ditions, peoples of all cultures 
in many parts of the world 
observed days of gratitude to 
God or to deities they beleived

By Bay State

The Harriers of Brockton 
High School, successfully de¬ 
fended their New England 
Cross-Country title in Water- 
ville, Maine, Saturday, No¬ 
vember 11 , sweeping to the 
Class A championship and 
the New England champion¬ 
ship two years running.

Dr. Friedman On Research 
Team In Surgieal Field 


Drs. Edward W. Friedman 
of Newton, Howard A. Frank 
and Peter Lambert are a 
three-man team from Beth 
Israel conducting research on 
a new method for increasing 
blood flow to organs and 
tissues. They are co-authors 
of a paper based on their find¬ 
ings entitled “The Establish¬ 
ment of a New Blood Supply 
to Ischemic Tissues by the 
Implantation of an Arterial- 
Venous Pedicle.*' 

The significance of the re¬ 
search lies in the fact that Dr. 
Friedman and his associates 
have expanded the principle of 
arterial implantation to in¬ 
clude a vein and vascular 
plexus as well, in research 
with animals. Several investi¬ 
gators have successfully per 
formed arterial implantation 
of the myocardium or muscu 
lar tissue of the heart but 
little success has been re 
ported when arterial implan 
tat ion was underta in non 

cardiac tissue. 

By e inding the implanta. 
tion technique to consist of a 
stalklikc structure or pedicle 
composed of an artery*, vein 
and preformed vessel net 
work, the three-man Beth 
Israel team met with consid 
erable success in re-vascu¬ 
larizing non-cardiac tissues 
which had suffered dimuni 
tion in blood. 

The doctors concluded that 
implantation of arterial 
venous pedicles indicates 
“such pedicles can remain pa 
tent, connect with the vascu 
lar bed of the recipient tissue 
and provide significant blood 
flow to ischemic tissues." 

“Because the experiment 
presented a few techincal 
problems, considerable more 
research has to be done before 


considering use of pedicle 
transplant surgery on pa¬ 
tients," the doctors stated. 

Dr. Friedman, surgeon at 
Beth Israel Hospital, recently 
returned from the Conference 
of the International Surgical 
Society in Vienna, where he 
delivered the paper he co¬ 
authored. A resident of New¬ 
ton, Dr. Friedman has been 
at Beth Israel for 19 years. 

Dr. Frank, a native of Bos 
ton, has been associated with 
the Hospital for 28 years. He 
is Associate Clinical Pro¬ 
fessor of Surgery at Harvard 
Medical School. His colleague 
Dr. Lambert, lives in Brook¬ 
line. He is a Research Asso¬ 
ciate in Surgery at Beth Is¬ 
rael Hospital.

sive attack with its inexpert 
enced team. The Tigers have 
scored only 54 points in their 
eight games while Brookline 
almost equalled that total 
whipping Watertown, 49-0.

Robbie scored all eight 
of Newton's points against 
New Bedford with a touch¬ 
down and a safety. 

Thurston, the otiier co- 
capt.iin, and John Quigley 
are the Tiger ends. Quigley 
also does the place kicking. 

Bill Andersen and Mike Man 
nis are the tackles, Joe 
Picariello and Bob Snyder 
are the guards, and Mark 
Hoffman is the center. 

The defensive secondary, 
probably the strongest aspect 
of the Newton game, is made 
up of Bonn, Thurston, Arce.se, 
and Pete Manson. The quick, 
rangy quartet will be called 
on to stop Moloney’s air 
attack. 

No two teams could be

ment of certain rental for cer¬ 
tain dwellings, the actual 
lease being between the ten¬ 
ant and the owner. 

The advantages of this pro¬ 
gram are, according to the re¬ 
port: 

“1. The Authority can relo¬ 
cate low income families and 
individuals, in decent housing 
while the community proceeds 
with construction of perma¬ 
nent low income housing. 

“2. The upgrading of pri¬ 
vately owned and deteriora¬ 
ting residential properties 
by rent incentives to (he 
owners and long term leases. 

“3. Another advantage Is 
that these low-income families 
have the opportunity to live in 
private homes, and it keeps 
them out of projects which 
are generally unsatisfactory 
sociologically. 

“4. Another advantage Is 

that if the low income family 
is being subsidized in a pri¬ 
vate home, as their income in¬ 
creases, they can pay the total 
rent in the same dwelling be¬ 
coming regular tenants and 
an integral part of the com¬ 
munity. 

“5. Likewise, and of great 
importance, tills program 
continues the property on 
the local real estate tax rolls 
at the regular tax rate.” 

Another program discussed 
by the subcommittee is hous¬ 
ing built under 221D3. This 
housing is built by private de¬ 
velopers, and charitable 
groups. However, the Housing 
Authority can rent a number 
of units on a lease basis in 
these structures. 

The report said that “al¬ 
though your committee was

not charged with investiga 
ting the question of the need 
for moderate income housing, 
it is apparent from our inves¬ 
tigation that there Is a great 
need in the city and can be 
covered under 221D3 Proj¬ 
ects.” 

The committee felt that this 
type of housing would provide 
for the intermingling of low 
income and moderate income 
families in one project. 

The committee was empha¬ 
tic about the point that “un¬ 
der no circumstances would 
the committee recommend 
that any large project be 
feasible for the City of New¬ 
ton. 

Members felt that “this city 
should not create ghettos for 
low income residents.” Chair¬ 
man Uehlein stressed further 
that ghettos for any group 
should be avoided. 

Finance Committee Chair¬ 
man John P. Nixon opposed 
the 221R3 type of housing for 
subsidizing low income ren¬ 
tals, expressing fear that the 
city might not have the prop¬ 
er control over where and how 
it was built. 

Chairman Uehlein pointed 
out that the aldermen would 
have to approve all projects 
as they do now with housing 
for the elderly construction.

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Amies Is Hardy 
Leafier Of Style

NEW YORK (UPI)—Hardy 
Amies, who might be called 
debonair, dashing or even 
dapper, has set out to trans¬ 
form the middle class Ameri¬ 
can male into a reasonable 
facsimile of the suave inter¬ 
national type who looks as if 
he might have just stepped 
off a plane from Europe. 

Amies, 58, won world fame 
as a designer of women’s 
clothes before he turned his 
considerable talents a few 
years ago to men's wear for 
Hepworths, an enormous Brit¬ 
ish chain which started out by 
paying him $50,000 a year for 
ideas. They ended up as 
partners. 

Then GENESCO entered his 
life. GENESCO owns prac¬ 
tically everything connected 
with clothing — dress houses, 
shoe companies, clothing fac¬ 
tories, chains of men’s wear 
stores such as Roger Kent in 
the East and Roos/Atkins in 
the West, wfyich will market 
the Amies line. At $100 and 
up. 

A year ago Amies signed 
a five year, $125,000 a year 
contract with GENESCO and 
this year he incubated the 
egg — what is described as a 
casually elegant “Hardy 
Amies, U. S. A.” look. The 
look encompasses everything 
between the tip of the shoes 
and the crown of the hat. The 
look is cool. 

The look is most noticeable 
in the cut of the jacket. The 
coat is about an inch longer 
than the average American 
coat, the waist is slightly 
suppressed and the jacket 
flares from rather low-set but¬ 
tons, the bottom one placed 
at the natural waistline. The 
vents are deep and cut for a 
substantial overlap. The effect 
is slimming. 

The slim effect is empha¬ 
sized by the trousers which 
are cut straight from knee to 
ankle and with no cuffs. The 
bottoms of the trousers are 
angled, with the back about 
three-quarters of an inch 
longer than the front to show 
more shoe and to suggest a 
slight flare. 

“If the jacket flares from 
higher placed buttons,” Amies 
said in what might be called a 
crisp British accent, “the ef¬ 
fect is rather like that of a 
maternity jacket.” He men¬ 
tioned no names but a famous 
Paris designer does place the 
buttons higher on the chest. 

The Amies look is total and 
color coordination is an im¬ 
portant feature with the hat, 
shirt, tie, cuff links, socks, 
shoes, coats and jackets blend¬ 
ed for the proper effect. Or 
if not blended, they are 
matched or contrasted with 
some care. “A mistake is 
good if it’s a good mistake,” 
Amies said. 

Some Details 

A few details: 

Topcoats are shorter than 
those seen in America and 
some are eight button double 
breasted, somewhat fitted and 
worn with a curled brim hat 
that is pulled further down 
the eyebrows than usual. 
Raincoats are even shorter, 
often have a cape-like flair. 
He also shows capes, which 
are big in England at the mo¬ 
ment.

is West and never the twain 
shall meet.” 

So wrote Rudyard Kipling, 
but he might agree that the 
“twain” have met in Singa¬ 
pore, as fascinating a city to¬ 
day as it is storied in legend. 

Even the island city’s 
name (all Singapore, city 
and republic, is contained on 
224 square mlies of territory) 
is a part of its romance. Ac¬ 
cording to legend, Singapore 
was named by a prince of 
the Sri Viiaya court on the is- 
ruled the South Seas in the 
14th Century. The prince left 
the SriVijaya court on the is¬ 
land of Sumatra to look for a 
place to found a city of his 
own, and happened upon the 
island situated at the south¬ 
ernmost tip of the Malay 
Peninsula. Seeing a strange 
animal which he was told 
was a lion, Prince Sang Nila 
Utama decided to name his 
newly discovered kingdom 
Singa-Pura, or Lion City. 

The Singapore of today, 
with its strong mixture of 
Western culture, came into 
being in 1819, when Britain’s 
Sir Stamford Raffles made 
an agreement with the 
Malay Sultan who owned the 
swampy, diamond-shaped is¬ 
land that allowed the East 
India Company to establish 
a trading post at the mouth 
of the Singapore River. The 
entire island was later ced¬ 
ed in perpetuity to the com¬ 
pany. which turned it over 
to the British crown. 

Singapore’s deep, natural 
harbor and its surrounding 
ring of tiny offshore islands 
gave ships sheltei from 
storms and safety from the 
infamous pirates of the Mal- 
ncca Straits. Located stra¬ 
tegically at the center of an 
area rich in tropical produce, 
spices and other natural re¬ 
sources, and with a free port 
policy which still exists. 
Singapore soon attracted 
traders and settlers, and be¬ 
came an important way-sta¬ 
tion for China-bound ships of 
the 19th Century. 

Singapore also attracted 
smugglers and adventurers, 
and many a story of these 
has been spun by such nov¬ 
elists as Maugham and Con¬ 
rad. 

When Britain dc.tiled to 
rule formally the territories 
won by her adventurous 
traders, Singapore became 
the center of the administra¬ 
tion for Malaya, Malacca 
nnd Penang, the sister settle¬ 
ments of Singapore. 

Singapore also gained 
fame as the “impregnable is- 
'ynd fortress’’ from which the 
British military defended 
England’s empire East of 
Suez. This reputation was 
ruined by the near instant de¬ 
feat of Singapore by the 
Japanese in 1942 — all be 
cause the giant guns, in fixed 
positions, were pointed in the 
wrong direction. 

Fifth Largest Port 

The legacy Singapore in¬ 
herited from the East India 
Company has made it what it 
is today. In terms of tonnage 
passing through the harbor, 
it is the fifth largest port in 
the world. Its highly develop¬ 
'd wholesale and retail com¬ 
merce. banking system, in 
surance, shipping and stor¬ 
age facilities have made 


Singapore presents an un¬ 
usual picture to the present 
day traveler. The fact that 
roughly three-fourths of the 
island’s two million inhabi- 
I tants speak a variety of Eng¬ 
lish and because the multi¬ 
racial population of Chinese, 
Malays, Indians, Pakistanis 
and Eurasians have largely 
abandoned their traditional 
native garb for Western style 
clothes, visitors get the im¬ 
pression that Singapore is 
more Western than Eastern; 
a place where Kipling’s 
“twain” have met and fused. 

The contrasts are striking. 
The government is Socialist, 
but fully one-third of the is¬ 
land's inhabitants depend on 
purely capitalistic trade for 
their existence; three-fourths 
of the population are des¬ 
cendants of Chinese immi¬ 
grants. and while they are in 
political eonttrol they have 
made Malay the national 
language out of deference to 
the predominantly Malay 
neighbors, Malaysia and In 
donesia. 

In contrast to steamy, 
teeming Chinatown, and the 
busy bazaars of Arab Street, 
where drying laundry on 
bamboo poles form arches 
ever the narrow streets, 
there are tens of thousands 
of modern, low-cost public 
housing tenements, monu¬ 
ments to the Socialist govern¬ 
ment’s progress in urban re¬ 
newal. There is a growing 
suburbia, and a middle class 
that has taken to weekend 
barbecues, water skiing, 
yachting, golf and tennis. 

Singapore is a blend of the 
old and the new — the mys¬ 
tic Orient of piping snake 
charmers and serene mos¬ 
ques with the South Sea 
magic of swaying palms and 
native charms, and yet very 
much a 20th century metro¬ 
polis, with mile-long traffic 
jams at rush hour, skyscrap¬ 
ers and a stock and com¬ 
modity exchange as frantic 
as Wall Street’s. 

Ocean liners and Chinese 
bumboats, with magic eyes 
on the bows to ward off evil 
spirits, crowd the harbor, 
occasionally jostling each 
other for space. 

In the housing estates, 
there are rows upon rows of 
modern brick homes, and one 
can almost imagine them in 
Europe or America — were 
it not for their shocking pink, 
bright turquoise, emerald 
and flamingo colors. Singa¬ 
pore may have the gaudiest 
houses in the world. 

But in spite of the apart¬ 
ment buildings and the grow¬ 
ing suburbia, there is more 
than a trace of Somerset 
Maugham’s Singapore. The 
sun may have set on the Bri¬ 
tish Empire, but the last 
lingering rays remain on the 
palms that Maugham saw 
fronting the famed but aging 
Raffles Hotel, grey - stoned 
Victorian buildings still stand 
proudly somber along the 
waterfront. And as the multi- 
hued sun sets over the hori¬ 
zon, the Britisher, no longer 
colonial master, still heads 
for his customary "strength” 
of scotch and soda in the stif¬ 
fly English Tangle Inn or 
Tanglin Club. 

Chinese Customs 

Crusty old Chinese chand¬ 
lers still rush to meet incom- 


shaped lighters, offering 
fresh produce and spare 
parts to visiting vessels. The 
business of buying and sell¬ 
ing, largely conducted in 
dimly lit and dingy rcoms. 
and with an abacus instead 
of adding machine, still goes 
on much in the same manner 

— if not in the same rooms 

— as it did a half-century 
ago. 

The famed but fast-vanish¬ 
ing Death Houses of Sago 
Lane, where the aged Chin¬ 
ese go to die, are still in busi¬ 
ness. Chinatown is all noise, 
hut the shouts of hawkers are 
now drowned out by blaring 
m-fi sets pouring fourth rock 
'n-roll music or the Beatles. 

The hawkers of food have 
been forced to surrender 
their traditional haunts to the 
government’s auto - parks 
but as soon as the sun sets, 
and the city workers have 
driven away in their shiny 
imported cars, the push-cart 
hawkers take up their posi¬ 
tions and offer everything 
from satay (skewered ana 
roasted bits of lamb, pork or 
beef) to a five or six-course 
Chinese dinner . 

Across the island at Ju- 
rong the activity is different 
from the traditional street 
selling of downtown Singa 
pore. There, the government 
has set aside 17,000 acres for 
an industrial estate and satel¬ 
lite town. Though still half- 
empty, Jurong promises to be 
come a bee-hive of industrial 
activity as more foreign in¬ 
vestment is lured in to estab¬ 
lish factories. 

Away from the hustle and 
bustle of the city, peaceful 
Malay fisherfolk, still living 
in houses on stilts amid co¬ 
conut palms and strips oi 
quiet beaches on the east and 
west coasts, trap fish in a 
leisurely fashion. 

A stroll at dawn reveals 
the crowd of excited children 

— barefoot and big-eved as 
they watch in never failing

In S. Vietnam 
Halting Cong 

Staff Sergeant Warren M. 
Dixon, son-in-law af Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Doaval of 41 
Bernard St., Newton, recently 
took part in a mission that 
was credited with halting Viet 
Cong attacks on Allied out¬ 
posts in South Vietnam. 

Sgt. Dixon, a flight mech¬ 
anic aboard an AC-47 Dragon- 
ship, was on ground alert 
when he and .his crew were 
scrambled. They had heard a 
forward air controller calling 
for help over the tower radio 
frequency and just moments 
later were airborne. 

Dodging some angry storm 
fronts, the Dragonship ar¬ 
rived over the outpost and 
turned its own fury on the at¬ 
tacking enemy that threaten¬ 
ed to overrun the small Allied 
force. 

As brilliant two-million can¬ 
dlelight flares lighted the 
area, the Dragonship’s three 
mini-guns began spewing out 
6.000 rounds per minute. A 
short time later all ground 
fire had stopped. 

“While we were firing on 
the enemy positions,” said 
Sgt. Dixon, “the forward air 
controller w r as checking an¬ 
other outpost which he had 
been unable to contact by ra¬ 
dio. He reported that all he 
could see was Viet Cong. 
Seconds later we were over 
the second target and firing 
our remaining ammunition.” 

The ship then returned to 
Bien Hoa Air Base after alert¬ 
ing another AC-47. 

The sergeant and his fellow 
crew members reloaded the 
aircraft and returned to the 
beseiged outpost. They spent 
the next two hours firing at 
the enemy around the Allied 
position. 

Sgt. Dixon is a member of 
the 4th Air Commando Squad¬ 
ron based at Bien Hoa. 

The seergeant is a graduate 
of Thomas R. Brown High 
School.

Packages weighing up to 
5 lbs. can be sent to service¬ 
men overseas by surface trans¬ 
portation up to December 1. 
These will move to ports of 
embarkation by surface trans¬ 
portation and will be air lifted

Postmaster Martin urges 
public cooperation in comply¬ 
ing with these recommended 
mailing schedules. “Heavy 
snow in many parts of the 
country and forecast for this 
area prior to Christmas will 
create serious problems in the 
transportation and delivery of 
this record mail load this 
year,” he said. 

Zip Codes both in the return 
and correspondent’s address 
would substantially aid in the 
distribution of mail, particu¬ 
larly by the Christmas tem¬ 
porary employees, who could 
identify by number the proper 
postofflee where duplicate 
street names are found with¬ 
in a city. In the Boston dis¬ 
trict there are as many as 
twbnty-four streets of the 
identical name. Insofar as par¬ 
cels are concerned, the use of 
Zip Codes will permit the by¬ 
passing of various terminals 
and provide straight-line 
transportation to office of ad¬ 
dress on parcel post. 

Postmaster Martin likewise 
suggested that the fullest use 
be made of the special postal 
services such as, insurance, 
registration of valuables, spe¬ 
cial delivery and special han¬ 
dling services and air mail. 

The public are reminded 
that the multiple handlings of 
parcel post require that the 
packages be strong and con¬ 
tents well cushioned. A dupli¬ 
cate copy of the address 
should be enclosed within the 
package for added protection. 

Postal officials advise that 
the beautiful new Christmas 
stamp is now available at all 
stations and branches in the 
Boston Postal District.

During the height of the 
storm Rte. 128 was closed 
down, boxing thousands of 
cars in the Newton area. Cars 
from the main circumferential 
highway added to the conges¬ 
tion already backing up main 
arteries and numerous side 
streets through the Newton 
villages. 

About the only route open 
from Newton into Boston was 
the toll road extension but 
that became blocked on the 
Hub end when off ramps 
jammed up. One Newton man 
went from Newton to Lincoln 
st. in Boston in 25 minutes, 
then spent three hours getting 
up Lincoln st. to Summer st. 

The traffic jam followed a 
pattern similar to that created 
when a rock is dropped in a 
pool of water. It began in the 
downtown area and radiated 
out into the suburbs. It began 
as the commuters left the 
downtown area and, as more 
and more autos Joined the 
home-going crowds, the traffic 
lines bulged out on all arteries 
leading into and out of the 
city.

McNAMARA TO TAKE WORLD BANK JOB NEXT YEAR 

DEFENSE SECRETARY Robert S. McNamara an¬ 
nounced last night that he would assume the presidency 
of the World Bank sometime next year. President Johnson, 
In a separate statement, said the shift would not affect 
Vietnam war policy. 

McNamara confirmed his decision to leave the Pentagon 
after nearly seven years about an hour after the World 
Bank’s executive directors agreed unanimously to offer 
him the job. “I have felt for some time that there would 
be benefit from the appointment of a fresh person” to be 
civilian chief of the Defense Department, McNamara said. 

Johnson and McNamara said no precise date had been 
iet for the change, and the President gave no indication 
who he would name as McNamara's successor, or when. 

SENATE OK's POSTAL RATE HIKE, FEDERAL RAISES 

THE SENATE VOTED overwhelmingly yesterday to 
raise postal rates next year and give federal employees a 
$2.6 billion pay raise. The combined pay increase-postal rate 
measure passed 85 to 2 and was sent to a joint Senate-House 
Conference Committee to iron out slight difference with a 
bill passed by the House earlier. 

Both measures would give federal employes and postal 
woraers a tidy Christmas bonus, since the first year s in¬ 
crease would be retroactive to Oct. 1. The bill would raise 
the price of stamps for first class letters from five to six 
cents; first class postcards from four to five cents; airmail 
letters from eight cents to 10 cents; and airmail cards from 
six cents to eight cents. 

LBJ FORCES MAKE DESPERATE TAX HIKE BID 

THE JOHNSON ADMINISTRATION proposed $4.1 bil¬ 
lion in federal spending cuts yesterday in a new, seemingly 
hopeless bid to get a tax increase this year from a skeptical 
Congress. The House Ways and Means Committee reopened 
hearings on President Johnson's proposal for a 10 per cent 
Income tax surcharge, which it shelved Oct. 3, to hear the 
administration's new spending plan. 

Treasury Secretary Henry H. Fowler left the impression 
after testifying that he doubted Congress would approve 
higher taxes before it adjourns, probably close to Christ¬ 
mas. The committee chairman, Rep. Wilbur Mills, (D-Ark.), 
aaid House action by then was impossible. 

NEW HAVEN RR REORGANIZATION PLAN HIT 

A PLAN AIMED at giving creditors of the bankrupt 
New Haven Railroad a profit after the line is sold into the 
merged Penn-Central came under fire Wednesday when it 
was presented by New Haven Trustee William J. Kirk. Kirk 
submitted a proposed plan of reorganization for the bank¬ 
rupt line at Interstate Commerce Commission hearings on 
the line's sale to a merged Penn-Central. 

He proposed a plan to set up a securities investment 
company which would provide for "the non-cash treatment ’ 
of bondholders claims. Representatives of the Harlem River 
bondholders and other first mortgage holders objected to 
Kirk’s plan on grounds that it did not treat accrued interest 
on claims fairly.

GREEKTORK ACCORD ON CYPRUS IMMINENT 

NEUTRAL NEGOTIATORS shuttling between Athens 
and Ankara were reported last night to have won agree¬ 
ment on a peaceful settlement of the Cyprus crisis which 
threatened to engulf Greece and Turkey in war. Final ap¬ 
proval and an end to the six-day-old Mediterranean crisis 
hinged on Archbishop Makarios III, president of Cyprus. 

“Agreement between Greece and Turkey is a fact — it 
Is now a matter of Makarios’ okay,” informed sources said 
in Athens. U.S. presidential envoy Cyrus Vance flew to 
Nicosia, Cyprus, from Athens early in the day for urgent 
consultation with Archbishop Makarios and Turkish Cypriot 
leaders. 

SYRIAN PRESIDENT CALLS FOR ISRAEL WAR 

PRESIDENT NOUREDDIN ATASSI of Syria told cheer¬ 
ing thousands in Damascus yesterday that victory over 
Israel was the only solution to the Middle East crisis. Re¬ 
ports from Algiers indicated President Houari Boumedienne 
also has ruled out any political solution to the dispute with 
Israel. 

Even as Damascus radio broadcast Atassi’s defiance of 
the United Nations and another rebuff to fellow Arab 
leaders advocating moderation, a high-level Syrian delegation 
flew to Moscow to urge the Kremlin to take a tougher stand 
In the Middle East. 

BRITISH FINANCIAL BOSS CALLAGHAN QUITS 

CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER James Callag¬ 
han quit as Britian’s financial boss yesterday after seeing 
his three-year fight to save the pound collapse in devalua¬ 
tion. Prime Minister Harold Wilson named Home Secretary 
Roy Jenkins to succeed him. 

As a sort of “consolation prize” for the man who re¬ 
luctantly carried the hod for him in pushing through de¬ 
valuation, Wilson named Callaghan to Jenkin’s post of home 
secretary. Callaghan, 55, a bluff sailor’s son and former 
navy man himself, had occupied the financial hot seat since 
Labor came to power in October, 1964.

HARVARD, MIT GET $3 MILLION URBAN GRANTS 

THE FORD FOUNDATION yesterday awarded grants 
of $3 million each to Harvard University and Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology MIT for educational and research 
activities in urban affairs. The presidents of the schools 
said the grants would be used to bring leaders of urban 
affairs to the institutions and for establishing professor¬ 
ships. 

“Flexibility and a freshness of approach” are provided 
by the new professorships, Harvard President Nathan M. 
Pusey said. MIT President Howard W. Johnson announced 
that the money will allow leaders in urban affairs to lec¬ 
ture, teach and participate in research. 

MONEYLESS FINANCE HOUSING BOARD MAY QUIT 

THE FIVE BOARD MEMBERS of the Massachusetts 
Finance Housing Agency said yesterday they would resign 
unless the legislature gives it funds to work with. 

After a 15-minute conference with Gov. John Volpe, one 
of the board members, John Ryan, said the governor prom¬ 
ised to place a bill granting the agency $300,000 for a staff 
on his “must” legislation list. 

The measure has been bogged down in the House. Leg¬ 
islators have said there was little chance the MFHA funds 
would be approved this session. A bill providing $650,000 to 
be used for rental assistance for low income, large families 
is stalled in the Senate Ways and Means Cowmitte. 

BILL FILED TO CURB DRUG ABUSES 

REP. JOHN A. S. McGLENNON, (R-Concord) filed a 
legislative package yesterday designed to curb the “alarm¬ 
ing increase in the use of harmful drugs and narcotics” in 
the state. 

The lawmaker’s recommendations included a redraft of 
Chapter 94, the narcotic and harmful drug laws, to increase 
the penalty for possession, selling or inducing others to use 
harmful drugs; the establishment of a new' section in the 
Food and Drug Division for the dissemination of informa¬ 
tion of the effect and abuse of harmful drugs and a pro¬ 
vision in which a police official would not need a search war¬ 
rant to search the premises of a known convicted user or 
dispenser of narcotics or drugs.

The cause of 
the blaze has not yet been 
determined. 

The State lire Marshal’s 
office is called to investigate 
a fire when local fire officials 
cannot determine the cause 
and/or origin of the blaze, 
or they suspect it is of in¬ 
cendiary nature. 

The fire of Tuesday, Nov. 
21, started In the lounge on 
the third floor of Building 
3 at the school. According 
to police and fire officials, 
it began in several wooden 
closet and lockers which 
stored student supplies.

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We Can Play Rough, Too! 

“De Gaulle can't be all wrong,” a headline in a 
Boston daily newspaper declared on Tuesday of this 
week. 

It would not seem that he could, but he made a 
pretty good attempt at it in his press conference Mon¬ 
day. 

Before he concluded his remarks he managed to 
antagonize the people of the United States, Great 
Britain, Canada and Israel. 

Reports have been circulated since Great Britain 
devalued the pound that President de Gaulle might 
put pressure on the American dollar by demanding 
U.S. gold in return for all the American dollars in the 
possession of his government. 

Whether he will do that is uncertain, but his 
statements on Monday were construed as coming very 
close to a declaration of "financial war” against both 
the United States and Britain. 

While Mr. de Gaulle denied that France is respon¬ 
sible for the run on the dollar and the pound during 
the past fortnight, the facts are that he did launch 
a bitter attack upon the dollar and that there was 
hectic gold-buying in Paris. 

Since President de Gaulle is attempting to em¬ 
barrass the United States, President Johnson certainly 
should consider the advisability of relieving the 
de Gaulle government of some of the American dol¬ 
lars it reportedly would like to exchange for gold. 

Before we give Mr. de Gaulle as much as a $5 
gold piece, we should call in our outstanding loans to 
France and insist that it pay the money it owes us. 
It would be unfair to the American people to do any¬ 
thing else.

Unfinished Business 

Time is running out on the Massachusetts Legis¬ 
lature. Indications are that the present legislative 
session will continue right up to the time the new one 
begins on Jan. 3. 

A serious danger exists that a number of important 
matters will die without action by the State’s law¬ 
makers if that happens. 

Measures on the agenda still facing the legislators 
include the important tax program, auto insurance 
changes, revisions in the liquor law, civil service reform 
and the plan for a new sports stadium. 

Too much time already has been spent on talking 
about the need for a stadium, and too little action 
has been taken to meet that need. 

If Boston is to remain a major league city from 
a sports standpoint, a new stadium must be built as 
quickly as possible. 

The hard fact is that we can’t afford not to build 
a stadium. 

Earlier in the year, the Legislature enacted a new 
law providing that the Commonwealth next July 1 
would assume the welfare costs now borne by the cities 
and towns. 

But so far the same Legislature has balked at 
providing the necessary funds to carry out that law.

Collins’ popularity in his home city has declined 
to some extent in the closing stages of his administra¬ 
tion. This was reflected when he was defeated last 
year by ex-Governor Endicott Peabody in a fight for 
the Democratic nomination for U.S. Senator. 

That will be true of any man who serves more 
than four consecutive years as Mayor of Boston. In¬ 
deed, it has been true in the past of most men who 
served only a single term as the Hub’s chief municipal 
executive. 

The suprising thing really is not that Collins in 
eight years has lost some of the popularity he once 
enjoyed but rather that he has retained as much as 
he has. 

Collins was strictly a no-nonsense Mayor. He 

faced tough problems. He made hard decisions. 
And he didn't weigh the cost to his own popularity 
in making them. 

The grievances against Collins involve little things, 
many of them stemming from his strong conviction 
that he had to hold down the tax rate if Boston was 
to avoid financial disaster. 

John Collins won national acclaim and applause 
for the big things he accomplished. 

But the little things he felt either had to be done 
nr couldn’t be done gradually eroded his popularity 
with a segment of Boston’s voters. 

Mayor Collins will leave a much different 
Boston — a much stronger and more vibrant 
city — than the one he took over at the start 
of' 1960. 

John B. Hynes, who preceded Collins, was an 
outstanding Mayor, in the judgment of this observer. 
He conceived the great Prudential development and 
the Government Centre in what was once notorious 
Scollay Square. He set the machinery in motion to 
make them possible. 

But it was Collins who carried the plans to re¬ 
alization and fullfilment. It was under Collins that 
towering skyscrapers reached upward and that the 
great change occurred in Boston's skyline. 

And it was under Collins that Boston gradually 
commanded new attention and respect across the United 
States and even in foreign nations. 

Prudential Centre and Government Centre are 
now taken for granted. They were only dreams 
and hopes eight years ago — dreams and hopes 
which were not achieved without overcoming many 
problems. 

Thousands of new jobs have been created in Bos¬ 
ton during the past eight years. They were filled not 
only by Hub residents but also by many persons re¬ 
siding in suburban communities who benefited because 
John Collins was Mayor of Boston. 

The so-called ghetto in the Negro section of Rox- 
bury has been largely wiped out while Collins has been 
Mayor. Dilapidated, run down old houses have been 
replaced by modern new dwellings. Many homes have 
been rehabilitated. 

In 1963, Collins' fourth year He was not interested in 
as Mayor, Boston was rated by being Governor.

A tax plan submitted by Governor Volpe was 
turned down by the House Ways and Means Committee 
and then returned to that committee by the House. 
That, of course, accomplished nothing. 

A chaotic situation will exist unless either the 
Volpe tax program or some substitute tax plan is 
approved. 

Revisions in the liquor laws have been proposed 
which would mean lower prices for purchasers. 

We have in Massachusetts an absurd law providing 
that liquor store operators cannot sell their wares 
below fixed prices set by the State Alcoholic Bever¬ 
ages Control Commission. 

Public funds are spent for the employment of 
investigators whose duty is to see that the public 
does not get a bargain when buying a bottle of whisky. 

Most stores get around the law by selling below 
the fixed price to regular customers whom they know. 

The law should be repealed, but so far there has 
been little disposition by the law-makers representing 
the public to wipe it out. 

Changes have been advocated in the State auto¬ 
mobile insurance law. Governor Volpe proposed a fi¬ 
nancial liability law. A Brookline legislator advanced 
another plan. A third plan has been worked out by a 
legislative committee. 

So far, however, nothing has been accomplished 
toward solving this problem, and fears are growing 
that nothing will be accomplished during this legisla¬ 
tive session. 

These are only a few of the matters pending be¬ 
fore the Legislature as it moves toward the final month 
of the year. They certainly are matters which should 
be acted upon and settled before the Legislature goes 
into a new session and starts deliberations on thou¬ 
sands of new bills. 
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In 1964, his fifth year in 
office. Harvard University con¬ 
ferred an honorary degree 
upon John F. Collins. It 
was the first time a Mayor of 
Boston had been so honored. 
The citation which went with 
the degree said: “He has given 
the old Hub a new spin.” And, 
indeed he had. 

There were complaints under 
Collins about the caliber of the 
performance of some munici¬ 
pal services. Some of them, 
doubtless, were justified. 

One thing Collins did, how¬ 
ever, teas to achieve a degree 
of efficiency in plowing and 
removing snow which never 
before had been achieved in 
Boston. That , too, is now taken 
for granted. 

Whether Collins placed too 
much emphasis on holding 
down the tax rate and made a 
political mistake in resisting as 
firmly as he did the requests 
and demands that he spend 
public funds more freely, are 
questions on which history in 
time will judge. 

Collins must have shuddered 
at times during Boston’s pre¬ 
liminary mayoralty campaign 
and wondered where the mon¬ 
ey would come from to pay the 
hills as he read of the open- 
handed promises and pledges 
by candidates, competing for 
the favor of the voters, to pro¬ 
vide super services for the 
people of the city. 

(A decision Mayor-elect 
Kevin White must make is 
whether the people who ask 
for deluxe service from Bos¬ 
ton's municipal government 
will he willing to pay for it.) 

A feeling exists that Collins 
retirement from public life will 
be a temporary one although 
Collins himself has intimated 
otherwise. 

Not many public officials 
ran match either his adminis¬ 
trative ability or his willing¬ 
ness to stand up to the tough¬ 
est problems. His personal in¬ 
tegrity and courage are un¬ 
questioned. 

Collins presently has no 
thought of ever running again 
for public office. His political 
goal was a seat in the U. S. 
Senate which eluded him last 
year. 


Bight now he is feeling the 
strain of eight hard, punishing 
years as Mayor, one of the 
toughest of public offices. 

But lie has held public of¬ 
fice for 21 of the past 22 years. 
He may or may not adjust eas¬ 
ily to the shift to private life. 

Its quite possible, however, 
that as the great magnitude of 
Collins’ achievements as May¬ 
or ot Boston is more dearly 
recognized with the passing 
time so, too, may Collins him¬ 
self he drawn hack to the 
clamor and combat of the po¬ 
litical wars. 

It will he interesting to see 
whether this man with his 
tremendous drive and his enor¬ 
mous ability will be content 
indefinitely with the title — 
Professor John F. Collins.

Need Meaningful Debate 
On Death Penalty Issue 

Whether it will be possible 
to have i meaningful debate 
on the advantages and disad¬ 
vantages of capital punishment 
in a Presidential year is a mat¬ 
ter of great concern to many 
thoughtful persons. 

Under a measure enacted by 
the Legislature and signed into 
law by Governor Volpe. the 
death penalty issue will he on 
the ballot in Massachusetts 
next November, and the voters 
of the State will be asked to 
record themselves for or 
against capital punishmnt. 

While the vote on the refer¬ 
endum technically will not he 
binding on the Legislature, the 
fact is that most Senators and 
Representatives will rightfully 
consider that they should he 
bound by the expression of 
sentiment of the people who 
elect them. 

If the voters of Massachu¬ 
setts favor the abolition of cap¬ 
ital punishment, there is scant 
doubt that the Legislature will 
react by wiping it out. 

On the other hand, if the 
people record themselves in 
support of the death penalty , 
not only will il be retained , 
but the likelihood is that the 
electric chair would be put 
back in use. 

So the vote which will he 
cast next November on the cap¬ 
ital punishment referendum

will, indeed, he an extremely 
important one. 

Unfortunately, that vote will 
be partly shaped by emotions 
rather than calm, sober judg¬ 
ment. 

The question of retaining or 
repealing the death penalty is 
one on which people on each 
side of the issue have strong 
and deep convictions. 

Such persons already know 
how they're going to vote on 
the matter next November. 
Nothing that is said between 
now and then would influence 
them or change their minds. 

In between the two ex¬ 
tremes, however, are a large 
number of men and women 
who are not certain in their 
own minds vthether the law 
allowing the death penalty in 
Massachusetts is a good or had 
one. 

It is these people who prob¬ 
ably will determine the trend 
of the capital, punishment vote. 

To most of them it will nar¬ 
row down to the simple issue 
of whether the death penalty 
is a deterrent to crimes of 
violence. 

Most people recoil at the 
thought of taking the life of 
another human being even 
though he is a convicted mur¬ 
derer. 

Hut a good percentage of 
them, nevertheless, would vote 
to keep the death penalty if 
they were convinced that there 
are fewer murders because 
of it. 

There are experts who have 
studied this subject even 
though all of them may not 
reach the same conclusion. 

Debates between experts u ho 
lake opposing positions on the 
issue should and presumably 
will be held before next year's 
Presidential election. 

The question is whether 
they’ll receive the attention 
they should get in a Presiden¬ 
tial campaign. 

It has been suggested that 
clubs and groups planning 
speaking programs during the 
coming year might consider 
sponsoring such debates in or¬ 
der to promote a greater pub¬ 
lic understanding of the basic 
issues involved in the capital 
punishment referendum. 

That would seem to be an 
excellent idea.

Headlights And Highlights 
From Newton South High

The appointment of two 
architectural firms was the 
first step taken by the city 
of Newton in order to receive 
the extensive over crowding 
at Newton South High School. 

The announcement came 
from Mayor Monte G. Basbas. 
•who appointed two architec¬ 
tural firms, Thomas J. Sever¬ 
ing Associates and Haldeman 
end Goranson Associates, to 
draw the blueprints. 

The project Is expected to 
cost two million dollars, and 
be in full use by 1970. The 
addition is planned to ac¬ 
commodate five huntred 
students. 

Mr. Severini expressed a 
desire of "warmth” and 
"character” for the new 
addition. 

Mr. Severini feels that "the 
school should be brightened 
up and have an appealing 
look, so kids will want to go 
there.” He does not want the 
students to think of the school 
as a "factory” and the rooms 
as "cells”. 

South is being expanded to 
alleviate the pressing prob¬ 
lems of overcrowding, and 
lack of classrooms and teach¬ 
ers. 

Many technical problems 
must be completed before the 
actual construction can begin. 
First, educational inspectors 
must examine the situation 
and decide if the request for 
expansion is valid. They then 
turn the necessary specifica¬ 
tion over to the school com- 
mitee, which in urn passes 
them on to the mayor, who 
proceeds to choose architects 

From this stage, planning 
continues for at least two 
years. The architects must 
6tudy the school plans and de¬ 
sign blueprints for the addi¬ 
tion. This itself requires six 
to ten months. It takes another 
eighteen months of construc¬ 
tion before the addition is 
ready for use.

Mental Health Center 
Anions Nation’s Best 


Dr. William Stone, director 
of the Netwon Mental Health 
Center, presented the follow¬ 
ing progress report at the 
Board of Directors annual 
meeting: 

"As we complete the sec¬ 
ond full year of operation of 
the Newton Mental Health 
Center, we look back on a 
period of rapid growth and 
development of a facility that 
already enjoys an enviable 
reputation in the City, in the 
Commonwealth, and in the 
Nation. I know of no other 
community agency that has 
been afforded a better recep¬ 
tion during its initial phases 
of development. 

"But now we stand on the 
threshold of a new era in 
Mental Health Services in 
Massachusetts, and the fu¬ 
ture of this Clinic in relation 
to state-wide and nation-wide 
programs must receive our 
very careful consideration. 

"Our membership in the 
American Association of Psy¬ 
chiatric Clinics for Children 
has been the first step in our 
participation at the national 
level. 

"During this past year, we 
have continued to provide di¬ 
rect clinical services to chil¬ 
dren and their families as 
well as extensive consultation 
services to others who are 
engaged in child care. Direct 
services: 

New Intake 150: Diagnostic 
Work Completed 75; Current¬ 
ly in Treatment 21; Treat¬ 
ment Waiting List 7; Refer¬ 
red to Family Service 5; Re- 
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ferred to Private Psychiatrist 
5; Referred to Other Clinics 
or Hospital 3; Referred for 
Tutoring 6; Diagnostic only 
28 . 

One Interview Consultation 
15: On Diagnostic Waiting 
List 20; Dropped out after 
initial call or before comple¬ 
tion of diagnostic 40; Ongoing 
Treatment (from previous 
years) 42. 

Summary: 

Diagnostic Work 75; Treat¬ 
ment 64; Intake Involvement 
75; Clinic Involved with Fa¬ 
milies this year 214. 

Plus follow-up study of 215 
families who have used or 
are currently using clinic 
service. 

"An analysis of these stat¬ 
istics reveals that the great¬ 
est number of patients com- 
mg to the Clinic utilize diag¬ 
nostic or consultation serv¬ 
ices. Most of our communica¬ 
tion with schools, physicians, 
hospitals, and social agencies 
is with this group. Approxi¬ 
mately one-half of our refer¬ 
rals come from the schools. 
The drop-out rate is lower for 
these referrals than for refer¬ 
rals from other sources. This 
confirms our recognition of 
the Newton spools’ careful 
work evaluation and prepara¬ 
tion. 

"Consultation and training 
programs that were initiated 
in 1965 and 1966 have contin¬ 
ued, and new programs have 
teen added. 

"We have continued our 
pre - doctoral training pro¬ 
grams in psychology and our 
student placement program 
in social work. This year we 
have doctoral candidates in 
psychology from Harvard, 
Boston University, and Bos¬ 
ton College. Our students in 
social work come from Bos¬ 
ton University. We also have 
continued to provide regular 
consultation and seminars for 
public health nurses, special 
tutors in the School Depart¬ 
ment, teachers of the emo¬ 
tionally disturbed, and teach¬ 
ers of the retarded. 

"Of particular note is the 
extensive mental health pro- 
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gram begun at the Burr 
School. With the excellent 
cooperation of the Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools, Dr. 
Charles Brown, and the prin¬ 
cipal of the Burr School, Mr. 
Clarence Truesdell, the New- 
icn Mental Health Center has 
concentrated particular effort 
in this one school to deter¬ 
mine the most effective utili¬ 
zation of professional skills 
in a public school. 

"The principal focus of the 
work has been to help the 
teachers to be more alert and 
more capable in dealing with 
the emotional problems of 
the average child in an aver¬ 
age classroom. A psychiatrist 
has regular weekly meetings 
w»th the teaching staff to dis¬ 
cuss any areas of concern 
about particular children, 
groups of children or more 
general matters concerning 
emotional development. 

"The Chief Social Worker 
has regular discussion meet¬ 
ings with groups of parents 
and is currently concentrat¬ 
ing on the parents of kinder¬ 
garten children to assist in 
the first transition from home 
to school. A psychologist reg¬ 
ularly visits the various class¬ 
rooms in order to observe the 
children in their usual set¬ 
ting. This helps to provide the 
teacher with another view of 
the children and his or her 
relationship to them. 

"The personnel of both the 
school and the Center feel 
that this is an outstanding 
project and we have request¬ 
ed federal funds through the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health to continue this pro¬ 
gram for another three years. 

“In April, 1967 the Center, 
m cooperation with the New¬ 
ton School Department and 
the Harvard School of Edu¬ 
cation held a two-day insti¬ 
tute on the Education of the 
Emotionally Disturbed Child. 
This institute was financed 
by a federal grant from N. I. 
M. H. Educators and Mental 
Health professionals were in¬ 
vited from every school sys¬ 
tem and training center in 
the Commonwealth. The at¬ 
tendance and reception were 
of such significance that we 
have agreed to organize an¬ 
other institute in the Spring 
of 1968. 

"As a part of the Careers 
in Social Work Program the 
Newton Mental Health Asso¬ 
ciation proyided a summer 
of training and experience for 
♦wo undergraduate students. 
Their project was to conduct 
n telephone survey of all 
iamilies who had ben involv¬ 
ed with the Center from Sep¬ 
tember of 1965 until June of 
1967. 

"They were able to contact 
215 families and obtain perti-

rent information regarding 
the child’s current adjust¬ 
ment and the parents’ atti¬ 
tudes toward their contact 
with the Clinic. Parents were 
also asked how they felt we 
could improve our Clinic 
services. The material ob¬ 
tained from this study has 
been very valuable in assess¬ 
ing the effectiveness- of our 
work and in indicating areas 
in which future studies should 
be conducted. 

"The Center staff also has 
endeavored during the year 
to assist citizen groups who 
are working in the area of 
child and family care. These 
have included Project Head¬ 
start, the Assn, for Children 
with Learning Disabilities, 
the newly formed Newton 
Chapter of the Boston Assn, 
for Retarded Children. This 
’atter group recently sent rep¬ 
resentatives along with Sena¬ 
tor Beryl Cohen and State 
Representatives Mann and 
Fishman to meet with the 
Commissioner of Mental 
Health in regard to a nurs¬ 
ery school program for re¬ 
tarded children. 

"The outcome of this meet¬ 
ing was that with sufficient 
cooperation from our com¬ 
munity, we can look forward 
to the possibility of a pre¬ 
school program for retarded 
children in Newton by Sep¬ 
tember of 1968. The Center 
will then be responsible for 
pupil selection, parent coun¬ 
selling and over-all profes¬ 
sional supervision of the pro¬ 
gram. 

"In December 1966 the 
Legislature enacted into law 
in act establishing a compre¬ 
hensive program of mental 
health and mental retardation 
services for the Common¬ 
wealth of Massachusetts. This 
Act provides for the estab¬ 
lishment of a comprehensive 
community mental health 
center in each of the 27 areas 
•-'f the State, under the direc¬ 
tion of a citizen board ap¬ 
pointed by the Commissioner 
of Mental Health. 

"This act of legislation can 
be expected to have a great 
impact on the future develop¬ 
ment of this Clinic. Since the 
towns of Wellesley and Wes¬ 
ton are included in our area, 
it is important that we con¬ 
sider them and enlist their 
co-operation in plans for the 
future expansion of our serv¬ 
ices and staff. Although the 
legislation forces us to con¬ 
sider modifying some of our 
original objectives, the qual¬ 
ity of professional care avail¬ 
able to the citizens of Newton 
need not suffer. Indeed, the 
legislation enables us to con¬ 
sider a greatly enriched pro¬ 
gram of psychiatric services 
with the help of state and fed¬ 
eral grants. 

"The success of this ven¬ 
ture, however, will be great¬ 
ly dependent upon the con¬ 
tinued support and interest 
0 ! the Officers and Board of 
Directors of the Newton 
Mental Health Assn. The new 
law may offer us direction 
and structure but the sine 
cua non of any successful 
community program is an 
active and interested com¬ 
munity.”

Lucia was a medieval saint 
who carried food and drink to 
hungry folk in the province 
of Varmland during periods of 
famine. 

Because she was seen cross¬ 
ing a lake clothed in white 
with a crown of light en¬ 
circling her head, the modern 
Lucia also dresses in white 
and wears a crown with 
lighted candles. 

The Swedish Christmas 
(JULY begins December 13, 
know’n as Lucia Day. Early 
in the morning at first cock 
crow, households throughout 
Sweden are awakened by a 
"Lucia”. She is usually the 
eldest daughter of a family, 
dressed in the traditional 
white robe with crimson ash, 
wearing a crown with lighted 
candles. 

It is customary for her to 
carry a tray with coffee and 
special saffron buns to each 
one in the family as she ser¬ 
enades him with the lovely 
old Sicilian melody, “Santa 
Lucia." 

Today Lucia appears not 
only in homes, but also in 
schools, offices, hospitals or- 
phanges, and other public 
buildings to open the Yuletide, 
She also visits those who are 
ill, poor, or lonely, as the med¬ 
ieval Lucia is said to have 
done. Many towns and cities 
throughout Sweden plan a 
special Lucia celebration and 
choose a local Bride of Light 
(Lucia) to reign during the 
festivities. She is often assist

Single Point 
Gives Towners 
Series Edge

Bob Patenaude’s conver¬ 
sion rush following his six- 
yard touchdown in the fourth 
period gave Brookline High 
an 8 to 7 triumph and the 
series edge, on Thanksgiving 
Day at muddy Tech Field, 
Brookline. 

Quarterback Reggie Benn 
had Newton upset-bound with 
his first-period score, plus 
John Quigley’s extra point 
kick. But the Wealthy Town- 
trs controlled play through¬ 
out the second half and sent 
the Tigers, 3-6 on the year, 
to their second straight set¬ 
back by the margin of a 
conversion. 

Brookline’s winning scoring 
drive covered 67 yards in 13 
plays. Patenaude, who gained 
76 yards, rambled the last 
six yards through the quag¬ 
mire off tackle. His conver¬ 
sion run came with less than 
ten minutes remaining in the 
game. 

The hosts controlled play 
in the second half as Brook¬ 
line rolled up eight first 
downs to none for the Tigers. 
But in the first two stanzas 
Newton dominated the action 
with seven first downs fto 
rone for Brookline. 

Newton’s 54-yard drive to 
paydirt was highlighted by 
Robbie Cohen’s 29-yard 
scamper and a 20-yard run 
by Benn to the winner’s one- 
yard line. The senior signal- 
caller then plunged over for 
the score. 

Prior to Brookline’s touch¬ 
down march Benn had inter¬ 
cepted a Rich Moloney pass 
at the Newton 18-yard mark¬ 
er and returned it to the 
Wealthy Towners’ 48.

Boys can 
then obtain an application 
blank. They should be ac¬ 
companied by a parent who 
must sign the application. A 
$5 fee per family will be 
charged. 

Applications can also be 
picked up at the Newton City 
Hall at the Recreation De¬ 
partment this week and 
brought to the rink. If boys 
cannot make the Saturday 
session, they can register on 
Sunday, December 3, at the 
Daly Memorial MDC Rink, 
Nonantum Rd., Newton- 
Brighton line, at 7 a.m. or 
8 a.m. (The Daly Rink is on 
the banks of the Charles 
River). There will be no fur¬ 
ther registrations after De¬ 
cember 3. 

It is hoped that an expand¬ 
ed Pee-Wee program this 
year can push Newton in the 
direction of many other great¬ 
er Boston communities who 
have created a high level of 
Pee-Wee hockey. As boys 
leave Pee-Wee, they can go 
into Bantam hockey and Jr. 
high school hockey with more 
experience and athletic ma¬ 
turity. 

Newton, under the handi¬ 
cap of being a large city with 
no artificial ice rink of its 
own, has been unable to pro¬ 
duce a large number of play¬ 
ers that can compete on an 
equal footing with boys from 
Brookline, Cambridge, Wel¬ 
lesley and other cities and 
towns. 

The “Open Door” policy of 
the Recreation Department 
and the Newton Youth Hockey 
Association will encourage 
large numbers of youngsters 
to participate. The “ice time” 
necessary to provide proper 
practice and experience will 
be available to boys who 
otherwise would have to wait 
cut the vagaries of nature be¬ 
fore they could play hockey, 

The Newton Youth Hockey 
Association is a group of vol¬ 
unteer citizens who have 
banded together to support 
and develop hockey programs 
for young boys. This year the 
attention is on the Pee-Wee 
age group. 

Next year, based on this 
year’s experience, it is hoped 
that a Bantam group can be 
formed for boys who are 13 
years to 15 years of age.

help as they (a) explore and 
assess the value of new 
management systems for 
running their schools, (b) 
struggle with new faculty 
relationships, (c) acquire 
new hardware for teaching, 
and (d) add new courses. 

4. “R e c e n t curriculum 
trends have moved away 
from using fixed material 
(text books, wall charts, etc.), 
to manipulating equipment, 
handling raw data, learning 
processes and studying the 
world outside the school. Fur¬ 
thermore, if students are to 
have the advantages found in 
national curriculums, schools 
will need larger instructional 
funds. 

“We need increases in our 

instructional, new equipment, 
and replacement budgets to 
meet the increasing demands 
for more and better teaching 
materials. 

5. “Of the nine secondary 
school buildings now in use, 
seven were completed before 
1932! Despite the efforts of 
the city to renovate and add 
to the, buildings, the faculties 
are still constricted by build¬ 
ings that were designed Tor 
the 1930’s. Even the newer 
schools built in 1956 and 1960 
restrict faculties that are try¬ 
ing to improve their offerings 
to students. 

“Principals need addition¬ 
al space thrpugh the re¬ 
moval of partitions, the In¬ 
stallation of movable parti¬ 
tions, the rearrangement of 
present space allocations, or 
the rental of additional 
buildings. 

6. “There are special needs 
among the students, partic¬ 
ularly among the culturally 
disadvantaged. They need 
specialists to work with them 
in the fields of reading, visual 
perception and psychological 
and vocational counseling. We 
need the services of special¬ 
ists to meet the needs of these 
students.” 

The report came as the 
School Committee is deli¬ 
berating over the budget for 
the coming year. The pleas of 
the principals will be weighed 
by committee members as 
they decide how much money 
should be spent for what pur¬ 
poses. 

The total package of re¬ 
quests for additional money 
with the major exception of 
salaries presented by Su¬ 
perintendent Charles Brown 
at a recent School Commit¬ 
tee meeting amounted to 
$1,993,000. 

The group of secondary 
school principals attempting 
to convey what they consider 
to be urgent, immediate needs 
for money for more space, 
materials and staff, went or 
to relate their own particular 
problems in their own partic¬ 
ular schools. 

Newton High School Princi¬ 
pal Mechem said that enroll¬ 
ment at that school is expect¬ 
ed to increase by at least 100 
next year. “That will just 
about fill the high school to 
capacity. We can just barely 
squeeze in the enrollment for 
one more year,” he stated. 
By capacity the principal 
meant filling each classroom 
with as many students as can 
be accommodated. 

William D. Geer, Jr., 
principal of Newton South 
High School, noted that the 
recent tendency of students 
to take five or more courses 
has added to the space 
problems. 

For example, he said, the 
school was designed with nine 
math teaching stations. There 
are now 1590 students taking 
math and 13 teachers are 
teaching the subject. 

He said that the addition of 
a period to the school day at

Newton South has allowed a 
little more flexibility in class 
scheduling and has therefore 
helped to solve the space 
problem to some extent. 

Newton South High School 
was designed 12 years ago 
and occupied eight years ago. 
It was planned to accommo¬ 
date 1500 students and there 
are presently nearly 1700 en¬ 
rolled. 

John W. McLeod, princi¬ 
pal of Warren Junior High 
School, told the School Com¬ 
mittee that in his crowded 
building class size cannot 
necessarily be reduced be¬ 
cause of the lack of space. 
However, he added, that 
means “we have all the 
more need for supportive 
staff.” For instance, in re¬ 
medial English two teach¬ 
ers can work in one class¬ 
room with two separate 
groups of 15 each, he point¬ 
ed out. 

In other, but related action, 
the School Committee heard 
requests for $400,000 or 18 per¬ 
cent in increases in non-sal¬ 
ary budget items from Assist¬ 
ant Superintendent in charge 
of Business Administration 
John E. Gilleland. 

Gilleland said that contrib¬ 
uting factors to the need for 
more money are inflationary 
trends, and new, changing 
and expanded programs in 
the schools. 

He pointed out that any 
change in programs means a 
need for more instructional 
materials such as books, 
audio-visual aids, science 
kits, etc. 

For many years the non¬ 
salary budget has been 
merely a subsistence one, 
Gilleland commented. It 
has stood still. Good teach¬ 
ers need good teaching tools 
to do a worthwhile job, he 
emphasized. 

The School Committee will 
consider his requests along 
with the others in their bud¬ 
get deliberations. A special 
meeting will be held next 
Monday night to continue dis¬ 
cussions of non-salaried bud¬ 
get proposals. 

In dealing with other mat¬ 
ters the committee approved 
the educational specifications 
for a new Day Junior High 
School. 

Committeewoman Norma 
Mintz questioned whether en¬ 
ough room for growth was be¬ 
ing allowed in the plans. Day 
presently has 720 students en¬ 
rolled. The new school will be 
built to accommodate 800, ac¬ 
cording to the specifications.

Postmaster Ephraim Mar¬ 
tin this week urged Newtor 
residents to be sure to ust 
tne correct address on their 
letters and packages going to 
servicemen overseas. 

The Boston Postmaster 
said that millions of letters 
end packages going overseas 
have been delayed because 
they were insufficiently ad¬ 
dressed. He said that one of 
the biggest problems has 
been the failure of persons to 
include the very important 
five digit APO or FPO num¬ 
ber in the military address. 

Martin said mail not con¬ 
taining this number is incor¬ 
rectly addressed. 

The Postmaster said last 
year more than nine millian 
pieces of mail were delayed 
in delivery. Of this number 
ZVi million failed to include 
the complete five digit APO 
or FPO number in the ad¬ 
dress. Such mail has to be 
sent to a military locator di¬ 
rectory where time consum¬ 
ing searches were made to 
determine the proper ad¬ 
dress. 

Postmaster Martin told the 
Graphic: 

“As the Christmas mail 
volume going Qverseas is ex¬ 
pected to increase up to 30 
per cent or over four million 
pounds above last year, every 
precaution should be taken 
by friends and relatives of 
servicemen to address their 
letters, cards and packages 
properly to assume rapid de¬ 
livery to destinatiop. 

“There are four essential 
elements to an overseas mil¬ 
itary address. They are: 

“1. The serviceman’s iden¬ 
tity, grade, full name and 
service number.

Hospital Plans Approved 
After Parking Lot Change 


The Newton Board of Alder¬ 
men at the recent meeting 
by a 20-0 vote, with four 
members absent, approved, 
with conditions, a petition by 
the Newton - Wellesley Hospi¬ 
tal for permission to con¬ 
struct their long-planned new 
multi-million dollar addition 
and a new parking area. 

As a result of strong neigh¬ 
borhood opposition to the hos¬ 
pital’s original plans to bring 
the new parking area close 
to Beacon St. in a totally res¬ 
idential section with access 
trom Beacon St., the hospital 
agreed to keep the parking 
area 320 feet from Beacon St. 
and to eliminate access from 
Beacon St. In addition the 
level of the parking area will 
be about six feet lower than 
that of the land along Beacon 
St. 

Permission was granted by 
the board for trucks bringing 
in land fill to enter through 
Beacon St. from 9 a.m. to 
4 p.m. on weekdays for a 
nine-week period during con¬ 
struction. 

Claims and Rules Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Franklin N. 
Flaschner pointed out that 
during construction of the 
hospital’s new wing almost 
all parking in front of the 
hospital will be lost. New 
parking facilities will be 
reeded almost immediately, 
he said. Construction will 
teke at least a year. 

After considerable discus¬ 
sion an amendment offered 
by Alderman Edward C. Ueh- 
lein was accepted. It calls for 
lights, except for security 
purposes, in the new parking 
area to be turned off by 8 
p.m. 

The new parking area will 
accomodate 191 cars giving 
an eventual total of 779 park¬ 
ing spaces at the hospital in¬ 
cluding those connected with 
the medical office building. 

The aldermen also approved 
p. petition for oermission to 
erect 14 town houses with 24 
parking spaces at 66-64 Wash¬ 
ington Park. There will be 
seven units on each side of 
a private roadway. Flaschner 
noted that this is the second 
f own house petition approved 
m the short length of time 
the new ordinance allowing 
such construction has been in 
effect. A third one : s present¬ 
ly under consideration.

sion to continue operation of 
a nursery school at 780 Boyls- 
ton St., Newton Highlands. A 
nursery school had previous¬ 
ly existed at this location but 
was smaller than the one 
proposed. 

There was considerable op¬ 
position to the proposal at a 
recent public hearing. Resi¬ 
dents claimed the school 
would be a nuisance and 
would make worse an already 
bad traffic situation. 

In other action the Board 
unanimously approved an ap¬ 
propriation of $60,000 to pay 
personnel in connection with 
collection and disposal of 
trash.

Eight posters in all were 
scattered around the school. 
Each propounded a catchy slo¬ 
gan in an attempt to appeal 
to the students. 

The signs were the begin¬ 
ning of the Student Council 
campaign to keep the grounds 
of Newton High clean and lit¬ 
terless. The Civics Commit¬ 
tee, headed by Marsha How¬ 
land and Dale Partoll, is In 
charge of the campaign. 

In the past, privileges 
have been taken away on ac¬ 
count of students’ Inability 
to throw their rubbish in 
waste paper baskets.

Dr. Holloway also contends 
in his book, "ESP and Your 
Super-Conscious,” that every 
living being can find his own 
way into another world by 
developing his own ESP, a 
sixth sense. It is, he says, 
the last and greatest frontier 
open to man, the frontier of 
the inner mind, as yet un¬ 
touched. He, like the Rev. 
Arthur Ford, probably the 
best known living medium, is 
an ordained minister. 

The unlikely marriage of 
religion and extrasensory 
perception is really not so 
unlikely. Theory maintains 
that ESP is intimate con¬ 
tact with the infinite power 
of God. It is the hidden 
channel of the mind that al¬ 
lows mere mortals an in¬ 
fight into the Lord’s wis¬ 
dom and points out to them 
the road that lies ahead. 
The Rev. Ford says, “I 
have never known an insis¬ 
tent prayer who did not 
eventually experience 
ESP.” 

The Right Rev. James A. 
Pike, resigned Bishop of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Cali¬ 
fornia, said recently that he 
believes he was in communi¬ 
cation with his dead son at a 
televised seance in Toronto. 
The son, James Jr., commit¬ 
ted suicide in February, 
11 * 66 . 

He also reveals in his 
buOk, “If This Be Heresy,” 
that he has had many ESP 
experiences.

some mystical power that 
governs the past, present and 
ruture, and one with which 
our contact is ESP? 

Lincoln also was fore¬ 
warned of his impending 
death. It came to him in a 
dream in which he said he 
saw a group of weeping 
women surrounding a cas¬ 
ket in the East Room of the 
White House. When he in¬ 
quired who had died, they 
answered, ‘‘It’s the Presi¬ 
dent, Assassinated ” Days 
later he was dead. 
Coincidence is a plausible 
enough explanation for some 
experiences, but some can 
oe explained away by nothing 
but ESP. 

Take the grandmother who 
awoke one night frightened by 
a dream in which she had 
Feen her grandson smothering 
in his blankets. Would her 
son think her foolish if she 
phoned him in the middle of 
the night? She phoned any¬ 
way, and her son answered 
almost immediately They 
had heard the baby who had, 
indeed, been smothering. 

In some mysterious way, 
this grandmother, like Lin¬ 
coln, like Mrs. Dixon, had 
received information from 
some source beyond the range 
of the ordinary five senses. 

Dr. J. B. Rhine, who 
along with his wife, Dr. 
Louisa E. Rhine, developed 
the Parapsychology Labor¬ 
atory at Duke University, 
introduced the term ESP 
(extrasensory perception) 
about the mid-’30’s. He de¬ 
fined ESP as getting infor¬ 
mation from one’s environ¬ 
ment without the use of the 
sense organs. 

“All puzzling inc i d e n t s , 
even though they may seem 
to have hidden significance, 
don’t involve ESP.” Mrs. 
Rhine explains. “An ESP ex¬ 
perience may be distinguish¬ 
ed from others by two charac¬ 
teristics: First, it must bring 
the person some information, 
some message he did not 
have before, something that 
must check with reality; sec¬ 
ond, the information must not 
have been obtained, directly 
or indirectly, by any of the 
ordinary ways — that is, by 
the senses or by such mental 
processes as memory, rea¬ 
soning, inferring or guess- 
mg.” 

The Rhines, while still stu¬ 
dents at University of Chica¬ 
go over 40 years ago became 
intrigued by the idea that 
there might be an extra phy¬ 
sical or spiritual clement in 
man that would indicate 
whether there was life after 
death. 

This line of thinking took 
them into what has become 
a life-long investigation of not 
only life after death, but all 
related areas of ESP, such as 
te'epathy, clairvoyancy, and 
precognition or prophecy. 

Most common ESP ex¬ 
perience is telepathy, the 
transmission of thoughts 
outside the normal means 
of communication Have 
you ever been thinking of 
someone when the phone 
rings and it’s that person? 
Then you have the idea, al¬ 
though few of us are able 
to practice it as well as a 
Massachusetts couple. 

The man commutes daily 
to work in the city. When he 
wants his wife to meet his 
evening train, he calls her 
mentally to tell her his ar¬ 
rival time. They are so well 
attuned to each other that 
she seldoms misses meeting 
him. 

In clairvoyance, the infor¬ 
mation obtained comes from 
events or objects. Peter Kur- 
kos, famed Dutch sensative 
'a term for those with de¬ 
veloped ESP), now in this 
country, has the ability to 
touch objects and from them 
gain impressions about the 
object, where it has been.

Jeane Dixon is capable 
cl precognition or proph¬ 
ecy. Dr. Holloway, who has 
established the Christ Light 
Community in Deming, N. 
M , a 205-acre center for 
spiritual healing and meta¬ 
physical truth teaching, 
says, “To this mind (the 
super-conscious), all time 
is now and all space is 
here.” 

Simetimes ESP experiences 
come in the form of intuition. 
Take the case of the woman 
who had been vacationing 
with her family at a beach 
.r. the East. Walking back to 
their cottage one morning, 
she suddenly became unac¬ 
countably depressed and be¬ 
gan crying. 

She though maybe some¬ 
thing had happened at her 
home in Evanston. She cried 
right into the afternoon, when 
a telegram arrived informing 
rer that her broiher had 
drowned that morning sailing 
in Lake Michigan. 

Incidents similar to this 
one, phenomena becoming 
accepted as proof of the exist¬ 
ence of psi, have been cata¬ 
logued by the thousands by 
Dr. and Mrs. Rhine at Duke. 
Many are described by Mrs. 
Rhine in her book. “Hidden 
Channels of the Mind.” 

Most exciting side to ESP 
is prophecy, which has held 
a fascination for men since 
ancient times. Unusually 
accurate in his predictions 
(about 80 percent), and con¬ 
fident enough to make them 
public, is Dr. Holloway, 
who predicts by actually 
seeing and reading auras. 
An aura is a field of energy 
surrounding and permeat¬ 
ing every being and object, 
and giving off color pat¬ 
terns, numbers, symbols, 
each with a meaning to the 
sensative reading them. 

Supposedly, these fields of 
energy remain unaffected by 
death. When a soul takes off 
for the other world, the soul 
energies separate themselves 
from the physical body and 
accompany the soul on its 
journey. 

In a private reading sev¬ 
eral months ago, Di. Hollo¬ 
way said that he did not see 
President Johnson running 
for office in 1968. Instead, he 
saw Humphrey ascending to 
the Presidency much as 
Johnson did, not by assassi¬ 
nation though, but because 
Johnson is in danger for rea¬ 
sons of health. 

Asked again this fall, 
Holloway sticks by his 
statement that Johnson will 
not run in 1968. However, 
he did not reiterate the 
earlier prediction that 
Humphrey would take over. 

Now we play the waiting 
game. As in most ESP, we 
must wait to see if any of it 
actually occurs. And even if 
it does, we’re right back to 
the question—was it coinci¬ 
dence or ESP?

Electronics Aid 
Fight Against 
Heart Disease 

HEMPSTEAD. N. Y. (UPI) 
— Electrocardiograms, coded 
electronically at the scene by 
a cardiac data acquisition 
console, can now be transmit¬ 
ted instantaneously from vir¬ 
tually any part of the world 
to a computer in America for 
analysis. This means that ad¬ 
ditional millions of sufferer! 
from heart ailments, no mat¬ 
ter where they live, can have, 
within minutes an analysis of 
the way that vital organ if 
functioning. 

A key role in the Heart Dis¬ 
ease Control Program of th# 
United States Public Health 
Service is played by a devic# 
which is the brainchild of Dr. 
Cesar A. Caceres, director of 
the PHS Medical Systems De¬ 
velopment Laboratory in 
Washington, D. C. 

In 1960, Dr. Caceres, then 
an associate professor of 
medicine at George Washing¬ 
ton University, and two col¬ 
leagues began a study to in¬ 
vestigate the possibility of 
fully automating the analysis 
of electrocardiograms. 

Eventually the three medi¬ 
cal scientists constructed a 
pilot model of an instrument 
to record electrocardiograms 
in an electronic code which 
could be transmitted over a 
telephone line to a distant 
computer for analysis in a 
matter of seconds. 

Two Long Island electronics 
engineers, Henry Siegel and 
Herbert Adise, saw the poten¬ 
tial in it and their company 
(Computer Instruments Cor¬ 
poration, of Hempstead) pro¬ 
ceeded to manufacture it. 

Earlier this year, the devic# 
was used in the first instanta¬ 
neous transmission of vital 
medical information across 
an ocean, between France and 
the United States, as part of a 
joint effort of doctors in both 
countries. 

Dr. Caceres calls automated 
electrocardiograph analysis 
“a giant step in the battle 
against heart disease, with its 
annual mortality rate in the 
United States of over 700,000.” 


U.S.S. Texas 
Made History 

HOUSTON (UPI) — When 
airplanes were rickety and 
every pilot a hero, an im¬ 
posing, big battlewagon 
played a part in aerial war¬ 
fare history.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
A U. S. Labor Department re¬ 
port shows American indus¬ 
try loses $100,000,000 annually 
from absenteeism due to foot 
disorders. 

The average person walk* 
65,000 miles in his lifetime, 
yet he “abuses or neglects 
his feet outrageously,” says 
Leo N. Liss, clinical professor 
of podiatry at the University 
of California Medical Center 
in San Francisco. 

The professor continues, 
“The woman with varicose 
veins worsens her condition 
by squeezing into stylish, too- 
tight shoes and performing 
bathroom surgery on her 
corns. The man who develops 
redness, itching and cracking 
of the feet because of poor 
blood circulation, blithely ig¬ 
nores his condition. . . 

“However, a neglected in¬ 
fection of a foot may turn gan¬ 
grenous and result in the loss 
of a limb,” Lisa warns.

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Style Standouts 
At Florida Bash

HOLLYWOOD, Fla. (UPI) 
—Irving Cowan, the youthful 
hotel tycoon and industralist, 
has a reputation for taking 
the lead in men’s wear inno¬ 
vations so when we were in¬ 
vited down for his little $100,- 
000 party for Sheila MacRae 
and her new husband, Ronnie 
Wayne, we jumped at the 
chance. 

The splendor of his evening 
wear for the black tie party 
was eclipsed only by the dec¬ 
orations, on such a lavish 
scale that comedian Art Car¬ 
ney took one look and mut¬ 
tered something about the 
beginning of the fall of the 
Homan Empire. 

There were 3.500 giant 
chrysanthemums around the 
walls and on the tables, the 
walls were banked with miles 
of philodendrons and illumi¬ 
nated fountains, there were 
mirrors everywhere, three 12- 
foot wide crystal chandeliers 
and four immense torcheres 
with a wingspan of about six 
feet. There also was a 100- 
foot long bar. 

Beneath the center chande¬ 
lier was the dance floor and at 
the corners beneath the torch¬ 
eres were eight ballerinas 
posing in classic tutus. The 
highlight, perhaps, were two 
statuesque redheads who pos¬ 
ed on pedestals beneath the 
other two chandeliers. They 
wore gold lame bikinis. 

It was a sort of a delayed 
wedding reception for Miss 
MacRae and Wayne, who is 
one of the producers of the 
Jackie Gleason show, so Cow¬ 
an and his beautiful wife pro¬ 
vided a five-foot high wedding 
cak« driven in by two black- 
tied men riding a golf cart. 

The 350 guests were assem¬ 
bled in the French Regency 
Room of the Diplomat Hotel, 
of which Cowan is president. 
He also has interests in two 
other hotels in Miami Beach 
and five in Europe. Other 
holdings include apartment 
houses, real estate, a motion 
picture company and the lar¬ 
gest orange grove in the 
United States. 

South Florida’s most promi¬ 
nent cafe society families 
were present with many of 
the entertainment world’s top 
stars. Most wore conservative 
black tuxedoes with white 
shirts in various degrees of 
fanciness (ruffles, etc.) and 
only a few colored shirts or 
jackets. 

The Exceptionals 

Cowan was a standout. His 
dinner jacket and trousers 
were in maroon mohair by 
Hal Martin of California with 
maroon velvet lapels, single 
berasted, and with maroon 
velvet edging on the double- 
breasted. and with maroon 
pants. Black patent leather 
dancing pumps. 

And with it he wore a white 
turtleneck sweater he had 
picked up in Switzerland—a 
wide wale rib in silk which 
glittered with silver metallic 
threads. 

Tony Randall was another 
standout in a neatly tailored 
white wool and silk Eisenhow¬ 
er-type mess jacket whipped 
up by Reginald Pitassy of 
Saks Fifth Avenue, New 
York. He had toyed briefly 
with the thought of wearing 
a white ruffled Mexican wed¬ 
ding shirt by Mr. Alfred of 
New York who added a fake 
black tie but decided the jack¬ 
et was warmer. 

The only other white dinner 
jacket was worn by Charles 
Evans, described as a “so¬ 
cially prominent investor.” 
He turned up in one of Pierre 
Cardin’s d o u b 1 e-breasted 
white wide wale corduroy 
jackets. 

Another standout in the 
crowd was Harold Chalef, a 
hairdresser who flew in from 
Beverly Hills, Calif., to do 
Mrs. Cowan’s hair. He wore a 
white turtleneck to which he 
had sewn two black satin but¬ 
tons on the left side “to give 
it a Russian effect.” he also 
wore a long strand of jet and 
coral beads he said he had 
taken from his 18-year-old son 
who had been a hippy but re¬ 
formed.

To get the buckles, 
he said, he bought a pair of 
women’s shoes, took the buck¬ 
les and threw the shoes away. 

Chalef pointed to Mrs. 
Cowan, a beauty whose black 
hair was fixed in a pixie-like 
Grecian curl effect. She was 
wearing a floor length red cut 
brocade coat dress with a 
jeweled neck and sable cuffs 
by Rentner. Alongside her in 
the reception line was Miss 
MacRae who, according to an 
informant, was wearing a 
scooped neck white lace orig¬ 
inal by Sara Fredericks. 

Wayne was relatively sub¬ 
dued in a black dinner jacket 
worn with the customary 
black bow tie.

Gor’f. Housing Department 
Helps Save Historic Sites

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 

The federal government is 
helping save some of the na¬ 
tion’s most historic sites. And 
it’s turning some of them into 
parks, so that more people 
can enjoy them. 

Fifteen communities across 
the country received grants 
totaling nearly $1.5 million 
during fiscal 1967. Congress 
has authorized the Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) to pay 
up to 50 per cent of the cost 
of acquiring and developing 
historic sites. 

The largest single grant in 
the past fiscal year, $281,375, 
went to Mobile, Ala. HUD is 
helping Mobile landscape and 
improve the “Spanish Plaza” 
in the East Church Street re¬ 
newal area. The idea is to 
use fountains, monuments, 
recreation areas and a collec¬ 
tion of artifacts and art to re¬ 
capture the city’s early Span¬ 
ish history. 

The smallest grant, $10,000, 
went to the Borough of Shil- 
lington in Berks County, Pa. 

Shillington will use the money 
to buy land on which stands 
a stone farmhouse where 
Thomas Mifflin, Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s first governor, once 
lived. Twenty-three acres of 
wooded park will be pre¬ 
served. There will be picnic 
areas, playgrounds and 
hiking and bridle paths. 

Other grants for historic 
preservation included: 

-—Mill Brook Valley near 
Concord, Mass., near some of 
the battlegrounds of the Revo¬ 
lutionary War. A grant of 
$71,225 will help the Concord 
Conservation Commission pre¬ 
serve the 72-acre site in its 
natural state for hiking, bird- 
watching and nature study. 

Frankfort, Ky. received 
$64,715 to preserve the site of 
Civil War fortifications on 
Fort Hill. The steep ground 
I will be used for hiking, riding 
and nature study trails. The 
level land will have play¬ 
grounds. 

—Magnolia Mount planta¬ 
tion in Baton Rouge, La. HUD

The Bay State's greenhouse 
industry, now encompassing 
over 10 million square feet of 
glass-grown crops, Is sending 
an abundance of vine-ripened 
tomatoes to market at attrac¬ 
tive prices, as well as fresh 
native watercress, prized for 
color and flavor accents In 
sups, meats and salads. 

Whole fresh cranberries, 
parsnips, carrots, turnips, but¬ 
tercup and butternut squash, 
DesMoines and Blue Hubbard 
squash are all plentiful and 
low-priced. On dairy counters, 
extra large and large eggs are 
the biggest money-savers, In 
that order. 

To the many ways that good 
cooks are featuring apples to 
whet their families' appetities 
may now be added "Beacon 
Street Apple Sticks”: 

Sift 1 Is cups cake flour 
3 tsps baking powder, 94 
tspn salt, 94 cup corn¬ 
starch. Cut In 1 tbspn 
grated sharp cheese, 
tbspns butter. Blend in'4 
cup milk 194 cups diced 
apples. Knead on well- 
floured board, then roll 
sticks 94“ thick, cut to 
finger lengths 1" wide. Fry 
(deep-fat) at 375 for 5 
mins. Drain, roll tn 94 cup 
sugar and 94 tspn cinna¬ 
mon. Makes 18 luscious 
sticks. 

Today’s Agri-Fact: Nat Til- 
den reports Mass, far out In 
front as No. 1 cranberry pro¬ 
ducer, accounting for nearly 
94 world's supply. No. 2 Wis¬ 
consin picks the berries with 
machines In waterflooded 
bogs; we pick with machines 
on dry bogs, lose berries thru 
crushing.

Jack Edeiken, of the Jefferson 
Medical College in Philadelphia, 
is employing the thermogram 
technique in an effort to uncov¬ 
er the presence of a herniated, 
or slipped, disc. Highly sensitive 
readings are taken showing 
warm and cool spots around the 
disc. 

In a remarkable number of 
cases Dr. Edeiken has been able 
to pinpoint the exact trouble 
spot. The results compare fa¬ 
vorably with the more difficult 
myelogram. The thermogram 
method can be performed in 10 
minutes and spares the patient 
discomfort and long periods of 
Waiting.

NIXT PRESIDENT MIGHT I SENATE SAFE FOR OEMS 

NOT CONTROL CONGRESS j BUT NOT SO IN HOUSE

TVTASHIXGTOX—A disturbing fact that has been overlooked 
▼V in most political speculation is that the man who is elected 
president in 1968 could have a congress that is at least partly 
controlled by the other party. 

Because of the present top-heavy Democratic majority in tha 
Senate and the fact that only a third of tha 
Senate is elected to office each two years, it 
is nearly impossible for Republicans to gain 
control of that body, even should its presiden¬ 
tial candidate score a landslide victory next 
year. Thus, a Republican president would 
most likely have a Republican-controlled 
House of Representatives and a Democratic- 
controlled Senate. 

On the other hand, should President John¬ 
son win re-election, it is likely the vagaries of 
Electoral College voting would be the causa 
of his victory, rather than the kind of popu¬ 
lar plurality he received in 1964. In such an 
event, it is within the realm of possibility that 
the elections could produce a Republican-con¬ 
trolled House of Representatives, while the 
Democrats retain their lock on Senate control.

Of the above two possibilities, a split Congress In the event 
of a Republican presidential victory is far more likely, but a 
split Congress with a re-elected President Johnson cannot be 
ruled out completely. 

From time to time in our political history, some theorists have 
extolled the virtues of diffused political control at the national 
level.

Florist’s Hydrangea: The 
common greenhouse hydran¬ 
gea is not hardy enough to 
be kept outdoors. You can 
outwit the cold weather by 
potting the plant and keeping 
it in the cellar during the 
winter. Apply just a tiny 
amount of water so it won’t 
shrivel completely. Keep it 
in a fairly bright window and 
in spring when warm weath¬ 
er rolls around, set the plant 
outdoors where it will bloom 
freely for you. The cellar 
treatment prevents the buds 
from winter-killing. 

Those of you who brought 
your azaleas in are reminded 
to keep the soil uniformly 
moistened at all times. Do 
not let the plant dry out. 
Your poinsettia needs a bright 
window now and a tempera¬ 
ture of around 72 degrees. At 
night keep it in a cooler room, 
65 to 70 degrees. Jerusalem 
cherry needs a bright win¬ 
dow, a good supply of mois¬ 
ture and a room temperature 
of 72 degrees or so. Bud drop¬ 
ping is due to dry soils, hot 
dry rooms or poor drainage. 

A Good Trick: A reader 
who harvested a big crop of 
hickory and walnuts writes: 
“Here’s a good tip. After we 
have cracked the shell’s on 
our hickory and walnuts, they 
are placed in a pan and put 
in an oven at slow heat. This 
keeps them from molding, 
brings out the flavor and 
makes it much easier to pick I 
the meats out.” 

Green Thumb note: We ap-| 
predate this fine tip and hope 
more of our readers will feel 
free to send us their hints. 
Pass them along so we can 
help other gardeners. 

Geraniums Again: If your 
geraniums are tall and gang¬ 
ly don’t be afraid to cut them 
back at least half way. Take 
tip cuttings (about 4 inches 
long) and root them in moist 
sand, or just plain tap water. 
Have you ever tried growing 
geraniums from seed? 
There’s a new strain which 
can be started from seed 
about late January and be in 
blossom by July. The seed 
germinates fast and easily. 
We feel many home garden¬ 
ers will be resorting to ger¬ 
aniums started from seed. 

Green Thumb Clinic: A 
reader writes: “Each year 
birds eat our cherries. I 
heard that if I plant a mul¬ 


berry tree it will attraci the 
birds and thus save our fruit. 
Is that true?” 

Ans: Birds do like mulber¬ 
ries and will feast on them. 
You can plant the red mul¬ 
berry (Morus rubra) or the 
White Mulberry (Morus al¬ 
ba). The white species is the 
one used in feeding silk¬ 
worms. There are male and 
female trees. The plants are 
often dioecious, meaning that 
male (staminate) and female 
(pistillate) flowers are on 
separate trees. Very often 
you find both sexes on the 
same tree. The fruit of mul¬ 
berry is edible, although 
somewhat flat and insipid. 
Birds love it, though. It’s dif¬ 
ficult to find varieties true to 
name. Usually a seedling 
from a parent tree will be 
good enough to dig up and 
plant. Caution: Don’t plant 
mulberry too near the house 
as it can be messy.
